The Palal Lama, I'yllowliig his wide 
wanderings, arrived x. I Lhasa in De- 
cember with authorl;.v froip Pekiii vo 
take over tho government from the 
provisional governors who were ap- 
pointed following the Invasion of the 
holy city in 1904 by Col. Sir Francis 
Edward Younghusband at the head of 
a British column, when Great Britain 
secured; froip ..Thibet certain concess- 
ions in the.. inMter,^bf trade, >tina In 
that oC'the "foreign -relations ot tho 
countr/. The Dalai Lama was In- 
stalled ;at tho palace and monastery 
of Potola, nmid popular demonstra- 
tions. The ruler, who was again given 
civil power along with his olfico as 
the head of the Laniaist hierarchy, 
pardoned all the Thibetans who had 
given aid to Col, Younghusband, tmd 
all went weii lor the insi moiiLh. 

Then the Dalai Lama protested to 
tlio Chinese ambassador in charge of 
the military affairs i because of the 
excesses of the Chinese troops on the 
tjze Scliucii fr^.iitler, -wt.ero tlicy were 
sacking the monivstcrles and Ifillliig 
the monks. This ij-otcst served to 
stir up . the whole tiucstlon of tho 
status of Thibet. The Ainban de- 
clared that it was a Chiueso pro- 
vince., and said that , he would deftl 
with tlie rebels on' the frontier as be 
pleased. Other queatlons qf authority 
arose, and finally the Ambftn ordered 
into Lhasa 2,600 Chinese trpoi^B, who 
were encamped at the outskirts of 
tlie capital. 

A few companies, composed of the 
Dalai Lama's followers, were hastily 
cnrollod under tho name of "golden 
soldiers." They opposed tlie Oiiiieso 
Irooiis, but, l)ei!ig indifferently armed, 
wore shot down with mueli bloodshed, 
jleuutlnie Ualal Lama with three of 
Ills ministers and £<;.xty retainers Jled 
through a gate at the rear of tho 
palace enclosure, and were fired upon 
as they escaped from the city. 

The Lunia docs not intend to apjjcal 
to the Indian government, his motive 
in coming to India instead of proceed- 
ing to west Thibet, whore he would 
bo, perfeotlyi.,safo,,;j3eing because this 
^Viy. bfters the jBhortest route Lo Pekln, 
\Vhery!he^cian personally lay his grlev- 
oince's,- before "the -throne. 
' .Thei.;Thibetans erenerally resent the 
treatnibpt of the Dalai Lama, and as 
they ha-vo other grudges against the 
Chinese jho Chinese officials at isolat- 
ed posts 'are In groat danger of being 
massacred.

Cardinal Lucon Condemned by Civil 
Tribunal to Pay $100 to School 
TeaohtCBljAswpiatlo^ 

KHEIMS, France, Fob. 20.— Yester- 
day the civil tribunal gave judgment 
In tho case of Cardinal Ludnwig Lucon 
Archbishop of Rhelms. Vv-lio was sued 
by this public school teachers' asso- 
ciation for .$1,030 because of his sign- 
ing the epl.scopal letter forbidding the 
use of certain textbooks. -The court 
condemned tiic cardinal to pay $100 
to the associiitioii. 

Tlie court In Us judgment cites an 
instance where an attempt w.as made 
to starve a woman teacher, and anoth- 
er case where garbage was thrown In- 
to the well from which school obtained 
its water supply. 

The Judgement asserts vtha( ;.tho-;let- 
ter fulled of the syiiipatfiy^.ofi'rnii^ny. 
priests, and of somo^blshops, and qnot- 
ed' the words of the' bishop ol Nice, 
who declared piibllcly that he couldn't 
Join an incitement to civil strife. Ou 
tho' contrary. l>.e urged Catholic par- 
ents, as Christians to give their sup- 
port to the teachers. 

In conclusion the judgment explains 
that the -ivido publicity given to the 
litigation has afforded the teachers tlio 
moral fiatisfaetion demanded, and thut 
as Cardinal Lucon's higii character 
freed him from the imputation thut his 
action had been iii.spired by base mo- 
tives, ; material damages of $100 were 
nBsessed, tho defendant being- contfemn- 
ed further to pay the costs.- 




"ormer Chief Foreoter Pinchot 
Declares'^ Before Committe 
That Secretary Has Not 
Been Faithful to His Trust 



WASHINGTON, Feb. 2C.— AVlth Gif- 
ford Pinchot on the stand, the Ballin- 
gcr-Pincliot Inquiry entered into It.s 
second phase today. The dismissed 
chief of the forest service, before be- 
ing sworn, dramatically declared that 
when his story had been told, the 
country would demand a verdict in 
harmony with tho general conviction 
lliat the .secretary of the interior had 
been Unfaithful both to the public, 
whose property has been endang-ercd. 
and to the president, whom he has de- 
ceived." 

Mr. Pinchot accused Secretary Bnl- 
linger .of Ijaving made an explanation 
of his conduct to the president that 
was "essentially false." lie charged 
him .with; being. '.'a-..dangM-ous enemy 
to conservation," iand '- charged hlin 
with having made a-;statenient shown 
by .'undisputed documentary evidence 
to- be absolutely false in three essential 
particulars. ' ' - 

He ohargc-d f him with having wil- 
fully deceived 'the 'Dresldent. and of hei 
Ing dlsloydl to the president'. 

Mr. Pliichot's first hours on the wlt- 
v.caa stand were as replete with sen- 
sations as had been promised, and the 
suffocating crowd In the hearing room 
hung Intently upon every word. 

Mr. Pinchot followed u)) the vigor- 
ous attacks made upon Secretary Bal- 
llnger in hi.'* opening statement by un- 
iiouiicing that he fully beliovoil r 
Glavls, and was convinced that all 
Glavls said was true. 

He characterized Glavls as a "faith- 
ful public servant," and declared that 
tlio facts which ho presented ijroved 
that ;\Ir. BaUlngpi- h.id been unfaithful 
to lil.s trust as the guardian of public 
property of tremendous value, 

Tho conservation begun under tlie 
adinii-iistratlou of President Roosevelt 
was progressinpr exciijleiitly up to the 
time that Presidi-nt Taft and Secre- 
tary Balllngcr came into office, said 
Pinchot. but in less than a month 
thereafter Secretary Bailinger had 
practically broken the backbone pf tho 
centrid idea of the conservation move- 
ment by restoring iirevloiisly with- 
drawn water power £jtes to the iiublic 
domain and laying them open to pri- 
vate appropriation and monopolistic 
control 

I\lr Pinchot charged that when tho 
restorations were made Mr liidllnger 
gave no hint that he would rewithdraw 
the jiower sites, and ho didn't rewith- 
ilraw any of them until after Mr, 
l^inchot liad gone lo the i)vesldent and 
had made a, vigorous protest. 

One of the most dramatic incidents 
of the (lay was when Mr. Pinchot do- 
clareU Lhat there was no such docLsion 
by the controller of the treasury aa 
was cited by President Taft in his let- 
tor ■ of .Se.ijtember 13, l[i09, to Sccre- 
lary Bailinger, dlsmliislng tho Glavi.s 
charges and authorizing tlio remnval of 
Glavls from the ser-'-lce of the United 
Staltf.^. IMr. I'Inchot's iniphcation 
that President Taft was either misled 
or utterly mistaken caused a rapid fire 
of questions from Senators Root and 
Sutherland and other members of tho 
committee. They read Jn ,to^; the record 
various decisions of :?;,the :'; controller 
which they contended had' a bearing 
on tho matter, but Mr. -Pinchot did 
not withdraw from his position.

CJrand Trunk IlaiUvay L'(inipai\.\', at 
tho Canada Club dinner in Liondon. 
Mr. Smithers tpok.tlie saii^e bptimiBtici

VESSEL LOCATES 'REEF 



Weiding Bros. Reports Finding Un- 
chartered Menace to Navigation Off 
the Queen Charlotte Islands 

The United States fishing ves3.3ls 
which. '.engage near Queen Charlotte 
IslaridBj-jansithe Northern British Co- 
lum'bla .halibut banks are endangered 
by unknown reefs according.;to;the re- 
port made by Capt. :w;elairigrv'bi;;,the 
fishing steamer Weiding Bros, oh ' ar-' 
rival xrom the northern grounds at Se- 
attle with 165,000 pounds of halibut. 
Capt. Welding reported a now roef far 
to the south of the rooky ledges which 
are known to extend out from Capo St. 
James ani,i Capt. Weiding reports that 
they are very dangerou.s to navigation 
as the rocks are well concealed at lilgh 
tide and there is plenty of deep water 
between tlioni and the reefs already 
noted on the existing charts. According 
to his observations tlie newly discov- 
ered ledges are four miles southeast- 
by-south of the farthest out reef previ- 
ously known. ' ; 

"I would advise any shipmaster In 
those waters to keep at least ten anilea 
off Cape St. James,;' said 'Capt. Weld- 
ing, 'lit would he better to give thom 
oven more leeway until the exact posi- 
tion of this reef' Is charted as niy ob- 
servations could not be made accurate- 
ly owing to conditions existing at that 
tinn?. 

"Wo wore heading for Dixon's En- 
trance from the 'banks to the west of 
Queen Charlotte Islands and I tliouglit 
tliat wo were far enough to the south 
to clear the reef by miles when I spied 
tlie rocky ledge showing just out of tJie 
water on our port bow. I thought It 
must bo a lot of driftwood at first for 
I have been In those waters many times 
and tho presence of rocks there was 
entirely unsuspected by me. .It was 
low tide and the top o/I the; ceet'Just 
showed abov6 the surface ' OCrS the 
water." '

000,000 of Klondike gold in her strong 
box. The location of tho steamer is 
known, but the deptli of the water has 
forbidden attempts at salvage. Tlif! 
I)lan iiroposcd Is to lift the vessel with 
a huge metal seine. The, vessel would 
be picked up oy 'the seine, and would 
not be a heavy Idad until sh'e was so 
near the surface that chains could bs 
slipped under her.

Captain 
Genereaux and tlio San Francisco 
board have not been popular with the 
Alaska Stoamshl]) company officials 
since last summer, when they witlidrew 
insurance from the frolglitcr .Seward, 
carrying locomotives and other cargo 
to Cordova.

Tho biggest salvage award of tlie 
year has been made against the Kos- 
mos liner Salatis, which runs between 
Hamburg and Puget Sound and ]hi- 
tish Columbia ports. The fleet of 
salving tugs which lloat. the German 
Uner when sho stranded on Deceinber 
'22 last between Itye and Dungeness 
on the 'English coast were awarded 
JE15,832. The Salatis arid her cargo 
were valued at £126.936,. and the 
salving party of fifteen' - tifga and 
lighters at £149,650. ' Thfe Salatis was 
homebound, and her cargo consisted 
mostly of nitrate. In giving judgment 
Justice Uargroave said in part: 

Without going into great detail as 
to tho services of these various tugs, 
he might say that from the begliinin!.' 
to tho end the tugs all worked li.iicl,' 
although their efforts availed nolinng. 
At any rate ho was satisfied that the 
services of all tho rugs prevented the 
vessel driving liigher up on tho bank. 
If she had gone liigher, he doubted 
whether she would ever have come off, 
The tides were making, and tho high- 
est spring tide was on Deeoinber i;", 
when she came off. If s:hc had driven 
up further, and had not been got olf 
on tho liTth, in his, opinion si;e would 
not have got off :^ithoiitj being hope- 
lessly damagad. '^'ABother point was 
the weather. .It. was ■jnttldw and 
looking at ,the:Ji;6pbrtSAfrdrt^^ Dun- 
geness Lighthouse,'' if was bad.

That, with the i)osslbll- 
Ity of another high tide, might li.-ivo 
caused the Salatis insuperable damage 
[had she not been got off when slie 
was. Tho real trouble wliicli existed 
In the ship was that she was fitted 
with two long large keel.S of I'JO feel 
in length, and tlVjse wore damaged, so 
that very Uttle more .straining would 
have shifted tliO rivets and let In 
water .uul sand, which would have 
cbolced tlie punip.'i. That was the 
general asi'.ect of the case, lie had 
under these circuiiistr.nces an ex- 
tremely dllilcult task lu having to say 
how he had to award tha Balvage re- 
muneration amorig"theso' 11 ve.s.'iels.

•■When I speak of tho chufch l itiean 
the organized church," says.'Rcv.

Slelzle, "and wlien I speak of labor, 
1 mean organized labor; for this is the 
onlv way that tliey can co-operate.

Just so, 
every workman who believes In the el- 
evation of the human race, should be- 
come Identified with the trades union, 
even though there may bo some thinga 
in organized labor to wliich he cannot 
give his unqualified approval. i''or 
who stands more persistently for tho 
principles of Cliristi'.nlty than the 
church; and who stands more aggres- 
sively for the rights of labor tluiii does 
the trades union? With all tlieir mis- 
takes, and all their shortcomings, they 
both represent the best in their parti- 
cular field. 

The possibilities In the co-operatloii 
of church and labor are limitless. No- 
thing would be Impossible In the mat- 
ter of social and economic reform. 
^Vith th(^ three million trades unionlHts 
in America, and all that they reiireseiit 
in tln.lr families, and tlie constituency 
which may not be in their organiza- 
tions, but for whom they, nevertheless, 
speak, and with th tliirty-tliroo mil- 
lion clun-ch mi'mbi.'i-s— I'l-otestant, <:;ii- 
Ihollc, Jewish— thesi; eon.'itllule a forco 
whicli w :uld be well-nigh Invincible.

Death Battle Between 
%,,,Man and Grizzly Bear 



or the many battles in the Yukon be- 
tween men and grinzlies, none ever 
were moro exciting and closer to the 
deatli for tho liuinan contestnat than 
tliiit waged liy James M. ChrlKtle. who 
has just arrived here from tliu hcad- 
V.aters of -the Stewart river, says the 
pd'WBon -.Weekly News, in a recent 
issue. • ■ - 

■ Christjc and the bear locked In a 
dbUdly conflict of but a few seconds. 

At .itho end of that time the powerful 
brute dropii^cd: dead, and Christie was 
hurled .ib'aclc anjld an entanglcmont"' of 
bushes and' lii the snow, a crushed and 
blood-drenched victor. Tho white waste 
of, tho driven snow for yards around 
was stained with the crimson blood of 
tho; two fighters. ■ 

'•Christie had tracked tho bear several 
ihllcs to punlsh him for robblntr a caclie 
ot moose meat. The man had just fired 
a shot from his Ross rifle at a wolf, 
nnd found that tho sights were not 
Iirojierly adjusted, lie fixed them at 
once, and luckily so, for the next five 
minutes lie ^^■as rou.sed by the crackle! 
of brush, and saw the boaiit that -walk- 
ed like a man coming through the bush 
on a run. 

Christie had barely time to swing bis 
rifle into ;iction, !:Mid pull the tri.gger 
v.-ith a bead on tile heart. The brute 
was thirty steps away. 

"PUT, plff," whl.stled the bullets. The 
first one caught-' tlie'grl-z/.ly. In tlie liody, 
eitlier hitting the heart or the lungs. 

Tlie second shot, delivered at .'closer 
range, hit [the animal' ^Ih-'utho • head, 
oHwstlo lenbed frbmyhl^'i^how shoos, 



thc<|mnnstor tra'lil^i&d tlie'lrt like Tceds, 
ami pushed-forward with his claws ex- 
tended, anci; his huge mouth open, in 
the characteristic grizzly way, making 
the hideous grunts and snorts like 
thpsc ot a maddened boar. 

As Christie fell, in liis attempt to 
dodgrc, the ; bear., flapped ids immense 
ja-wi over the man's head. 

'Another momont and the hideous 
clavvs were tearing at the man's face 
and- body. ' 

Tlie bear ga^■e a vicious grind of the 
le'iMh. and .(."hrlstie foil the vice-like 
elani]) closing over his lio.-ul, The man 
throw up tiie rifiht arm in desperation, 
hoping to sta.v the force of the brutal' 
jav.-.s. In Ills extremity, Christie thrust 
h|3 good right arm between the Jaws 
of tlie bear, and forced back on them 
v.ith all his might. This effort, and tho 
fact tliat death ju.lL then dealt the great 
brute Ills quietus, saved the man's life. 
At that moment the boar fell dead. His 
Jaws relaxea ,and Christie hajf fell 
half crawled away, victorious, but ut 
an?: awful cost. ';■", 

•The man's tw'b cheeks were severed 
from thoi'iears 'tft^ftheiimou^h, 'and his 
lower jajVif^ll agfalnst ,hfs brf p^t.. Tho 
sealp was cut throiigh: the man's abun- 
dant hair, and throwp back In detach- 
ed Jform like a bapQ. His Jaw boh'? was 
fractured, his cheek-bope fractured, and 
his rigliL arm broken. Eight or ten 
ugly cuts bad been sustained about tho 
face, and one or two smaller cuts and 
l.)ruisos about the liody and legs. Tho 
man was ne;irly hiind with blood. 

Tho blood was pouring from Christie 
in streams. , He swatlicil hiniaell' In .a 
flour sack, and lamely made ids w;iy 
bade home without the use of liis 
snowslioes. lie followed the now ice 
on tile rivc^r.' 11 was October when 
till' .b.-ittle occurred, and idglit inches 
of snow were on the ground. 

'• I' 'A; Paj^ful' Struflgle ■ 
■ :l£i was a'palnful struggle of so\-en 
m'ties, witlv every stop marked l)v drops 
of blood, that Jim Christie made In that 
heroic walk. All tho way lie had to 
use one hand to hold up his Jaw, He 
lU'liL'tl on iirrival at home to find his 
partner, (^o'jrpi' Crlsflukl, at home, but 
C,'-isfii-l(l did not return for hours, and 
the wounded man h.'rd to build a I'lro 
in his suffering cuiulitlon, and attend 
liiiDself as best he could. 

After Crisfield returned, every crude 
nio.-uiH was eniiiloycd to make tho man 
comfortable, bu*. the.\' Iind no medi- 
cines, or antiseptics of which to speak. 

Imiucdiately after the -victim had 
been given w'liat rest could be afforded 
a ftori j a , day r.^Qr^^two, A.Crlsf ield spack e d 
lilih^dn ji*-tobog'so»i,'''iiAd 'hired'' tWo In- 



dians to Iinul the patient to J. K. I'^'er- 
rlll's trading ))ost. Christie and Cros- 
fleld were on Uogur; River, fifty miles 
from tile post. They took a tent and 
camiied out in it at night.'j. lJut It was 
a racking trip for the sufferer. Agon- 
izing pains possessed htm,; and his 
bruised body cpilvered with" pain at 
every jolt. Tho man lay swathed in 
clothes, and ' tho blood clotting and 
irtattlng.^ 'i :Ho>tscarce 
AvhefenfeccsaaJr^iVand flnaljjf stolidly re- 
frained ''fron\*'BrORnihB,-. , , ; . ^ ; 4- 

The rndlah8",bocame;superHtitious and 
wanted to qiilt. Had they done so. 
Christie would have iierished in the 
wlldornc.s.s. It Is due to the strong men- 
talit^• of Crisfield that he drove the In- 
dians to the work, and tfireutcncd them 
into plain humanitarian service, that 
cnirlstle was not left on tho hands o£ 
tho white man. 

.\fter four days, the little party, be- 
draggled and worn, struggled iiuo For- 
rill's post in tho dark one evening. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ferrlll were at home. Steel- 
ing themselves against tho shock, they 
abandoned 'everything all their own 
affairs, and worked dc-siierately to save 
the Injured man. As' soon as Christie 
was sufflcioiilly nourished and rela.xed, 
tliey soaked off all the matted cloths> 
waslied all tlic wounds with antiseptic 
solutions and clean water, wrapped the 
wounds with antiseptic bandages, and 
jirpvlded' everything possible for tlie 
man's comfort. ' . 

Tho scalplock was beginning to sot, 
and It was necessary to trim some of 
tho ragged edges. Ferrlll volunteered 
to act, and a fairly good jo.b was done. 
The 9calp ha^jhej^ledjiioiyvat it shows 
two ugly scnrs""almbat" nil tlie way 
across the head, and one or two other 
scars, but even at this splendid work 
.WHS done. 

The man lay a month in bod at 3"cr- 
rlll's and received over.v attention from 
.Mr. and Blrs. I'Vrrill and Crisfield. 
Christie speaks with the greatest graU- 
tude of their services, and says that 
.Mrs. Ferrlll was Indeed an angel In the 
wlldernes.s. 

After tlie snow was deep, and Clirls- 
tie was ab'le to be about, lie started 
■Willi Mr. r''rrlll for Dawson. Crisfield 
bellied llieiii break tlu- snow to Ma.\-n, 
101) miles. Jlost of that distance 
ClirlHlIc insisted on mushing and did 
much behind the dogs. Crisfield rp- 
tiirned back from .Mayo. The trail was 
broken from there and Ferrlll came 
through with Christie' and the dogs 
without assistance. Crisfield has gone 
back to the home of the two men on 
Rogue .Blv6r, where, tlie,.. tragedy oc- 
curred, and .w|U carry, put their plans 
for.winter trapping. 

Christio'B most serious injury is to 
his Jaw. The fracture has lu'al':!d so 
that the Jaw will not close and masti- 
cation Is not possible. He Is living on 
ilquld diet, and will have to do t*) un- 
til his jaw is re|-iaired. Physicians here 
liave advised him to go outside, wlier') 
specialists in the line can uiidortako 
the delicate work. 

The broken right wrist Is not heuled, 
and will bo reset bore. Tlie other 
wounds have healed. Tin; doctors say 
that Mr. and Mrs. l-'i-rriil and Crisfield 
did a reinarkalde work m first aid to 
tli(> wounded in such a remote locaIit\-, 
and under sucli a iirolongcil and lr,\-- 
liig circunislanee. 

Christie is a man of less tliau aver- 
ago height. l)ut of a good lithe form, he 
i.yof middle ago. and a oughty Scots- 
man. His home Is In Carman,' Mani- 
toba. He came into the Yukon in 1898, 
and has traPP.od on, the. Uppori Stewart 
over since, with the exceptlop .of elgli - 
teen months- which he ispent In cross- 
ing from tho Yukon to Edmonton with 
Geologist Keele of the Dominion -^nv- 
emmont survey. The trip was nuide 
winter before Inst, and last sprin:; 
Christie' returned t'> Uawson via the 
coast and Whltohorse. Clulstie is a 
member of tho Masonic order. It may 
bo that ho will leav<! in a few days for 
tho cbast . Ho has klllcil man>- lilaeli 
hears, and' flvo grizzlies, but this is tho 
first fight In which ho received any 
damage of which to speak.

The feeling of pity, of sorrow 111 at^ 
usually HH-s tlic breast of tho lKm:.o- 
liappy vi.sltor wlio gaze.'; on l>uiicilo 
of human wall's caiighl In tho ml dy of 
nn orphanage was entirely absent hec-e. 
One could not pity yuimRstors wiio 
seemed so well careil Cor and so liappy. 
And yet, there Is sorrow and desjiiiir 
enougii among tliose children and lliftre 
Is too, many an e.Kaniplo of soul .-uti r- 
ring Helf-sacritico on the part of (or— 
salten, struggling mothers or fathers. 

Among the little parly of vlsllors 
there were sovcral ladlfes^who liad had 
long experience of orphanage^^W'oi'lc. lio th 
hero and blse-\vhere. -'When'i tile ■ sroup 
had boeri fo|-ni'ed 'ih%the>mRtron*S'<s2icexy' 
si ttlng-;rbbnvVfo^ a-Iittle;icht«t''^ 
parlure • theVcbhyer8ation',;turnea\ "Jiiitu- 
rally onougli on th'o 'siibject 'of orpliiitieca 
children. U was. then; that the slory of 
Job and tho football came out perliaiis 
for the first time for It liad bet^n loclcocl 
in a few hearts foi- n long perloti, It 
wns told by one of the ladles and s h«5 
told It from first linnd experience. The 
party had been discussing tlie iititui-os 
of children, tho ease with which some 
were cared for, tho difficulty oihcra pre- 
sented, and this unlocked tho heai'HsuJCe 
wherein lay the story of Joe nntl the 
football. 

"It was one of tho .saddest litllo sto- 
ries of real life I have ever lioarcl of,'' 
said this laov In beginniiig.

Indtdentally -' thnt good 
man Is dead'.nbw(*hl8' sto'rtuno is awept 
a-way ■ : ana''Jh'I^ ;"\viao,W,' ' -destltu te - a.ii<9 
friendless 'W'ipondlrig tho evening of tier 
life In a homo for aged women in 'jro- 
ronto. My prayer is that God ina,yriOt 
forget her good works now tlia.t sli«2 
herself is the needy one. 

"U was one very cold, bleak <l:i.v-, t--vo 
days before Christinas, that the .sloi-y 
of Joe and tho football liegan. Jooh;KJ 
always brcn an oiphaii; at least lii;h;icl 
never lenienibered tho touch of liis 
iimthor's arms nor heard the voice of 
his fatlier. He was a manly liltlo fol- 
low iibout ten years of age. I never 
saw anytlilng hut the sweetest ot i^mlloj 
(111 Ills thin lltllo face, lli.^ voice was 
wonderfully soft and sweet. H<Milivays 
soomed to m ■ like one moved by snriie 
unusual power of heart and iirliui. lie 
was very bright arid nlwayn clioerf\il. 
When he iva.s (luito young ho lost one of 
his logs by an aeeident and the aiiooU 
had rendered his originally frail lH)d>' 
very weak indeed.

"On tho day when this story licgan 
the gontleinnn I have referred to visited 
the orphanage to ask each of the lioya 
and girls individually -what they wimtod 
for Cliristnins. He had a notoliook in 
which ho Jotted down the iiunil>eili:rs :i 
requests with the remark tliat ho ha<l 
.a 'puir with .Santa Claus and woulil.-^oo 
to It that ilio presents were {lelivcred. 

"Tl'.o notebook was well lUIcd whon 
the gentleman came to .lue's boils: <lo 
with, a reiinesl to know what .1 oe ■viiiit- 
eil. 'rile little oiiati's face IliislieLl i-ed 
and then turnetl pale except foi- t%v<i 
rouiid bright red .sjiots In his; elicelvs=, 
(That was llie first Int liiiatlon.

These towns will want lire 
Insurance. .Let us ,spe to.lt tliat we are 
so equipped that we .can provide It. 

"I tliink the shareholders will all 
agree that the action of tho directors 
in making a call of 24 per cent, on, tho 
unpaid capital of the company Is iiulte 
TiglU and proper, and that tlie lime 
has arrived when we should m.-ike a 
strong effort to Increase our paid-up 
capital 80 that .wo may . be in a position 
to take care of "'all the new business that 
may offer 'Itself during the years to 
come, I am quito sure that, if with 
this spirit of progros.«, the nianageme/it 
i;oniblne the same degree of care and 
selection with regard to risks and gen- 
eral discretion of ,the affairs of the 
oompariy.vastthay have In tho past, wo 
can look forward to an era of prosper- 
ity that will before long elevate our 
young, but progres.'il vo and aspiring 
coiii|)any Into the front rank of the 
older insuranco companies of the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

"I have much pleasure, Mr. Chairman, 
In seconding tho adoption of the re- 
port." ... _ . 

2>ir. R. H. Duke, the general manager- 
of tho company, in support of the mo- 
tion, said in part: 

"The completed returns of lire In- 
surance companies operating in Canada 
for 190!) are not yet available, but suf- 
ficient Is known to show that the year 
has proven more favorable than tlie 
ai'erage. It is pleasing to note that no 
serious conflagrations have occurred In 
the Dominion during tho year. 

"■i'ou are aware that an act respecting 
Insurance was pas.qcd at the la.st ses- 
sion of the Dominion House of Com- 
mons, and tliat said bill, wltli certain 
proposed amendments. Is now being con- 
sidered by the Senate. This proposed 
Insurance measure has caused a great 
deal of discussion by the manufactu- 
rers and the Insurance Interests respec- 
tively. The manufacturer.s. who. by the 
way, have grown rich under the policy 
of protection of the Dominion govern- 
ment, claim, that In the matter of flro 
insurance they want free trade and de- 
sire that foreign Are insuranco compo- 
nles bo allowed free access to the Cana- 
dian Insuranco field. The Insurance In- 
tere,sts. on tho other hand, claim that 
Inasmuch as the companies now doing 
business' in Canada are . compelled to 
comply .with strict requirements as to 
large government deposits of low inter- 
est-bearing Kecurlt.v and are also sub- 
jected to heavy taxation and to gov- 
ernment Inspection all comiianlcs desir- 
ing to secure a share of Canadian busi- 
ness should' be compelled to comply 
with the same requirements, and that 
the duly registered ' companies sliouhl 
not be subjected to the unfair compe- 
tition of these foreign unllceiisnd com- 
panies which have not a dollar on de- 
posit In tills country, and wnlcli do not 
contribute a dollar taxes to tho govern- 
ment of this country. It seems to me 
that this latter position is incontro- 
vertible, and It Is to be hoped that those 
having to deal with the new Insurance 
act may see to It that no Injustice Is 
done to the regularl.v licensed compa- 
nies. 

"The progres.s made hy the Pacific 
Coast Insurance Company during the 
past year, as pointed out by- thij mover 
and seconder, musti l am sure, be very 
gratifying to the shareholdors. The pre- 
miums written after deducting rebates 
and cancellations amounted to $140.-

"I desire also to emphasize the in- 
crease of $21,344 In the paid-up rajiltal, 
tho Increase of $4r,.17i),no In tlio re- 
servos, and the Increase of $81,170.7,0 In 
Ihn security to polloylioldei's. 

"The loss ratio (luring tlio year was 
48.>Si> per cent, of-xthe not premiums 
written, while the average loss ratio 
for the past eight years during wlilcli 
time ttie company has been under tho 
present control, has been 43.93 poi- cent, 
nf th.' not premiums written, and this 
you will llnd, eonipures most favorably 
wltli tlie (..xperiencf; of otliei- lire com- 
panies operating In the same territory.

Of course the success of the Children's 
Room, as the success of any institution for 
the especial benefit of the young, is largely 
contingent upon and proportionate to the suit- 
ability of the choice of the person in charge.

Intuitively they recognize their 
friends, and give their confidence to tliosc 
whom they feel loved them and sympathize 
withi,their yputhfurviewpoint and their natural 
tdstes.

"As- 
suredly I do. Why should we not keep up 
with the times and have a Children's Room in 
our library, of course with a trained assis- 
tant in charge? Children's rooms are now ev- 
erywhere, recognized as a most important de- 
tail of free library' economy. Why should we 
not make our library something to be revered 
and loved by our children, not feared by them 
as a charncl house of the mouldy thoughts of 
dead men.? 

"Does Victoria need a Children's Room? 
Of course it does, and we can no longer afford- 
not to take advantage of all that such an in- 
stitution offers in the way of training our little 
folk of love good books and to find pleasure — 
the one great, unsullied pleasure — ^in their com- 
pany. Men are known l?y the company they 
keep, and the booki . they ..readiv^strarige 
may seem; often decide for therh'-'whethier their 
company sliall be good or bad. By all means 
in our power, then, let us teach ous children to 
love good books. If they learn, to Jove good 
books, they will also love good fStrfen'. and wo-' 
."nen. 

"But how arc \vc to inculcate in the young 
mind a love of and reverence far good litera- 
ture? Why by giving them in the Free J^i- 
brary a room of their very own — whei-e they 
may sit and read any of the books that have 
been carefully selected for their especial am- 
usement or edification. Give them here at- 
tractive histories and biographs, fairy tales, 
wholesome stories, and lead them gently by^ 



the hand into that garden-land of wonders and 
delights which is the fairy realm of litera- 
ture." 

British Columbia's public librarian is 
one with others in this delightful branch of 
specialized literary science. One of these who 
may be cited as an authority of world-wide 
fame is Profcs.sor G. Egremont, who is an in- 
teresting chapter on "Libraries and the Child," 
appearing in the current issue; of ' the "West- 
minster Review^ discusses his- pleasant subject 
most interestingly as fdUows-: " ■ ' ' ■ ■ 

One gateway to the heart of a child is al- 
ways open before us: that mtignificent gate- 
way built of books. ,Shall we permit.it to 
become choked by rubl)ish, or closed by neg- 
lect, or shall we in-oadeu and beautify and 
transform it into a noble avenue of endless de- 
light and bciieficenl influences? 

Ciix-LMi a fair opportunity, and the clearly- 
printed, enamoring page, and our London child 
is an absorbed; reader. Huddled on a door-' 
step alone, 'dr' piie of a group, he or she will 
aviate from under the very nose of the bawling 
coster or howling coalheavcr to just with Sir 
Launcelot, or to sport with Queen Titania; or 
spirited far awa\' from slini}'- gutters and acres 
of fried-fish wrapping-papers, find himself or 
herself in some pleasant meadow, merrj' with 
a tinkling brook and blue with lovely forget- 
me-nols. 

Splendid potentialities arc there. Be it ours. 
— teacher, librarian, editor, or mere passer-by 
— to cherish and develop them. It was well 
said that the Kingdom of Heaven is to the 



childlike. So, to win, must we, childwise, re- 
spect the child's mind, and marking the differ- 
ences, prevail with gentle lures of guidance 
and .su|^gestion, that its devious by-paths shall 
nierg'e ^iri ,th'e straight roa:d of . right accom- 
plishment^:at lasti 

Children of the same age exhibit immensely 
varying degrees of mental development. Some 
are backward, other normal, others precociotis. 
Looking for a natural analogy, the case occurs 
of a lemon tree, as representing life, and its 
fruit, as representing the children's mental- 
ities. At certain seasons of the year, on any 
one day, fruit is found in every stage of growth 
still swathed in pink-white petals, then advanc- 
ing from a tiny green nodule through each size 
and condition and hue, "until culminating; in,, the 
ileid-yellow full-ripe sapid lemon. Manifestly 
?.n unbending application of cut-and-dricd reg- 
ulations to the children's rearing would be fal- 
lacious. Whither their fancies lead them, 
thither should they be permitted to wander 
and choose and enjoy. Not the most "admir- 
able" volume of grown-ups, but the book they 
crave should form the feast. What is one 
child's tonic may be another child's indiges- 
tion. There will accrue no 'reading habit un- 
less children vareA^^^ freedom of 
choice, trhu^' only: will tlib^ won to esteem 
books a.s companions, sources of pleasure and 
relaxation, and sweet rewards for the toil of 
mastering a precious art. : ' ■ • 

Beyond recreative reading is the reading 
which shall supplement academic instruction. 
Much nuist be taught through the medium of 
books nowadays. Nor can all such bocks 
gain perusal during schdoi^lfours. This sup- 
plementary reading is' iHt^ih-a somewhat hap- 
hazard state at present. School; authorities do 
not furnish children with annotateS'lists which 
.would enable either the child or the librarian 



to select the desiderated books. Teachers 
should be enabled to collaborate with librari- 
ans, and, put recreative reading to fine uses, 
;Fqr^.exa.mpJe,i. good' results must follow were 
libranaiis kept i as to the periods of 

history being studied, the countries and eth- 
nographical data dealt with in geography les- 
sons, and so forth. ... 

Moreover, children become acquainted at 
libraries with expert librarians, who can sup- 
plv their needs at once. Teachers are apt to 
prescribe their own tastes in books to children. 
They often suggest information books with 
the object of getting lessons from books thus 
suggfeoted. This operates miserably • with a 
child who is yearning for stories of fairies or 
adventure, or who is following some particu- 
Jar bent of his interest or imagination. One 
day children will have to choose books at pub- 
lic libraries for themselves. They should 
learn how to do this while still scholars. From 
one point of view the entire province of a 
school is to teach to read; to arouse brain- 
hunger and inculcate how it may best be ap- 
peased in the vast resources of a library. 

What is wanted is not so. much the estab- 
lishment of fresh libraries as a better utiliza- 
tion of those already existing. The child 
should go to the library; not the library to the 
child. ... , ; ! 

It is questionable whether the provision of 
special rooms for children at public libraries 
is an unmixed advantage. Such ro>~>ms may 
easily become bear-gardens unless 'adbCji^ately 
supervised. But- contact with adults in a put 
lie library should make, for discipline. 

Juvenile book sections and catalogues 
should be provided. These observations refer 
to the. reading needs of children who are not 
less than. ten or eleven years of age. Small

Since the discovery of ihe immense lutni- 
ber and variety of microbes which infest the 
human body and the bodies of all animals and 
plants, the notion has become prevalent that 
the human being, and especially his alimentary 
tract, may be regarded as a sort of "seetliing- 
pot" ill which nearly every kind of bacterium 
and micrococcus is struggling with nearly 
every other for existence, and that as a result 
of this prolonged struggle in the definite con- 
ditions in which a given race of man exists, a 
sort of balance or "modus vi\'cncli" has been 
reached, in which certain Iciiuls of microbes are 
permitted to flourish .more, abundaivtly, jpthers 
..le^ss so," others liot at alj- ;\v.ith the restilt that 
■ the race of meii \yith tliisior/th range of food 
arfd habits have become unconsciously atlapled 
to a special selection aivd: ciiitivation of these 
ultra-minute parasites, and that it is a very 
rash, if not a dangerous, proceeding to inter- 
fere with them at all, as by so doing you ina}' 
unwittingly allow some dangerous poison-pro- 
ducing form to gel the upper hand and mul- 
tiply inordinately. Metschnikoff, b}'- his de- 
liberate introcfuction of lactic bacilli into, the 
human intestine and consequent dcstru:ction of 
acid-fleeing poisonous microbes, has ignored 
th'ese timid counsels, and boldly proposed that 
we should undertake the control of our micro- 
bian visitors' list, and not passively accept 
v.'hatcver parasites the rebellion of our ances- 
tors against ■ the happy monkcy-lifc of the 
tropical forest may have brought upon us. 
It is true that we may make some blunders at 
first in the 'attempt to control our riiicrobian 
parasites, but that' is the price which is always 
paid for improvement. The timid acquiescence 
m the tvraiiny of microbes and in the illness 
and death wliicli they cause, is no more worlliy 
of intelligent mankind than any other sub- 
mission, to •16ilg:-established and; crippling tyr- 
anny. 



blood. The history of the nutrition of .yrccn 
plants lends some support to such a view, for 
.the material which falls on the earth in the 
form of the dead bodies and the excreta of ani- 
mals and plants, and is actually the source of 
the food of green plants, cannot be attacked or 
digested by 'those plants. It is notv/untili^cer-j 
taui special microbes have 'chemicaliy' bfolcen' 
that food-material down|mto,i|he condition of 
carbonic-acid gas, of nitrafes^^^and of ammonia, 
that the green plants can commence to soak it 
up, and take it into their own substance as 
"food." So it is conceivable that in the same 
way a certain amount of decomposition of the 
food of animals (not to such an extreme degree 
as in the case of the food of green plants) by 
])utrefactive microbes may be necessary, and 
if not absolutely jiecessary, at any rate of great 
assistance to the digestive process in animals. 
A fev. years ago a Continental investigator, 
Scholtelius, tried the experiment \vitli ncwly- 
halciied chickens, l ie contrived ])y sterilizing 
with heat aiul otiicrwisc their food and the 
chamber in which they lived, to exclude the 
access of microbes to the young chicks, on 
their escape from thp egg — where' they had 
been up to that moment free from them — and 
he found that under these conditions the chicks 
weakened and died in a short time. It was 
only necessary to add a few ordinary microbes 
(the "coli bacillus") to their nourislinient, and 
so establish a growth in their digestive canal, 
in order to render the chicks strong and heal- 
thy and enable them to grow up into proper 
birds. The theory was ' accordingly put for- 
ward, not only that animal life is impossible 
without the assistance of intestinal microbes, 
but also that the niicroljiaii flora in an animal's 
intesline corresponds in e\ery species in the 
most absolute nianner to llic coiulitions of life 
of the species, and thai, accordingly,, it cannot 
be in any way injurious to the animal. 



A notion has existed, and has been serious- 
ly defended by experini^ntal investigation, to 
the effect that the riiicfotfe^Hvhich cause putre- 
faction may be valuable assistants to the'diges-- 
tive juices of man and animals in breaking up 
food and bringing it into a condition of solu- 
ti(jn, in which it is absorbed by the walls of 
the stomach and intestines, and passed into the 



Two years ago a. Russian observer made 
sonie interesting observations on this subject 
with the eggs of the blow-fly. lie disinfeclcd 
them and placed them on sterilized meat. The 
grubs hatched out and ate the meat, but I'e- 
veloi)C(l much more slowly than others v.liich 
had nut been freed from microbes and were fed 
upon putrid meat filled with microbes. This 
experimenter supposed that the: grubs were as; 
sisted by tlie digesti\'c action - of 'the niicfob'cs 
on the meat bcf(jrc they were swallowed^' and 
he therefore nourished some fly-griibs in' per- 
fectly ase[)tic conditions — that is, free 'from- mi- 



crobes — but gave them meat'partially digested 
by a chemical lermcnt (trypsin) (pute tree 
from microbes, lie found, as lie expected, that 
these grubs did cpiite as well as those fed on 
microbe-holding putrid meat. Hence he con- 
cluded that tht service rendered to the blow- 
fly grubs by the putrefactive microbes is a very 
real one— viz., that of furnishing thefn with a 
quantity , -of- meat-dissolving ferment which 
they do not thcriiselVcs possess. But on fur- 
ther pursuing the experiments it was found 
that some blow-fly grubs — though not all or 
most — are capable of prospering and growing 
to full size in the complete absencc[p;f;microbes 
and of any artificial addition to^tlieir^ffodcl'^^^^ 
non-microbian digestive like try psini? KlHies^ 
and similar experiments on some caterpillars 
and on young scorpions and mites have, in 
fact, ended m proving that there are instances 
in which the animal organism, contrary to the 
opinion of Schotteliiis, can develop normally 
without the assistance of microbes. The re- 
sult obtained by Schottelius with his chickens, 
though not true so far as the growing young of 
yertebratc animals are concerned. Madame 
Metschnikoff found that the young tadpoles of 
frogs develop very imperfectly without the as- 
sistance of microbes, w hich act on the food of 
the tadpole, not in its intestine, but, as in the 
case oi the blow-fl}', Ijcfore the food is swal- 
lowed. Experiments have been published as to 
the rearing of young guinea-pigs with - com- 
plete exclusion of microbes, but the technical 
difficulty of effectually excluding microlies 
from entry to the young animal are far gi^eater 
than in the case of the chick, and the cxpcri- 
mciits are not satisfactory, ^\'hilst it ma}' be 
admitted that the young of vertebrate animals 
require the assistance of microi)es (either with- 
in or outside the body; in digesting their food, 
it is probable that if any animal of the higher 
classes can dispense whh the assistance of mi- 
crobes in "digesting the food' it will be an adult . 
anmiair since the proper • digestive juices are 
secreted more abundantly in an adult aiiim'al. 



plele knowledge of everj- kind of the immense 
numbers of microbes occurring in the digestive 
tract of such animals as man. is yet very far 
from our grasp. We do not yet know what -s 
the exact chemical result of each kind, and tiie 
total result of their action upon one another 
and on;,thej,ggn^^^^ of :lie 

animal in'^tlreTdigestive tract of which they oc- 
cur. It is the "large" intestine, or lower 
bowel, or colon, in which the greatest numh( r 
of microbes arc found, and, remarkably 
enough, it is the fact that digestion is not car- 
ried on (or only to the most insignificant de- 
gree) ia.thisr.part of the intestine'. In search- 
ing for' an!' aninial as nearly free as possible 
' from..infestinar,,microbes^ it was evideuti. Then, 
that such a" one was' most likely to 'lie fouiicl 
among those which have a very short colon, or 
none at all. There are such animals — they arc 
the bats; and in the large fruit-eating bat (. f 
the ivast Indies (known as Pteropus incdiusj 
Metschnikoff found the animal he wanted, our 
European bats, being inconvenient on account 
of their very small size. Accordingly, num- 
bers of these bats were obtained and kept in 
the Irtstitut Pasteur, and most ' minutely 
studied as to the microbes present in them, and 
as to the chemistry of their digestive and ex- 
cretory processes, by I'rofessor Metschnikoff 
and four of his very able assistants. Their re- 
port is just published, and is of great interest 
and importance. The "small" or narrow upper 
part of the intestine of the fruit-eating bat con- 
r taiiis practically., no microbes (one here and 
- there) jfiajid "the very sHoft, large intestine is 
very p66r/in them. Such microbes as are pres- 
ent 'are- (directly derived from the food (ban- 
anas) on which the bats have fed, and do nor 
indicate the establishment and multiplication 
of a microbian flora in the bat's intestine. 



Professor Metschnikoff has been searching 
for such an animal in order to arrive at a thor- 
ough knowledge c>t the jiart ])layed by nii- 
crolK-s in the alimentary canal. Jf he could 
find an animal in which microbes were not 
present — or, at any rate, not numerous — in the 
digestive tract, hej would, he argued, be able 
to arrive at a knowledge of the part plaved by 
microbes, whether • injurious or benelicial. in 
those animals where they abound. The c<un- 



, ". A number of interesting details were ascer- 
tained, in. this, inquiry, amongst others . the ef-, 
feet 'of a diet consisting exclusively of meat,- 

which led to the abundant multiplication ofl 
various microbes in the bat's intestine, and'"' 
killed it. When the liat was fed on bananas, 
not only were there very few bacteria oi any 
kind in the intestine, but the aromatic bodies 
known as Iiulo!, scalol, and phenols, were not 
excreted b}' the kidneys — rending to prove that 
these .substances., are .not prodtsced by the or- 
ganism df the antrrials (man and others) in. 
v.'hich they arc detected, but by the microbes., 
which inhabit their intestines. It was also' 
found that rabbits and guinea-pigs and a com- 



mon monkey fed on the same vegetable diet a.s 
the 1)at presented an enormous growth of mi- 
crobes in the intestines, whilst the bat was free 
from them. Professor ^Metschnikoff attributes 
this to the structure of the intestine of the bat, 
ill which the colon is practically wanting, and 
the , digested ..matters are accordingly no.ti^T,e-j- 
tained for a long time undergoing putrefac- 
tion, as they are in the other animals named. 
The question arises as to the real value and 
significance of this large lower part of the in- 
testine in which the food is detained and sub- 
jected to putrefaction by countless swarms of 
micrtjbes, with tlie consecpient production of 
poisons which are absorbed with more or less 
'injurious results. It is now well established 
. that the whole of this lower "large"sand capa- 
.ci.ous tract of the in£estine,ina)r'.be removed by 
the surgeon from a"j>atierit •with great benefit 
in cases where the poisonous results of con- 
stant microbial ])ulrefaclion have become dan- 
.gcrous to life. It is a very puzzling fact that 
such an inert addition to the actively digestiii.g 
part of the intestine should exist iirnearly ail 
the higher animals— and it is difficult tcstig- 
gest the possible utility wdiich has to its 
development and retention. 

It is evident that the full study of the part 
played by microbes in the intestine of animals, 
and especially of man, is a very extensive and 
elaborate matter, and that in order to control 
and regulate the' action. of the injurious kinds 
and their .antapfOiiists .much further inquiry is 
necessai-y, ' which'" is, however,'' iiow ' seriously 
undertaken, and will before long lead to valu,- 
ablc results. At present the study of the fruit- 
eating bat leads to this definite conclusion, 
namely, that the animal organism can dispense 
quite well with any assistance from microbes 
in the appropriation of nutriment, the diges- 
tion of such nutriment being sufficiently" as- 
sured by tlie digestive juices which are secret- 
ed by the animal itself. It is -important to em- 
phasize the fact that this has been proved in 
'the case of an adult mammal, in the normal 
conditions of life. The facts observed in quite 
young animals, such as chickens and tadpoles, 
whose nutrition is undeniably assisted by the 
presence and activity of microbes, are not real- 
ly in contradiction with, those established in 
the case of the adult fruit-eating bat, since it is 
readily understood that the digestive organs 
.of a very young animal ma}^ benefit by assist- 
"ancc from microbes, of wdiich an adult animal 
was abundant nigestive juices, has no need

school libraries containing reading matter of 
the simplest, or picture books, should be main- 
tained for younger children, who, when reach- 
iii,g the above age, would gradually become as- 
sociated with tlie public librar}'. 

A careful study of the Libraries' .Acts frf)m 
1850 to igoi inclusive reveals the fact that 
they were conceived. in a spirit. wholly incog- 
nisant of the immen'se educational possibilities 
of public libraries in relation to school "chil- 
dren and students. In the light of modern 
views as regards the importance of our youvig- 
er .generation, these Acts cuiu'cy the impres- 
sion of a groi)ing in the dark. The child of to- 
day, as we lately discovered, is the citizen of 
tomorrow. Nothing ^^r.:-' be neglected to en- 
sure his complete ])hysical fitness- and thorr 
oiigh intellectual etiuipnientTor; the tremen- 
dous international rivalries awaiting his .niost 
strenuous efforts. Reading ' facilities 'for' 
adults will take on the nature of rcla.xation and 
recreation suited to those whose training tor 
a career is finished. I'ut readiii.g facilities for 
children should esseiitiail}- tal<e (jn the nature 
of a continuance of their education after scluxd 
i.s done with — a stimulus to energy, and a fur- 
ther preparation for the chosen tasks of life. 
From an educational point of view this young- 
er section of the reading public is actually the 
more important, and merits commensurate 
'treatment. 

Much has been done for children in the pro- 
vision nf appropriate literature, catalogues, and 
allied coiu-enienccs. 

Thi.s is handsomely to the credit of those 
who adniinister the Puldic Librarv Service, 
seeing that children have m> sjiecial mention 
hi the aforesaid Acts. ISut before any ade- 
quate advance can be made, our people must 
have been educated into the conviction that 
public libraries, a.'-, regards the child, are "dc 
facto" nolliin.L; less than great i)ublic continu- 
ation schools. One may dare to liojie ff)r a 
day when the Libraries'' Acts and the Ivluca- 
tioii .Acts will form one anudgamated -whole. 

In indian.-ipolis and llv little railway town 
of Malloon, Illinois, ilicre are free re;uli'n.g and 
/lending libraries for children, fitted up with 
low tables and chairs, graduated to their 
height. Eyery.chjld who can read a book, ami 
want's one, is at liberty either to read there or 
take his book home. The librarians (all wo- 
men) attend on the children, who sit at their 
tables perfectly t|uiet, reading or looking at 
pictures, and do not tear or deslrov any of 
these. Ill fact, in the United vStates, there is 
generally a great res])ect for public .proix-rty 
on the part of children. They also show the 
same respect for the unfenced lawns and gar- 
dens which arc private property.

"After experience liad taught me that all tlie 
usual; iSurrpiindings of social life are vain and; 
futile,— seeing that none of the objects of my 
fears contained in themselves anythnig either 
good or bad, except ni so far as tlic muid is af- 
fected by them — I fmally resolved to mquire 
whether there might be some real good having 
power to communicate itself, which would, af- 
fect the mind singly to the exclusion of all else ; 
Avhether in fact there might be anything of 
which the discovery and attainment would en- 
able me to enjoy continuous, supreme aiid un- 
ending happiness. ... I therefore de- 
bated whether it would not be possible to ar- 
rive at the new principle, or at any rate at a 
certainty conceniiiig its existence, without 
changing the conduct and usual plan of my life ; 
w'ith this'.endiin;,^^^^^^ made many e'ffprfsi^;:but 
which' are esfeelncd by men (as their actions 
whic hare esteemed by men (as their actions 
testify) to be the higiiest good, may be classed 
under the three heads — Riches, Fate and the 
.Pleasures of Sense: with these three the mind 
if. so absorbed that it has little power to reiicct 
on anything else. . . . Further reflection 
convinced me that if 1 could really get at the 
root of the matter, I should be leaving certain 
evils for certain good. I thus perceived tlirtt 1 
was in a state of great peril, and T compelled 
myself to seek with all my strength for a rem- 
edy, however uncertain it might be ; as a sick 
man struggling with a deadly disease, when he 
see? that death will surely be upon him unless 
a remedy is found, is compelled to seek such a 
remedy with all his strength, in-as-much as his 
whole hope lies therein. . All these 

evils seem to have arisen from the fact that 
happiness or unhappiness is made:-.\'^nolly to 
depend on the quality of the object' we love. 
When a thing is not loved, no quarrels Avill 
arise concerning it, no sadness will be fc)t if it 
jierishes, no envy if it is possessed by another, 
no fear, no hatred; — in short, no disturbances of 
the mind. All these arise from the love of 
what is perishable, such as the objects already 
mentioned. But love towards a thing eteriial 
and infinite feeds the mind wholly with joy, and 
is itself unmingled with any sadness: where- 
fore it is greatly to be desired and sought for 
with all our strength. . . . 

"We must seek the assistance of moral phil- 
osophy and the thcor}' of education; further, 
as health is no insignificant means of attaining 
put: - end, : j\y.e;y must also : include the Avhole , 
sdence 6^ medicine ; and as many different' 
things are by contrivance rendered easy, and 
we can this way gain much time and conveni- 
ence, the science of mechanics must in no way 
be despised. But before all things, a means 
nnist be devised for improving the understand- 
ing and purifying it, as far as ma)'- be, at the 
outset, so that it may aipprehend things with- 
out error, and in the best possible^^ayiv;-'^^ 

"We must seek the assistance of ' ihoral 
. . .1. wish to direct the sciences to 
one end and aim, so that, we may atrain to tlie 
supreme human perfection which we liavc 
named ; and therefore in the sciences whatso- 
ever does not serve to promote one object will 
have to be rejected as useless. To sum up the 
matter in one word, all our actions and 
thoughts must beidirectedvtp orie 'e -Yet as

'"In truth, as there is no common standard 
of volition and motion, so there is no compari- 
son possible between the powers of the mind 
and the power or strength of the loody; con- 
sequently the strength of one cannnt in any- 
wise be determined by the strength of the 
other.

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OPERA MORE EXACTING THAN CON- 
CERT 

Intelligence, mu.sicianship, dogged perse- 
verance, mentality, robust physical health, tm- 
huunded ambition and enthusiasm — these are 
a few prerequisites for the girl who would un- 
dertake an operatic career, insists Jane Os- 
born'^Iiannah, the successful young Amencan 
prhna^clpntm of the Metropolitan 'Opera House. 
Most-'of' thVse and a' number of other qualifi- 
cations, she declares, speaking with the att-^; 
thority of one who has also , done honorable' 
service in this field, arc essential to /die wel- 
fare of the one who aspires 'to eminence on the 
concert platform. 

''Of the two careers, however, that of the 
opera singer is the moce exacting," said Mme. 
Usborn-Ilannah to an interviewer from j\[usi- 
cal America. "Girls do not seem to realize the 
difficiiltics of operatic work, and the conse- 
qiierice is that very few attain the heights 
which 'they have set out to scale. Few have 
ambition and perseverance enough to override 
the tremendous obstacles which they are 
bound to meet. They become discouraged. 

".•\nd even if they do jiersist with success," 
continued the prima donna, "they arc forced to 
undergo many unpleasant tribulations. It is

not true that the greatest in the profession are 
exempt; they have merely become used to it. 
.\s tliey say in Germany, the operatic artist 
must have a 'bear skin,' meaning that .she must 
be hardy enough to be subjectecl to all manner 
of hardships and discouragements without 
complaining of the pain they cause her. 

"The requirements in grand opera today 
arc very great, tremendously trying, exhaust- 
ing. There must be vocal ability ; there must 
be dramatic ability. There must be physical 
health sufficiently rugged to combat the strain 
of interpreting a character .both vocally , and 
■ histrionically for the sp!ac<5;,pfr. three or four 
hours. In these days thefe'-constantly arises 
the necessity of studying new parts and en- 
larging the repertoire. The interpretation of 
the complex characters found in the modern 
r'i)eras demands the keenest intellect. The 
proper delivery of the music exacts a far .great- 
er knowledge pf - the arfopf^ 
ability to jread" notes. ^ ^>i^-''^^^ , c '^''--.' 

"Is it not true that the presence of such dis- 
tracting' featiit-cs as the orchestra, the chorus, 
the other sin.gcrs and the pictorial effects of 
opera cause the audience to overlook in some 
particular artist faults that would always be 
apparent in concert work ?" ■ Mliiel--' Osbbfn-v 
Hannah was asked. 

"Undoubledh','' she answered. ''.-Vnd for 
this reason even more thorough musicianship 
and more refinement of vocal . technique arc 
required by the concert singer than by the op- 
erajAc onev . ".'l>ha,t is, to,- my mind, the . reason 
Mme. Sembrich's supremScy is a lieder 'singer,* 
Her vast knowled.ge embraces the piano, the 
violin, theory, couiposition and al) those 
things which I insist that a girl should possess 
to be unqualifiedly successful: iii a musical 
career. 

"Of course, the absence of sustained effort 
in the singing of short songs renders the con- 
cert platform accessible./, , to those of small 
voices and to others" ■who . arc not sufficiently, 
.strong- -to undergo the fatigue of an operatic 
*rol6:' "Neither does temperament play so im- 
]iortant a part in concert as it does in opera. 

"The transition from the one sphere of 
activity to the other is seldom accomplished 
with results entirely successful, for the very 
reasons that I have just given. But even if 
the voice is good the ability to act is usually 
absent. Still, I should always advise a thor- 
ough course in concert work for the , operatic 
aspirant.' It is an invaltiable aid to purity and 
refinement of style. Inasmuch as no concert 
hail possesses the dimensions of an opera 
house, there is the need for vocal restraint 
w''--:li many singers accustomed to large audi- 
to.;ums are likely to overlook, ;ni.l sometimes 
to slight altogether. I myself began my career 
as a .concert perfornier, and it was only my 
great,, enthusiasm for the operatic stage that 
'tooic^'me' awaiyr'-' did decide up- 

on this course I went to Germany for further 
study, and made my first operatic appearance 
over there." , 



"Are^tliW!!^ that 
country gfeate^^^^ here?", 

"Yes and nO: In the first place, during the 
last five years Germany lias begun to demand 
far more from a purely vocal standpoint than 
it used to. Before that the person who was a 
skilful actor and a good declaimer of the text 
was regarded as all sufficient. The singing as 
such counted for comparatively little. At pres- 
ent matters are different and considerable 
stress is laid upon, beauty of ^tone, though, of 
course, . nc)W,b3r,vany^mea^^ as is the 

case here.' ' Gni^^he'^othcr'h'iat^^^^ singer does 
not, I can assure you, enjoy as much rest as 
he docs in vVmerica. In the first place, their 
music season is just t-\vice as long as it is over 
here. Each singer is ex])ccted to appear at 
least twice a week, and as they produce many 
operas of which \ve never even hear, the 
amount, of constant study and rehearsing is 
very great. Neyerthele?s, a German engage- 
ment gives wonderfully- valuable and variable 
experience." 

■': . "How long a period of study do you think 
necessary before undertaking a debut?" 

"That depends, of course, upon the intelli- 
gence of the pupil. No matter how great the 
intelligence^Jioyvevcr, study should be kept up 
contiriti6tt'i"ly'throughout the period of the per- 
former's artistic life. There is always more 
to learn, and ho, education, wdiethcr musical or 
otherwise, is ever com])lete. It is a good many 
years now since I first st_arted to take lessons 
in the various branches of music, and even

MUSICAL NOTES 

The recent production of Elektra in New 
York city had a decidedly sensational effect 
upon all concerned. The audience was spell- 
bound and horrified, and when Mme. Mazarin 
appeared before the curtain in response to 
freiizied« applause bowed, smiled sweetly 
antk'faijitecj^ or other, 

'such a haippening did not provoke much sur- 
pri.ic- Her part calls for such mental, physical 
ancJ -vocal effort that it is- small wonder her 
constitution could not stand the strain. Those 
who have read the plot of this gruesome opera 
can readily understand v,-liat a nervous tension 
the principar actors must constantly be under. 
"Elektra," sayis Musical America's critic, "is 
the marriage of beauty and horror. . . . 
If there is anything lacking to make it more of 
a sensation than it is, it would be difficult fo 
say what it could be. The largest operatic or- 
chestra yet requisitioned by a composer, the 
most soul and sense-shattering- music, the most 
horrible. and wildest passions, vengeance even 
to murder — these were the attractions and 
sensations which society and devotees of music 
were out in full force to hear and experience." 

i\Inie. Dclna, who recently arrived in Am- 
erica from Paris, where she has made host of 
friends and won many laurels by her charming 
voice, expresses herself that fat women make 
much better singers than thin ones. She also 
says that to sing Wagner is to ruin the voice. 
Caruso persuaded her to come to America, 
where no doubt she will renew her triumphs.

He has struck a note- so 
unique, so difficult to identify, both in his 
music and from the fact that he. has played 
only his own^music, that there is considerable 
likelihood of his not being recognized as the 
great musician which he really is. Possibly his 
])crsonal appearance on the concert jjlatform 
has militated to .some extent against his repu- 
tation. He is absolutely devoid of tricks of 
any kind, and the public dearly loves tricks.. 
He is tall and dignified, and so solemn that the 
■^melancholy Dane appears like a;yp^ialj4conic- 
^'<\va^ hy comparison. He Ms, nevertheless, a 
commanding figure, Ix th as a composer and a 
pianist. His compositions arc impressive and 
scholarly, He chooses themes which arc im- 
posing in themselves, and develops them with 
the art and skill of a great musician. The 
same, -directness and freedoiti. from tricks ap- 
pears- in his playing as iri'his compositions. He 
. .yhasVan astounding technic, but a highly deccp- 
'■''tiV'e'bne. His playing is so full of repose and 
apparent ease that his audiences forget en- 
tirely the mechanics of his performance and 
listen only to \vhat he is saying to them. This 
is the highest type of art in piano playing. 
Rachmaninoff's , first appearance in Chicago 
was,'3vith..the Theodore Thomas Orchestra, 
. On rthisT. o'ccasion , he appeared in ,a threefold 
; .capacity, as composer, as conductor Of his o-vvn 
's3>-lTiphony, and as soloist in his own' piano ccin- 
certo. Since then he has given one piano re- 
cital of his own con-ipositions. It only remains 
for him to be heard as interpreter of his own 
songs.. J 

Leschetizky, one, if hot ' the greatcst,_ of 
modern piano teachers, gives the following- 
rule for the position of the hand Avhilc play- 
ing: "The forearm is held unsupported in the 
air, and the hand gently lifted until the 
knuckles reach a level slightly higher than 
that of the wrist. The wrist must be perfect- 
ly free, so free in fact, that the consciousness of 
its existence is quite obliterated." 

Pavola, the Russian court dancer, wdio is 
soon to come to Ainerica, .isi-described as one 
of the greatest artists in- her particular line 
that the world has ever seen. She easily ex- 
cels all of her contemporaries, and has studied 
the art since she was six years old, being ncw 
in the early twenties. She will stay in Am- 
erica for one month and give fifteen perform- 
ances, for which she will be paid fifteen 
thousand dollars. The .American newspapers 
t,ake great delight in reporting that it was only 
by dint of nnich persuasion that the Tsar 
agreed to allow her to leave the court for even 
so short a time.. Just what sort of persuasion 
was used we are not-told.

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

Edward II. was the first Prince of AVales. 
l ie was given that title by his father. The fact 
that he was born in Carnarvon did not give 
him any right to it. IMic title of Prince of 
AVales is purely honorary. It docs not descend 
to the eldest son of the. sovereign, but is con- 
ferred upon him generally in infancy. The 
present Prince was, as is general!)- known, not 
the recipient of it i,uiti! c^omc time after his 
father ascenflcd the throne. The title was 
created with the expectation that it would lead 
the Welsh to be satisfied under English, rule. 
BUlward If. was vain, showy and lacking in 
resolution. At the same time he was uot with- 
()«t ability. What influenced his career more 
tiian anything else and had an exceedingly im- 
liortar.t influence upon the;; dcveloprnent' of 
English institutions, Avas his infatuation for 
Piers Gavcston, a native of Guiennc, who had 
b;ccn his boyhood friend. 

; •' Up'to the close of the reign of Edward I. 
the sovereigns of England had been personal 
rulers. Tt is true that during the times when 
llicy were engaged in the pr(jsccution of Avars 
on the Continent, the administration of the 
kingdom was in the hands of Justiciars, but 
these were simply the, personal representatives 
of the king, and although occasionally strong 
men in that office were able to hold the sove- 
reign in check, there was nothing which re- 
sembled even remotely ministerial responsi- 
bility to Parliament. Of Parliament itself it 
is to be remembered that during the reign of 
Edward I. it assumed its full representative 
character. The old Saxon institution of Wit- 
lenageinot, upon which the idea of a Parlia- 
ment: |is ibased; : w^^ ■ of ' the people 
fa^tHer ''tliain" of repfescntatlWs of tlie people. 
. VVhen Simon de Afontfort was instrumental in 
restoring the parliamentary idea, the various 
elements of A\'hich it was composed sat separ- 
ateh'. each attending to such matters as con- 
cerned itself: tiie burgesses, for example, gave 
no consideration to matters other than tiiose 
affecting the taxation of themselves, and de- 
clined to take any responsibility for the gener- 
al policy of the kingdom. The parliaments of 
Edward i. were truly representative, and the 
clergy, barons, .-^arls, knights and burgesses 
seem to have met together upon equal terms, 
and to have participated, theoretically at least, 
in the discussion of all questions. One thing 
had been very firml}- established, namely, that 
the Crown was absolutely dependent upon 
Par] lament for nioney,; and ^witli^^this Avas^^^ a^^ 
sociated the principle that the ^redress of griev- 
ances should precede the granting of Supply. 

The first administrative Act of the reign of 
Edward II. was to recall Piers Gavcston from 
France, to which country he had been ban- 
ished b\- Edward I., create him Earl of Corn- 
wall, and make him virtually the head of the 
nation. When the King went to France to be 
married, he;,-made:Gaveston regent of the king- 
dom. Gavestori' does not ajjpear to have ijcen 
personally a bad man. He was a fine soldier, 
gaj', high-spirited and keen-witted. But he was 
ambitious and determined to have as full con- 
trol of the government as he could persuade 
the King to let him assume. This was more 
than the barons would submit to. which 
brought England to the verge of anarchy, and 
Icd to.the humiliating defeat at lianiiockburn. 
Avhcn Scotland achieved her independence of 
the suzerainty, which Edward I. had estab- 
lished. At the head of the barons Ava's Thomas, 
Earl of Lancaster, grandson of Henry III. and 
the King's cou.sin. .Me was a much Avcalthier 
man than the King, and with more strength of 
character. At his instance Gaveston was ban- 
ished and, when he returned at the request of 
the Iving, was taken prisoner and beheaded; 
but more important still was his withdrawal 
irorn. the King's Covmcil,iand his advocacy of 
the adoption by Parliahiehf of a plan, whereby 
the affairs of the realm Averc placed for a vear 
in the. 'hands of twenty-one Ordainers. This 
wa.s in 1310. In 1311 the Ordainers submitted 
certain ordinances to Parliament, Avliich were 
adopted. Some of these were personal in their 
nature, and need not be mentioned; others 
were epoch-making. Among them Avcrc: A 
declaration that Parliament should'-be' called 
together at least once a year; that the King'.i 
servants should be directly responsible to Par- 
liament and be' brought to justice before that 
body: that tiie great officers of state were to 
he appointed only with the consent of the bar- 
onage, and Averc to be sworn in Parliament; 
that the consent of the barons should be ne- 
cessary before the King could declare Avar or 
absent himselfofro.m^the country. It is very 
clear that bj' these' Ordinances the barons 
aimed at controlling the sovereign. Thc.:King 
gave reluctant assent to them, but aftcrAvards' 
AvithdrcAv it, and the rcmaindcr of his reign, in- 
cluding his disastnuis campaigns against Scot- 
hiiiu and iiis final deposition, AA'erc: due to his 
struggles to obtain: freedom from ijarliameri^^^ 
tary control. < • "^^ • ^ -■ ' 

In.thc Ordihaiices 'we find the basis of the 
modern system "of Responsible Government. 
Parliament had already, asaertied., the right to 
define Avhat taxes should be iiTiposed, and by 
the Ordinances it declared that the claim of 
the King to impose duties on imports Avas il- 
legal and that it rested in the representative 
as.sembly alone, h had asserted that redress 
of grievances must precede the granting of 
supplies, and now;.'it:took the further step of 
declaring that /thg? King could no longer ap- 
point the. exeicutiyc^^^^^ of thq state Avith- 
out its as^iiri^saitid'^t^ must be answer- 

ablc^ojjij^^ the six ccn- 

turies¥jtHat"!b.ave elapsed since the Ordinances 
Avcre framed, the principle upon Avhich they 
were based has not been abandoned. That 
principle Avas that the slate Avas superior to the 
King. Later it distinctly declared this by sol- 
cniti enactment, and still biyter it showed that 
its words Avcrc not mere idlq forni, for the King 



himself Avas formally , deprived -of his high of- 
fice by parliamentary*^ decree. ' ■ 

While the parliaments in the time of Ed- 
Avard IT. Avcre established on the same general 
]irincii)lc as that Avhich is noAV sitting at West- 
minster, it ought to be remembered by all who 
take an interest in the development of our in- 
stitutions, that the efforts of the baronage 
Avere directed chief!}' to the acquisition of 
poAver by theniselA'es, What saved England 
from the establishment of a system of govern- 
ment similar to that Avhich obtained on the 
Gohtinent, Avhere th.ere Avere only tAVO estates, 
the sovereign and the nobility, was the shrewd 
policy of Edward I. in creating a great body 
of knights. Me hoped in that AvaA- to offset the 
pcnver of the barons. The latter thought they 
saw in the "lesser barons." as the knights were 
callefl,; a chance of increasing their OAvn iii- 
fluehcc: but during the reign of Edward H. 
events forced the knights into sympathy Avith 
ihe burgesses, and during that reign they 
classed tliemselvcs Avith the latter and became 
Icnown as The Connnnns. This distinction lias 
never Ijccn lost. Thus we find that the .power 
of tlic King was checked by that of the barons, 
and the pOAver of the barons Avas ineffective 
alone, because it did not carry Avidi it the right 
of taxation, Avhich Avas vested in the Commons; 
noAv grown ])Owerful because it consisted not 
only of the representatives of the merchant 
class, but of the kniglithooct, or, m oi«ier Avords, 
of the Avholc landed gentry of the , kingdom. 
Avho Avcre not members of the nobility.

L'r, of the Chaldees, the city Avhicli Avas tlic 
birthplace of Abraham, according to Jewish 
tradition, and also as is inferrable from the 
F)Ook of Genesis, was (,>ne of the three most an- 
cient cities in llu: world of wdiich we luu'e any 
account. Ur was at one time a seaport on the 
Gulf of Persia, but the silt carried doAvn by the 
Euphrates and Tigris fillcd'up the valleyj'aiVd 
in course of time has left, the ;sit^ of the city 
abotit 120 miles inland. -Caiqulations based 
upon the rate of the deposit indicate that L'r 
Avas a flourishing place at least 9,000 years 
ago. It was built by a race. Avho have come 
doAvn into hislor}' as the Chaldeans. Attempts 
haA^e been made to trace these people AvitU the 
result that the conclus'on has / been • reached; 
that the}- originated in Arabia 'aiid ': were o'lie 
of the three great branches of an Arabic 
nationality, one of Avhich occupied Egypt, an- 
other Palestine, and the third the vaileys of 
the rivers abo\-e named, where they founded 
the state afterwards known as IJabylonia. 
Abraham may therefore ha\'e been a Chaldean ; 
on the other hand, he may have been one of the 
race of mountaineers, aa'Iio came from the 
Northeast and conquered Chaldea, making Ur 
their capital.;. ..l^hese people Avere knoAvn as 
Accads, 'and" it is'intcresting to note in pass- 
ing that many of the fairy tales and stories of 
giants, which delight children, are of Accadian 
origin. 'J'hey seem to have been seized Avith a 
"Western fcA-er" some one hundred ce>iL..riv;s 
or so ago, and, if Ave ma}- believe the Anglo- 
Israelites, they have not rccoVeredJffqm^itvyet. 
One thing is certain, namely,rthat^l}g/bre-the 
time of Abraham they had made Ur supreme 
among all the cities of the land, its name signi- 
fying "the city." It ruled over Nippur and 
all the other centres of population in Mesopo- 
tamia and the country thereabouts, probabl}- 
extending its dominion along both shores of 
the Persian Gulf. 

-,;,jrhierp/,is^cqnsid^ evidence concerning 
AbraHaramqt;,cp^^ in the Book of Genesis. 

Some of; it is pre^^^ in the Talmud; the Mo- 
hammedans h'oive many legends regarding liim, 
and the A'arious fcAvish historians give dif- 
ferent accounts of his career. There seems to 
be no dispute as to his having left Ur Avith 
his father. Xo reason for this is given in any 
of the legends, and pcjssibly it Avas notiiing 
more than an ordinary incident such as takes 
place every day, Avhere a man sets out Avith his 
family to make a ncAv home.: .There,- is :r ho, 
reason to suppose that ■'Teralv Abrahii:m''s 
father, Avas a nomad, accustomed to live in 
tents. Indeed, a Talmudic tradition says his 
business was that of making idols, and it tells 
how Abraham, who Avas a AV(H-sliipi)er of the 
true God, destroyed on one (jccasion his 
father's stock'-in-trade. Tiierc seems tcj be 
reason for believing that later Abraham be- 
came a man of very considerable influence. 
Josephus relates that he became Khig of Da- 
mascus. U is saitl in some of the traditions 
that he was driven out of Chaldea because of 
his jNJonotheisni. Another says that he left 
Avith an army because of defeat in an insurrec- 
tion. Avhicli he headed. Upon this point Gene- 
sis casts no light. There seems to be no doubt 
that he vvas forced b}- famine to take refuge in 
Egypt, where he became very rich. Returnhig 
to Canaan, he remained there under A'arying 
vicissitudes until his death. He -left several 
children. Prom one of them, Ishmael, the 
.Arabs claim descent. The Jews claim to be 
the desceuflants of Isaac. He had six sons by 
Kcturah. his second 'Avifc, but Ave know \'ery 
little of their descendants. The history of the 
Jews concerns itself Avith the famil}- which 
sprang from Isaac's .son Jacob. Isaac does not 
seem to have been a very strong ])ersonality, 
and to have been veiy much intder the control 
of his Avife and their younger son. Nor docs 
Jacob appear to have been of a A'cry manly 
character; but it is immaterial to consider him 
at any length, for the real history' of the Jews 
begins at the time of the exodus from Egypt, 
to Avhich country Jacob and his family hail 
been draAvn, in part b}- famine and in part by 
the persuasions of Joseph, who, though sold 
into slavery, had risen to the post of First Min- 
ister of Pharoah. The stay of the Jews in 
Israel Avas prolonged until there arose 



among thein a leader, Aviio led them out of 
their bondagCj and by the genius of his states- 
manship converted, a. race^^^ ii na- 
tion of warriors; ^^f|-''^f^^'^^^^':'^^^^ 

T!'.'! birth of Moses is assigned to 1738 B.C., 
or more than a thousand years before the rc- 
l)uted founding- of Rome, and abotit six hun- 
dred years before the Siege of Troy. He, 
therefore, long andedatcs all the Greek and 
Roman heroes. He stands out as a ,cl,ear;7Cflt 
figure agauist the almost impenetrable-'^his- 
tory -of',the;fpa'stv;i'!Pe|\v 

at Heltopblis' in' E^yptv- >' Ev^ familiar 
Avith the story of his bringing up in a general 
Avay, and knoAvs that he was said to have been 
skilled in all the learning of the Egyptians, 
Avhich undoubtedly meant a very great deal; 
for the people of that country Avere then at the 
very suinniit of their civilization, and /'.th^ 
ruined cities of that epoch shoAv that; civiliza- 
tion to have been very high in many respects. 
AAHiile Ave are not told so in as many AVords, 
Ave may assume that until his fortieth year 
Moses accefited and practiced the religious 
rites of the iieojjle among whom he lived, in 
Avhich, tlujugh obscured by nuich that was fan- 
tastic, there was the germ of Monotheism. It 
Avas only after he had been compelled to leave 
Egypt to aA'oid the consequences of his hast}' 
temper, that he became a Ayqrshijpper pf .Gpd in 
the sense in Avhich the Deity is' u'ndei*stddd 'to- 
day. The story of the burning bush need not 
be literally true, the important fact being that 
.Moses returned to Egypt resolved, through 
faith in Jehovah, to rescue his people from 
bondage. According to JcAvish tradition, he 
. Avas at this time betAveen seventy and eighty 
A'cars of age. The Exodus took place about 
1698 B.C. There arc various estimates of the 
length of time during Avhich the Jcavs AA'cre in 
iCgvpt. Thc^yshpr^est estimate is about 200 
years; the Id'ifigcsT' 1400. According to tlie 
I'.ible, 70 persons went into I'"gypt. and the 
host which Moses letl out numbercil 400,000 
fighting men, Avhich implies a tola! number of 
pcpple bctAvcen 2,000.000 and 3.000,000. There 
■ is ho other known instances of such an increase 
in numbers in tA\-o centuries. The normal in- 
crease of population in modern times is about 
3 per cent a year. At this rate 70 people Avould 
increase in 200 years to about 40,000: so that 
Ave must either suppose the stay in Egypt to 
have been longer tlian tAvo centuries or else 
that there were others in the host in addition to 
'. .those descended from Jacob. Cut be this as it 
may, it may be accepted as certain that about 
thirty-five centuries ago ]\fo.ses led out of 
l^&ypt a great host, Avhidi later became a great 
nation. , -t/it-' - < ' •

PRE-COLUMBIAN AMERICA 

During' recent years. a systematic effort has 
ben made to discover the origin of Aztec ciA-- 
ilization in Mexico and that of I'cru, but Avith- 
out any great degree of success, and certainly 
Avith nothing at all approaching finality. At 
one time it A-vas generally believed the Peru- 
vian ciA'ilization Avas introduced from China, 
but there seems to be no valid reason for ac- 
cepting this explanation. In regard to the 
Aztecs, it Avas claimed at one time that they 
• received their impetus to progress from Eu- 
rope by Avay of the fabled island of .Atlantis; 
btit to this the conclusive answer seems to be 
that the reputed distrnction of Atlantis took 
place, if it occurred at all, fully ten thousand 
years ago, Avhereas there is great doubt if Az- 
tec civilization dates.from an farlier period 
than A.D. 500. In like manner -we are Avithout 
any means of ascertaining anything definite 
about the Pueblo Indians and their'ancestors 
or predecessors, for no one knows Avhich the}' 
Averc, Avho constructed the great irrigation 
works in the Southwestern part of the United 
States. The I'ueblos. in common Avith nearly 
ail the Indians, say that they originally came 
from the North, .At the present state of' the in- 
quiry, the only conclusion, Avhich seems justi- 
fied, is that the pre-Columbian civilization of 
America Avas indigenous to the continent and 
derived none of its featui-cs either from Europe 
or Asia. 

At one time it Avas thought possible to iden- 
lify the Mandan Indians of North Dakota Avith 
the people of Wales. The IMandans are a small 
tribe, and never have been very luunerous. 
They j)resent characteristics different from 
those of surrounding.; tribes..>.,^hey are farmers, 
not hunters. There is sbirfe'evideiicc to the ef- 
fect that they lived at one time on the Eastern, 
coast of the continent. There are also AVelsh 
traditions, Avhich may be explained on the sup- 
])osition that a ]Kirty from Wales settleil in 
America a long lime ago; but the whole sub- 
ject is one that must be called speculative. 

The Indians of pre-Columbian times, had 
attained considerable political development. 
The great Irocjuois confederacy existed for a 
very long time, and played a part of much im- 
portance in coniiection with the occupation of 
- North America by Europeans. This confeder- 
acy Avas in the nature of- an alliance. It con- 
tinues to this day and is probably the most an- 
cient alliance knou'u. The Aztec confederacy 
Avas in the nature of an empire, being governed 
from ]\Iexico. The Incas of Peru were veritable 
emperors, exercising unquestioned supremacy 
over the greater. part of the Southern .American 
Avcsterh littoral and the Andes. The Mayan 
confederacy preceded.: that of the Aztecs, and 
seems to have been oveirthroAvn by it. On all 
these questions Ave are groping very much in 
the dark, and there seems to be no rea.son for 
expecting nuich additional light upon them. 

A corres|)ondent has been good enough to 
send us a letter on the discoveries made by 
Europeans in America prcA'ious to the A'oyage 
of Columbus; but avc do not print his letter 
for tAvo reasons. One of them is thatjAAfe haA'C 
already dealt Avith that subject in considerable 
length on this pkge; another is that the occas- 



ional .visits of Norsemen to the Atlantic coast 
of the continent played no pari, as far as any 
one can tell, in determining the character and 
progress of the people, Avho occupied the New 
AVorld before the white race made permanent 
settlements upon it.

lumbian America, it may be said: , ,■

Their civilization • AA'as their OAvn and not 
borrowed cither from Europe or Asia. ; 

There seems to have been an eyent. AA'hich 
happened a long time ago, that arrested prog- 
ressuver a large pari of Is'orth America. 

The Indians were, as a rule, gentle in dispo- 
sition, and the ferocity Avith which they have 
been charged AvaS only the natural spirit of re- 
sistance to nicrciless, invaders. 
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■William Makepeace Thackeray, 

To Avritc of Thackeray is to call Dickens 
to mind as avcII, though the Iavo as authors 
are so totally dissimilar. There have been in- 
numerable articles cominiriiig the Avriters and 
each one has a multitude of folloAvers Avhilc 
a greater nuiltitudc admires one as much as 
the other. The Avorks of the tAvo authors arc 
as different as-the,liy.cs. they led, and probably 
for that very reasrih! There Avas ncA'cr so 
great human sympathy expressed by a man 
in his Avorks as that Avhich is displayed by 
Dickens through the medium of his novels. 
And Dickens suffered as very few have suf- 
fered Avhile he Avas A'ery young; he kncAV the 
trials and sorroAvs and deprivations of poverty 
and something of the stigma of shame, for his 
father was confined .for some months' in a 
debtor's prison,- and -his little son, the future 
autho/ AA'aitcd upon him daily. Thackeray's 
character Avas never jnit to the test in quite 
the same Avay, though no doubt had he been 
so tried he Avould have displayed an equal 
courage. Nothing broadens and SAveetens the 
human understanding so much as a fellow- 
feeling Avilh those in distress, and this fellow- 
feeling Ayas; generated in Dickens to a remark- 
able degree.' Thackeray's sympathy was 
never-failing, and his views of life broader 
than most people's ; he had the scholar's mind, 
and Avas keenly analytical ; but his delineation 
of character was the result of study, not the 
enforced result of experience and contact. 
Then, incongruous as it may seem, there is no 
class of people more apnreciativc of genuine 
humour ,than;i;tliej?pqprj^^^^ of people 

more prorit^'tb iSughter or to make merry over 
Avhat might be considered totally Avithout its 
humerous side by niore fortunately placed 
people, than those Avho have knoAvn no luxury 
Avhalevcr and have often been obliged to go 
without the necessities. .After all, there is no 
incongruity about it, for if avc stop to think 
Ave shall realize that Ave can find in life God's 
gracious balance always. .Vnd it Avas not in 
poverty's school that IDickcns learned to laugh, 
and to make others laugh, and, surely no one 
has succeeded in this respect any better than 
has he.. Thackeray's sense of humour Avas very 
apparent, also, but it had its ironcal, its sar- 
castic side, and Thackeray's dignity Avas tre- 
mendoiis. Dickens could rise to dignified 
heights when he chose to do so, but Thacker- 
ay's i)lace seemed t<j be always there. In style 
the two men are not comparable. Each A\'as 
perfect in his oavii Avay. Dickens' Avork Avas 
far more voluminous, and he Avrotc as easily as 
he breathed ; to compose seemed second nature 
to him. On the other hand, composition Avas 
idways a difficult matter with Thackeray. He 
])referred draAving and illustrating to anything 
else, and though he contributed manv articles, 
sketches and essays to current periodicals 
Avhile he Avas in his youth, it Avas not until he 

-was past thirty-five that he produced any nov- 
els. There is^ room in English literature for 
Dickens and Thackeray both to have a place, a 
very high jjlace iiuleed, and it is for the individ- 
ual to decide to Avhich shall be accorded the 
loftiest pedestal in the hall of fame. The Avhole 
linglisli-speaking world, nay more, the Avholc 
civilized Avorld has been the better because 
these two men lived and Avorkcd and gave 
bountcousl}' of their best. 

Thackeray was born in Calcutta, India, in 

,.i8ll;;;and .at the tender age of five years, his 
father having died, he Avas sent home to Eng- 
land to school. The school was the Charter- 
house School made fainous in the "Ncav- 
combes," and he remained- there until 1828, He 
sjient two years at Cambridge, and then left the 
University to travel, visiting all the European 
centres of population, studying tfefe manners 
and customs of the different peoples, moving iit 
the most cultured society Avhetiever he so de- 
sired, and making hosts of friends, among 
Avhom wa5;,theyGen^ Goethe Avhom he 

met at AVeimar.^ 

• When .Thackeray came of age he inherited a 
small legacy, butspeedily losing it, he took up 
the study of law. The task proved AvhoUy un- 
congenial to him, and folloNving his inclinations 
he entered the field of journaliom as a con- 
tributor to Eraser's j\Iagazhie.'"'X^|little later 
still he tried his. hand at illustrating,, but did 



not meet Avith unqualified success. . Dickciis 
being among those Avho refused to allow him 
to iliustrate lheir stories, for which act he Avas 
certainly justified, as Thackeray's drawings 
Averc Avithout beauty and almost all in the 
nature of caricatures. 

He joined the staff of Punch as soon as that 
publication ajjpcared and for a long time Avas 
one of its chief contributors; "V'^anity Fair" 
Avas given to the public in 1847, and iminediate- 
ly brought its author prominence, and it soon 
became the fashion for cveryjpnCj.t<3.,5^^^ 
ever Thackeray Avrote. He'iriad^twc^^^H 
y\mcrica, Avherc he Avas' immensely popular, 
being in this respect quite different to his con- 
temporary Dickens. He contested a seat in 
parliament for Oxford in 1857, but Avas de- ; 
feated. Tt Avas during the Avriting of his book 
"Denis Duval" that he died on Christmas Eye, 
1863, passing quietly aAvay in his sleep. 

C)f all his books, and there arc not many, 
"A'anily Fair" and "Ilenry Esmond" are pi-ob- 
abl}' tlii: best. 

"Henry Esmond" is a romance of the time of: 
C}ueen Anne, and its hero tells the tale him- 
self. He is the victim of unfortunate circum- 
stances Avhich place him, the true heir of the 
>^Gastle.Ayppd;i.estatc, in the position ,pPa,depend- 
'eii't in tlie home of his secohd'ciausinV the titular 
viscount. He is treated Avith CA'ery affection 
and consideration, but is believed b}' CA'cryone 
to be illegitimate. Trouble comes about 
through the attentions of Lord IMohun to 
Henry';-, cousin's Avife, the beautiful Lady 
CastlcAVOod. I\lohun is killed in a duel, and. 
Esmond unjustly held responsible goes aAvay 
to the Avars. When he returns he is Avelcomed 
gladly and falls in love Avith Beatri.x, the 
. daughter of the house, Avho has groAvn during 
his' absence into a most beautiful young girl. 
Another .suitor, the Duke of Hamilton, is be- 
fore Esmond, hoAvcver, and Avlicn the Duke is 
killed in a duel, it is the Pretender Avhose claim 
lo the throne Esmond espouses, Avh.o nsks for 
Beatri.x' haiuJ. There is another duel, and the 
Pretender returns to Paris Avhere Beatrix joins 
him. Later still Esmond discovers that it is in 
realty Beatrix's moth'er Asdiom he loves, and her 
husband having been dead many years, the tAvo 
arc united, .shciipr a time having been aware oc 
Esmond's fightftil' claims to the title and es- 
tates. They migrate to A'irginia Avhcre they 
make their home. l-"-

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HOW^'rPtANTS FEED AND GROW. 

One of the main Sources, if not theVmoat 
important source, of revenue, on the ; farm is 
the revenue derived f rorn#f fie ' p^^ the 
fields, the fruits cf the various forms of plant 
life that are grown oji the farm. On the plant 
life of the farm all the animal life depends for 
its supply of food. Every farmer, then, rea- 
lizes that the success of his entire fat-ming 6p- 
i ■ ; erationsis^^^ a large measure on the 

' 'growth' and development of the various forms 
of plant life which' he has under his care. If 
by his care and skill in the cultivation of the 
soil and the management of the various farm 
operations, he is enabled to develop a strong 
and vigorous plant growth on his farm, his 
efforts are well repaid by the increased rev- 
enue which he derives from the product of his 
fields. 

The object of this paper, is an attempt to 
explain, the means by which the plant takes 
the crude, inorganic foods from the soil and 
air and combines them into a form which will 
serve as a food both for man and beast. It is 
a wonderful fact that this power of converting 
unorganized foods into an organized form that 
can be utilized by the various forms of animal 
life , is alone possessed by the plant. In ;,prder,. 
then, that one may more fully understand the 
various forces which are at work in the won- 
derful development, one must study the na- 
ture of the plant- in relation to its surround- 
ings, and the nature and function of each part 
which goes to constitute the entire organism 
c;^lled a plant. 

We all know that before one can have a 
fully developed plant,- pne must first sowjtthe 
seed. Were we to examine^ohe of these seeds 
wc would find lying wrapped up within the 
seed a miniature plantlet, together with a sup- 
ply of food for its maintenance until it can de- 
rive its food from other sources. 

Before one can coax this little plantlet 
forth from its snug place within the seed, wc 
must have a suitable environment as regards 
stem, i;, Place the seed whatever way one will 
within jfhe^:;Soil, and it will be found that the 
differejnt^^ of the germinating seed will 
devdbp into a particular organ to serve a par- 
. ticular function in the development. of ;the. per-; 
feet plant. •r*%:-f;f'i.i "i-r/f'^vvw' ' 

When suitable conditions are present, we 
find that those parts of the newly-developed 
plantlet rapidly incrcasr: in size and become 
ciiangcd in form. From tiie part tiiat goes, ad- 
vanced in the soil, and which we call the root, 
we notice branches arising. Were we to 
closely observe the manner in which these 
small secondary roots originated, we Avould 
find that they had evidently come from the 
interior of the older root, forcing their wriy 
through the outer tissues, and. appearing on 
the outside as small secondary roots Or root 
branches. As the development of the upper 
part of the plant proceeds, wc notice that this 
branching of roots gocs,;:pn/ withtcor^ 
ing rapidity. On older plants one finds 'that ihfe 
roots have become very much branched and 
' form a compact system made up of large main 
roots, and branching or secondary roots of 
varying sizes, while near the tips of the 
smaller secondary roots we find small branches 
proceed, we will find that theses mall micro- 
scopic rootlets serve a most important function 
in the plant's development. 

As in the root, wc find that the part of the 
plantlet that comes upward to- forin the^stem 
of microscopic size called root hairs. As we 
proceed, we avII! find that these small .micros- 
copic rootlets serve a most important function 
in the plant's development. 

As in the rooti- we' find that the part of the 
plantlet that comes upward to form the stem 
rapidly elongates, tlie part of the stem elon- 
gating most rapidly being a short section just 
back of the tip or terminal bud. As the stem 
increases in length, we notice buds being devel- 
i^opedy laterally along the sides of the stem. 
'Frbrn these buds originate the leaves, and later 
the branches of the fully developed stem. The 
secondary branches of the stem differs from 
that of the root, in that the branches of the 
stem originate at the outside of the older stem, 
while those of the roots originate from within. 

The function of the stem, tngcther with its 
branches, of course, is the hearing of tlie leaves 
and of the flowers and fruit. These organs 
serve most important functions in the develop- 
ment of the plant. The leaves may he regard- 
ed as the lungs or breathing organs of the 
plant, for it is in them that the various foods 
thit the plant requires are built up. Conse- 
quently, it is important that plants be supplied 
with abundant foilage or leaf surface in order 
that the various processes that are so essential 
to the plant's welfare he kept nii, W'crc ^ve to 
strip a growing plant of its leaves antl prc\'ont 
the developnient of these organs, we w^ould 
find that the j^lant would soon die of star- 
vation. 

One characteristic of leaves and many parts 
of stems that we, no doubt, have noticed, is 
the presence of a bright green color whjch . is 
caused by the presence of a pigment within the 
tissues of the leaves, it is owing to this 'color- 
ing that the i)lant is enabled to intercept cer- 
tain rays of light and store up within its own. 
tissues the energy necessary to manufacture 
food. 

The growing plant derives its food from 
two sources — the soil and the air. The var- 
ious elements which are derived from these dif- 
ferent sources arc brought together within the 
tissues of the leaf, and there transformed into 
foods that may be used in the production of 
new parts or the enlai-gement of parts already 
produced. 

: The growing plant requires quite a variety 
of foods in its growth. Many of these it ob- 
tains from the soil, where, they may be stored 
up in a variety of forms, some in a form that is 




. difficult- for the plant to secure conveniently. 
.TBefpre i-;these^^ foods .can 'be';,absprbed; - by the 
- r plaritj-^they m fay sonie means be^ rendered 
available. This change in the conditipn.'^-of;' 
plant foods Avithiii the soil many be brotiglft- 
about by careful and intelligent cultivation. 
Among the more important foods wdiich the 
plant derives from the soil arc nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium. These foods are of 
special interest on account of the fact that the 
soil may ;becorne^impoverished.-j^^^ avail- 
able ^lipplyi aiid a hew supply' inust' be return- 
ed in the form of manures of sonni chscription. 
The carbon which forms such a large percen- 
tage of the dry matter of plants is obtained al- 
most wholly from the air. Besides containing 
abundance of food, the soil must also be warm 
and moist, and in such a condition as to allow 
of a free circulation of air before the various 
foods can be taken up by the plant. All the 
foods. that are taken in by the plant from the 
spil,.are absorbed in solution. Where we to 
Examine carefully the root system of a rapidly 
growing plant, wc would find that the small 
root and root hairs were very closely associat- 
ed with the small particles constituting the i?6il 
mass, and. in pulling up the plant we would 
find that numerous small particles of soil still 
adherej,to these fine hairs, showing that the as- 
sociatibii between the two is very clpse. ' It lis- 
by means of this close association bf the'rpbt 
with the soil that the plant is 'enabled to 'ab- 
sorb its supplies of food. 

Were we to closely examine a soil that 
was in an ideal condition for plant growth, we 
would find that surrounding each of the small 
particles that constituted the soil mass was a 
thin film, of, water. ■In itWs.film of soil water 
surrburidiiig the soil particles are dissolved 
the various elements of plant food that 
the plant absorbs in its process of growth. 
In order, then, to ensure rapid absorption, 
which is so essential to rapid growth, we must 
see to it that our soil is in the proper condition 
to stimulate the development of an extensive 
root system. This may be done by keeping 
the soil warmi ;iiioderatcly moist, and in such 
a condition that the "air will freely circtilate 
through ail parts of it. , - ^.J:^: 

As this soil water is absorbed by the plant, 
the plant foods arc carried along with it in 
solution into the interior of the root, thence 
through the stem to the leaves of the plant. 
In the leaves of the plant the wonderful 
changes necessary to the building uj) of plant 
food takes place. 

The various elements absorbed from the 
soil by, the. roots are united in the leaves with 
the elements obtained from the air and con- 
verted into a form that the plant can use. The 
means by wdiich this wonderful cha:ige 
brought about is not ver}^ clearly understood, 
but at least three conditions must be present 
before the change will take place. There must 
be light, sufficient heat, and abundance of the 
green coloring matter present in the leaves. 

.■:.:As the food is manufactured" into, ^leaves 
during the day, it is broken do^n and Carried 
to the ground parts of the root and stem dur- 
ing the night, and so the manufacturing pro- 
cess goes on. Consequently, during those sea- 
sons of the year when the most rapid absorp- 
tion and the most rapid manufacture of food 
are taking place, we find that the plant is most 
rapidly increasing in size. As the season ad- 
vances, and the maximum of growth is reach- 
ed, we find that the plant begins storing up a 
■supply ' of - fOQd4or the: next season's growth. 
In.ahnual plants this sup^rfl^ food is stored 
up in. the seed, while in plants that live for a 
longer period 'of time, it tnay be stored up in 
various parts or in special organs v/hich the 
plant produces, for that purpose,

TUBEROSES. ■ 

These deliciou.sly fragrant and exceedingly 
useful flowers arc much more easily grown 
than is generally .s'Mpposed, and will well, repay 
tui; little troiible that is necessary to have them 
in perfection. For early forcing pot singly into 
five or six-inch pots, as early in the season as 
the bulbs can be obtained, and plunge in a 
good moist heat, witholding water till the fol- 
iage mak"es its apjicarance, when Vi-atcr wa}- be 
given abundantly till the flower buds are form- 
ed, wiien thc}^ may be removed to the green- 
house or conservatory and less water given. 
For Autumn blooming, pot singly . into five or 
six-inch pots in March or April, using a light 
rich compost, and plunge the pots about six 
inches above their rims in cocoanut fibre, coal 
ashes, or any light material under the stage of 
a greenhouse or in a cool pit or frame; when 
the foilage of these makes its app,carance they 
sliould he ren.-ioved and plunged under a south 
wall, removing thcin to the grceidiouse or in- 
door,s as the flower bulbs are formed. Dry 
roots may also be planted in sheltered places 
in the oi)en ground, from the middle of April 
to the latter part of Ma3% and will produce 
beautiful flowers in autumn if taken up and 
potted when coming into flower, and will fur- 
nish a sii])ply of valuable bloom in the green- 
house almost up to Christmas.

FRENZIED FERN BALLS. 

During the winter and early spring fern 
balls are offered for sale in the florists' shops. 
These will give mort satisfaction if purchased 
when in a fresh condition, because as this ball 
is nothing but a mass of fern roots wound 
tightly around a central mass of moss, it dries 
out ra])idly wdien exposed to the air. They 
come in all sorts of odd and fantastic shapes. 

To start the fern ball into growth it must 
be first plunged. into a pail of water and left 
there long enough to have ifae^water thorough- 
ly penetrate to the nioss inside. After remov- 
ing the ball and before putting it in the win- 
dow, hang it up over a sink or other receptacle 
that the superfluous moisture may drain ' off 



HARDY PRIMROSES. 

A beautiful freerflpwfering class of hardy 
plants, which has been highly improved of 
late years, . invaluable for spring gardening. 
The hybrid varieties vary in color from the 
palest and most delicate sulphur yellow 
through all the soft shades of rose snd purple 
to the most intense and brilliant crimson. In 
a mild season many of the varieties \\'\\\ com- 
mence blooming in the autumn and continue 
through the winter, but from the beginning of 
April tO: the middle of May they are generally 
in, full ; bloom and present a most lovely ap- 
peiirance. A partially shaded border, with a 
westerly aspect, will grow them to prelection 
in almost, any moderateiy rich soil.

■ To many farmers, articles on the science 
of feeding, embracing such terms as "balanced 
rations," "protein," and "carbohydrates," 
seem hopelessly technical and complex; yet, 
wdien one comes to read up a little, he is sur- 
prised tQ find, hpw ifiyv formidable- terms- tlw 
are, and how easy ■tHeSe few' are to utidcr-. 
stand. It is true the feeding of animals is(a- 
complex study — more complex than some laB^' 
oratory chemists and classroom professors 
have realized. It must be complex, because it 
has to do with the wonderful phenomena of 
life and natural law. There is . far more in 
feeding than ever was learned in a laboratory, 
althp\|gh;the chemist has beenfOf;:immense as- 
sis(:ahce'"in working oiit :the*f^cierice of feed- 
ing; and vvhen we find'-a/tnicin who combines 
knowdcdge of animal cheriifstry with practical 
experience as a stockman, we have the mak- 
ing of the genuine feeding expert. 

Without attempting,' in this limited space, 
to enumerate nil the important factors of ani- 
mal nutrition, it may be pointed out that the 
first thing a beginner has to take in is the fact 
that there are four distinct elements which 
should be present in apprc>xjm9.tely definite 
proportions in all classes 'oT feed^i' These are 
(i) protein, (2) carbohydrates, (3) ether ex- 
tract (consisting of various vegetable fats and 
oils), and (4) ash or mineral matter. Each of 
these has its own particular function to fill in 
the animal economy. Protein, the most im- 
portant clement of all, and the one deficient in 
most kinds of ordinary farm roughage, is 
chiefly concerned in the production of muscle, 
skin, horn, and "thef-^jtiBfltiids of'tfi'e' body. It 
is especially demanded by young, growing ani- 
mals, and by cows yielding milk. Carboh}'- 
drates (sugars, starches, cellulose, and the 
like) are employed in producing animal fat and 
heat, and ether extract is devoted to similar 
purposes. Ether extract has more than twice 
the heat-yielding capacity of carbohydrates, 
hence it is customary:r,in estimating the heat 
and fat producing value of a food, to group'the 
carbohydrates and ether extract together, mul- 
tiplying pounds of ether extract by 2.3, adding 
the product to the pounds of carbohydrates, 
and expressing the sum in terms of protein to 
carbohydrates. When the proportion of pro- 
tein to carbohydrates and fat in a daily ration 
is in the relation which experiment has de- 
termined to be the best fon any specific pur- . 
pose, it is called a- "balanced ration." In con- 
sidering the "balance" of a ration, the amount 
of-^sh is not taken into consideration as there 
is usually enough of this in an ordinary ration 
to serve all necessary purposes. An occasion- 
;d excc])tion occurs in the case of young ani- 
mals, which need an extra amount of ash for 
bone-building purposes, and, in feeding these, 
care should be takea .to- supply a reasonable 
quantity of such feeds as bran, which contains 
a generous, percentager^pf ash for bonie-build- 
. ing, as well as of protein-for muscle-making. 

In the past, one of the chief aims of scien- 
tific investigation has been to (?stablish what 
proi^ortion of i)n.)tcin to carbohydrates and 
ether extract would constitute "balanced ra- 
tions" for various ])urposes. The first stand- 
ards fornnilaled were the German standards, 
which calleu for rations with, a considerable 
percentage of protein.-. Later, American re- 
searches have established that good use can 
be made of rations containing considerahlv 
larger relative percentages of carbohydrate's 
than were formerly considered admissible. As 
rations rich in carljohydrates are usually more 
economical to raise, and generally cheaper to 
purchase than those rich in protein, this is ah 
important saving. 

The reader nuiSt nul run away, however, 
with the idea that a ration is all right so long 
as it is "balanced." While an approximately 
■"balanced" ra£!bh. is generally the most prof it- 
able, precise balance is not necessary, because, 
to a-certain extent, an excess of carbohydrates 
may often be utilized to advantage, even 
though the percentage of protein be soinevvhat 
below that required for an ideal ration. Be- 
sides, numerous practical considerations, such 
as digestibility, palatability, wholcsomeness, 
bulk and economy (which varies v/ith localities 
and the range of prices) must all be given due 
weight. Meantime^ we advise those wdio wish 
to post themselves on the important subject of 
feeding to select one or more of the following 
excellent standard books: "Feeds and Fecd- 
hig." by Henry.; "The Feeding of Animals," by 
Jordan, or Prof, Shaw's new work, "Feeding 
Farm Animals." Every farmer needs such an 
authoritative treatise on this subject, giving' 
tables of the percentage of digestible nutrients 
in all the staple feeds,, and time spent in perus- 



TREATMENT FOR BLOODY AND DIS- 
COLORED MILK 

When blood is drawn from, the udder it 
generally makes its appearance toward the 
end of the milking, that is, it conies with the.' 
strippingSi-;:yi:!j • ; 

The cause is weakness of the capillary 
vessels, wdiich ramify through the udder. 
Normally these vessels have I'ery thin walls, 
and readily exude their contents — indeed, it is 
])art of their function to do so, in order to sup- 
ply nutrition to the parts. These cases are of- 
ten very difficult to deal with, owing to the 
necessity for clean stripping at each milking 
period precluding any possibility cf rest. 

Further, the trouble often reappears again 
and.again.in the same animal after it has been 
■ cured, br has ceased "spontaneously. In many 
cases cows that give bloody milk are "stale," 
that is, they have been too long in milk and 
need drying off. Any cow whose near ap- 
prPach. tp.xalving, or long pijriod in milk, sug- 
gests this origin of the trouble, should be 
promptly dried off, and the bother of treat- 
ment saved. It is generally found that after 
the usual period of rest there is no trouble at 
the next calving. 

When the cow giving discolored or bloody 
milk has yet a long tirne to run, something 
must, of course, be tried to remedy the defect. 
The food supply, though rarely in any way 
responsible, shoiild be overhauled, and such 
. changes made in the diet as the- result of the 
investigation suggests to be desirkbie;' • 
Treatment;^ ; . ' 
As to treatment, Ibcai bathing with cold 
water, after clean stripping, is sometimes rec- 
ommended as calculated to give tone to the 
weak blood-vessels, but where this is prac- 
ticed the udder should afterwards be very care- 
fully dried with 'a soft cloth, and then gently 
massaged or rubbed with a little camphorat- 
ed oil to prevent the animal taking cold in the 
gland. The best results are obtainedsjhij^ase^i 
of bloody milk from treatment wliidi'mciudes 
the prolonged administration of tonic medicine 
containing iron. 

A laxative drench of Epsom of Glauber's 
salts should be given, and followed twice a day 
with one ounce or one-sixteenth part, of a 
mixture of four ounces each of carbonate of 
iron, common salt and powdered aniseed and 
gentian. This powder shpul.d;;be stored in a 
covered tin aind given in?'the 'food, as a drench 
in a quart of ale or thin gruel. In cases of dis- 
colored milk it is often useful to give a drench 
of: Nitrate of potash, one ounce; powdered 
ginger, half ounce; Epsom salts, twelve 
ounces; ale, one quart, and followed it twice a 
day with one ounce of hyposulphate of soda, 
dissolved in a quart of warm water. Tlie milk 
from .the quarters, the product of which is nor- 
mal, should be kept separate, and the discol- 
ored and bloody milk received into a different 
vessel. There is a superstition among cow- 
men that any abnormal milk should be 
stripped on to the ground. This certainly se- 
cures that it shall not be used for human con- 
sumption, or spoil the bulk, but milk so dis- 
tributed taints the premises and furnishes a 
breeding-ground for germs that cause putre- 
faction and decay, if not for pathogenic or- 
ganisms. v-.':.;i s-- ; ■ ■ • V .-.i 

Generally there is no risk ■whatever in giv- 
ing bloody milk or discolored milk to pigs. 
Ihey appreciate it none the less on account'of 
Its appearance; but, in any case, it is better 
received into a vessel, even if eventually 
thrown down the, drain, than milked on the 
floor of the cowshed. 

_ In those cases where blood, as blood, conies 
■^■^'.^v^^ie strippings, the milking should be con- 
ducted as gently as possible; but clean strip- 
ping must not be omitted because the milk is 
bloody, or there may be worse trouble in the 
shape of mammary inflammation from 'reten- 
tion of the milk, or the cow will go dry. 

, THE ART OP MILKING \ 

"The chief trouble with a large herd of 
dairy cattle," says the Rural World, "-is in get- 
ting them milked properly. Hands who' can 
milk are i)lentiful enough, no doubt, but 'few 
of them are experts at the work; there are 
others, again, wdiose services are perhaps not 
so fully appreciated as they should be. The 
two main points in milking are gentleness and 
quickness. Of the two, quickness is the most 
essential, for a quick milker can seldom be a 
bad one. Few milkers are cruel, but a great 
numl)cr are slow. Experiments have been made ' 
regarding this matter of quick vs. slow milk- 
ing which prove that dilatory milking has 
SO' letimcs the effect of reducing the butter 
far in the milk to the extent of ii per cent, be- 
sides showing a decided diminutiph'-jn"^ the 
quantity of the milk. ' . - 

"Scientists tell us that the formation of the 
milk largely takes place after the process of 
milking has begun. The distended vessel, or 
udder, contains but a small proportion of milk 
actually in a secreted or perfected condition. 
Professor Stewart, a leading American author- 
ity on the dairy cow, compares the secretion of 
milk to the secretion of tears; the latter only 
flow when there is a mental excitement of a 
painful nature,';while milk, secretion requires 
mental excitemeitit of a" pleasurable character— - 
or it may be compared to the sudden develop- 
ment of saliva in the mouth of a' hungry man 
when he encounters the smell of roast beef. 
We do not yet know all about the secretion of 
the milk in the udder, but we know this much, 
that Avlien milked by a slow hand, the cow be- 
comes a dawdler also. And we know, fur- 
ther, that if the practice of slow milking be 
pursued for a length of time, the cov/ will 'soon 
go dry. A cow may be fed ever- so well, ob- 



taining the best of everything she can eat, but 
if she is not prppftljr milked,7much of the food 
and kind treatment ' t'estb-wed upon h^r are 
wasted, for she only converts such" attentions 
into beef, instead of into milk. On the other 
hand, no one need imagine that quick milking 
alone will cause a cow to give more milk, but 
it will certainly stimulate the secretion if ac- 
companied with gentleness and good treatment 
ill other respects."

A PROPOSED DiEAD MEAT INDUSTRY 

Mention of a proposal that hes been made 
to the Dominion government, to establish a 
great dead meat industry in Canada, was made 
by Dr. J. G. I\uthcrford, of Ottawa, Dominion 
Live Stock Commissioner, recently, while ad- 
dressing the members of the Dominion Swine 
Breeders' Association. .■■5^/.t>.;,^^'i 
"My department," sai'ti^^'-Drr^'Ru^^^ 
"has been endeavoring to -find the real cause of 
the decreased production' of hogs. While the 
decrease has not been as great as has been re- 
ported, we have found that it is serious. The 
department has officials in all of the packing 
establishments of the country, and thus wc 
arc able to keep pretty close track of, the num- 
ber of hogs being slaughtered. The packers ; 
have advised us to conduct experiments ' to 
demonstrate to our farmers -what it costs to 
produce hogs. We ha've hot cared to under- 
- take work of this nature, as we have felt that 
our farmers are pretty well informed on this 
point. My impression is that our packers are 
in a measure to blame for the shortage of hogs, 
inasmuch as they have taken advantage of the 
situation, when hogs have been plentif^Jj-^^/to 
pay the farmers a low price in ordet^-^hp'iuiey 
. might earn large dividends for themselyesunT 
steiad of using these extra profits to pay better 
prices when hogs were scarce. 

"The people in our Western provinces are 
great people to blow because they have found 
that the more they blow the more they grow, 
and therefore the more they grow the more 
they blow, Last year they came to the govern- 
ment and wanted to have their bonds guaran- 
teed for $8,000,000 in order that they could es- 
tablish a great dead meat industry. We went 
into their proposition with them carefully, and 
finally got them to consent to reduce their re- 
quest to a basis of $1,750,000, and as yet the 
government has not accepted the proposition - 
as amended. While this scheme may not be 
practical,; it^ has the geraipif ia great; idea. If 
we could 'estaBlish a dead meat iiicliistry .cov-- 
•ering the Eastern as well as the Western prov- 
inces and guaranteeing a reasonable profit to 
our producers as well as fair prices for their 
products, it would be of enormous benefit to 
the countr3'. The success of agriculture de- 
pends upon nur live stock industr}^ as other- 
wise the fertility of the soil could not be main- 
tained." — ^Farm and Dairy.

And so, at last, wc passed 
the arclic circle, and stood on the shore of 
the .'\rciic Ocean, fi\-e thousand ir.iles from 
our starting point, ;iii(l lia\'ing jiassed through 
districts where no white woman had trod be- 
fore.

I^hey gladdened the eye .but on the shores 
of thc Arctic Ocean 1 also saw something that 
saddened me, and that was the spectacle of a 
great and profitable industry, that should be 
J'.ritish, entirely in the hands of Americans — 1 
refer to the Arctic Ocean whaling fisheries 



The .Arctic Ocean whale is enormously valu- 
able, an average specimen being worth £2,000, 
and the Americans have established a mono- 
poly over this most valuable fishery of the 
north. 

The ix'tiirh'.- journey docs not call for re- 
mark, but I m'ilStynot forget to tell 3'ou about 
'•'Louis the- Gannili)al,,l' whom \ye n;et at Lesser 
Slave Lake. 'Poor Louise! She suffers from 
the poverty of our language, for "cannibal" is 
not a just description to apply to her, but as 
"Louise the Cannilial" she is known through- 
out the north. " 

As a young Indian, Louise was a member 
of a "starvation camp" — a camp, that is. f'-om 
which the "braves' had gone out hunting, nev- 
er to return, Tlieir su])plies exhausted, and, 
with no means of obtaining help, the members 
of the camp lived on those, who died, and 
Louise was one of those Avho survived. 

Poor thing! I found nothing cannibalistic 
about her. We were photographed together, 
and I am inclined to thiiik that it wpuld be 
diff icitlt to distinguish the "caimibjil" . from 
the writer! ' , . 

This is my first visit to Londoiri. • What 
has most impressed, me about London? I 
hardly like to. tell you, lest I be thought un- 
kind to my mother country; but so far my 
most vivid im])ressioii of London is seeing 
three white men rooting in a garbage heap for 
food. It stupified me. 

1 once saw a Chinaman similarly engaged

vSir Edward Elgar, who is the composer of 
the new patriotic song, "The King's Way," 
now being sung by Mme. Clara Butt, probably 
owes a great deal of his success as a musician' 
to .heredity, for his father was an excellent 
musician, and he commenced life in a thor- 
oughly sympathetic atmosphere. 

One of his first appointments was bandmas- 
ter of a local lunatic asylum, where he used to 
conduct an orchestra composed of the attend- 
ants, and in those days he thought nothing of 
writing a whole score of a niece for the prince- 
ly sum of cightccnpence. Nowadays, his in- 
come must run into many thousands a year, 
whilst. it would be hard to say. by how many 
hundreds he will benefit from hi.s latest produc- 
tion ! . 

But in spite of his great success, modesty 
has always been a strong point of Sir Edward's 
character, and had it. not been for the genius 
and forcefulncss of his music, he would prob- 
ably never have reached his present eminence, 
like so. many others wli*^ lack the art of self- 
advertisement. 

On one occasion, wlicii one of his composi- 
tions was included in the re])ertoirc of a Bir- 
mingham band in wdiich he played first violin, 
the conductor asked the j-oimg composer if he 
would like to conduct.

From time immemorial, there have been 
"chanties" — Ulysses, the much travelled, heard

• Apostle, also, making his famous voy^igc, lis- 
tened'to^-'them when in.the ship pf Adramytium/ 

;fo"iyit'"i's'''impossible .to think that the crewihove .v 
up •'those four stern anchors without the- aidj; 
of a' chanty. Unfortunately none ot those. ear- 
lier songs of the sCii have descended to us. 
Probably, like our own. they were deemed too 
fragmentary for preservation ; in those day.s, 
men also had neither leisure nor nichnation for 
the collection of that class of literature. In- 
deed, it is jonly of late years that any attempt 
in : that direction has ;been.made with regard 
to-:.the i. working , songs .of., our- own seamen — 
those fa'st- vanishing 'seamen who sang and 
swore the world around; under the Red Kn- 
sign, "Lords of the Bunt and Gasket, -.and' 
Masters of the Yard." It must not however, 
be thouglit that the chant}' is sung merely for 
recreation. It is, or rather, we should say, 
was an essential part of the seaniens working 
life. It hove up the anchor; mast-headed the 
top^'sl;yar^s,; .it-rode. dqyyn ,the,.raain tack .with , 
aigaie^of; wind 'at the other end'of ' it; it- btoke 
oilt cargo ancl stoyved- it; kept the pumps go- 
ing when nothing else could have done so, and 
was, in fact, given a good chanty-man and a 
stirring shorus, worth two extra men to each 
watch, of a ship's company. But the ideal 
chanty man has been almost relegated to the 
past with the men he sang for and. the ships 

■ he. sung in. Rare•indeedi^is■^t-,no^v,^^tQ see him 
mount the rail ahead of the ^ships companj', 
grasp the sheet or. halliards, and, turning to 
see if all arc ready, roll out mellowly a stave, 
of "Rio Grande" or "Blow Boys, Blow." Steam 
dismissed him for ever; the signal for his go- 
ing w;as the hoot of the siren and the thump of 
the triple-expansion. At the time the chanty- 
man was in his prime, British ships were 
manned by British seamen— and plenty of

The pull is given on the last Avord of the 
couplet-sharp and short and strong. But to 
properly emphasize and realize the effect of 
these chanties is almost an impossibility, un- 
less accompanied by the din of action, the 
strenuous strife of man against the elements, 
which alone form their fitting accessories. To 
appreciate their wild melody and their indefin- 
al)lc charm, they must be heard v,'hat time tiie 
ship lieels over to the gale, spray iiouring ov- 
er her wcatlicr iall, Ihc decks awash, canvas 
thundering aloft, chains .screeching and rattl- 
ing, the creaking, and groaning of the differ- 
ent materials used in her construction, ancl 
above all the infernal bellowing of the. gale. 
Then, as both watcJies tail on to the topsail 
halliards and the chanty man bursts out 
with.;. ' , 

I'll sitig you a song, a good song of the sea, 
Chorus : 

II o my aye, aye, blow the man down. 

7\nd tiie hoarse roar from thirty hairy tiiroats 
rises into and pierces througii the fierce med- 
ley and confusion of sound, dominating even 
the steady howling' of the blast, then, and then 
only, can one hear and appreciate tlie chanty 
to any purpose. Either on such a stage, or in 
quiet, landlocked waters at midnight, when, 
with the moonlight shimmering on white can- 
vas waiting to be sheeted home, windlass is 
manned, the surrounding shores resounded to: 
"I'or seven long years I've courted vSaih'." Fol- 
lowed by the chorus "Aye, aye, roll and go." 
Must the song of the toilers of the sea be 
listened to. Once it was common enough to 
hear tho above and many another fine old 
\viiidla'ss chant}' pealing across the Avaters of 
Esquinialt aiid the Royal Roads, as some tall 
clipper' hbVe her anchors up for the homeward 
passage. But now, even where steam is not 
used, a crowd of foreigners march round the 
windlass of a British sailing ship for hours 
without emitting a sound, even when the an- 
chor is "up and down" and the strain on the 
bars is felt. 

To many of the chanties tlie v/ords sung 
are poor, often meaningless, devoid, indeed, of 
all attempt at either rliyme or rymth'. They 
are, for the most part, composed, for business,, 
the tense and toiling busiiR\ss of the sea, and' 
not for sentiment ;..and as has been already rc- 
niarked, apart froriV the fabric and the clement 
whose use and need created iheni, they will 
sound grotesque and pour enough, especially 
to the landsman with no dccp-watcr memories 



to stir his heart at the oldtimc strains. But 
there arc exceptions; and the chanty of the 
"Dreadnought," that swift flyer of the "Fif- 
ties," that; under the command of the celebrat- 
ed •5ailnue1V.''3ar?ed 'Verbis' ^ New -York to 
Queenstown in 9 days 17 hours, 'may be taken 
as an instance. It is of great length, and, what 
with improvisations, the siiarp. Hove short, 
sir!" of the chief officer, reporting to the cap- 
tain, was often to be heard before it was fin- 
ished. The song, in fact, describes thc wholc 
passage across the Western Ocean : 

' It's a flash packet, a packet ship of fame; 
She's a-lying in the Nelson dock, and the 
"Dreadnought" is her name. 

Chorus: . 
Goodbye, fare you well! ..Goodbye,: fare you 
well," etc., etc.

Not much to read in cold print, perhaps ; 
but, nevertheless, the accomplished chanty- 
man of the old time ships, with a twist and a 
quiver, and a roll and gurgle in his voice, 
would ■ put-;fresh life into^a.- toilrworn and i de- 
sponderit' crew: that hadj^' maybe; been "hard at ' 
it, shortening sail, for sixteen hours on a 
stretch, in the teeth of four or five gales of . 
wind all tied together, from which fact it 
may be judged that the chantymaii was not sel- 
dom tlie best all round man m tlic ship .s com- 
pany, in addition to po.sscssing the best pipe, 
and, with it, the prettiest knack of improvis-

With much more to the same effect, vastly to 
the dcli.ght of the onlookers; and all the more 
so when around the neck of the figurehead — a 
representatiou of "Little Red Riding Hood" — 
they caugiit sight of a necklet of large and pol- 
ished beef bones. Aft stood the captain ; a pic- 
ture of helpless rage and indignation, and 
doubtless heartily wishing he bad left his ship 
at Gravesend, And thus, on occasion, does 
Alcrcantilc Jack make his woes known by 
medium of llie chanty. 

In the following terse and laconic lines is 
told the story of the First Napolecfi's disas- 
trous invasion of Russia. And, as far as it 
goeSj the picture drawn is complete, and his- 
torically correct: 

Oh, Boney was a warrior! 
Chorus : 

Away, heigh-oh ! 

Oh, Boney went to Moscow ! 
Chorus : 

.'\way, heigh -oh ! 

But liloscow was a-burning!

At times the chanty was used for the ille- 
gitimate purpose of aggravating the "after- 
guard." In a hard ship, for instance, witli un- 
popular officers, perhaps ihc watch would be 
sent aloft to rig in lower studding-sail booms. 
Then, all astride on the yard, the bcelroi)e 
would be passed along, and to some such slow 
and mournful ditty as : 

Old Storm Along is dead and gone!

Ay! Ay! Ay! Mr. Storm Along! 

The spar would come in an inch, at a time. 
Especially suited to' this sort of- game isx this 
chanty, with its long solo: :

No article, on deep-sea chanties would be 
comnlete witliou t somexfjefei^enceAtg^the^^^^ 
vlerful story of Reubeti^'Rahzo— ^a favont'e'even 
at the present day, when ship songs arc out ot 
fashion and obsolete, and one to wdiicli an odd 
■f'fourf poster'.' will still be found hoisting her 
' upper-top'sl ySrds. There are at least a score 
of versions, probably the best of them runs as

The expansion of Empire has brought us

Few people In tho civilized world 
have not heura tlio namu o£ Buffalo. 
Bill and his daring exploits In tho wild 
west. Almost. cquiilly few arc the peo- 
ple who have heard of a Canndiaa 
whoso exploits were no less tiarlntf 
and adventurous during tho early days 
in the fav wcst. As a nioniber of th'> 
first North West mounted Police force 
tills man helped to inalve the reputa- 
tion of thf,t fine org'avilzatlon, when it 
first stepped in to interpret the law 
to the whlalcy smugglers, gun figlUers, 
rustlers and liorso thieves wlio Infested 
the country , at that time. Later, as 
scout and guide, ho took part la the 
most stirring drama the Canadian west 
has iJroduqdd, iin made tlie acquaint- 
ance of almost all the, fo/emost char- 
acters of the; day, and rendered first 
flrst-clasB, roliable service wherever 
he was-.ongaged. ;. Today, less rugged 
and strong., than' he was In the times 
of .stress,/ whlte'-haired. but-w.'tb bright 
eye and springy step, nevertheless, he 
carries on ':thoA duties of - ushor.:at the 
provincial parliament, ijjulldings- hero 
In Victoria. Hundreds' of . people sec 
him constantly and recognize him as a 
genial, courteous servant of the gov- 
ernment, but very few of them recog- 
nize in him one of the last of the Can- 
adian ^plainsmen. 

H. H. Nash, or "Harry" Nash, as lie 
is known to his friends, v/as a boy of 
seventeen, growing up in his native 
town, Toronto, when, in 1S73, tho first 
corps of fifty North "West Mounted 
Police was recruited and sont away 
out into the lurid west. Tlie glamor 
of It appealed to young Nasli. He had 
read about Indian fighting, of the 
buffalo hunting, of the free and unre- 
stricted life of the plains, and, like 
many another young follow, he longed 
to be a cowboy, to emulate the adven- 
tures of some of the western heroes 
of whom ho had read..v'B.ut, unlike 
other boys, Naah carried his dream 
into effect. 

Prior to 1S73, many complaints had 
drifted east out of tho far prairie 
country about the offences of the 
whiskey- traders. These lawless men, 
many of them wanted for murder, or 
worse, on tho American side of the 
line, peddled cut-glass wlilskoy to tlie 
Indians, and when tho red children 
were sufficiently dvunk, the traders 
stole their ponies, their pelts and 
everything they fancied. Eventually, 
being sobered and angry, the Indians 
came back to remonstrate :vwith tlie 
traders, and the traders j.'.r^icit; them 
down without compunction.' -and left 
their hones to rot with the white bones 
of the slain buffalo. It was to put a 
stop to this business that the govern- 
ment sent out the first troop of the 
N.W.M.P.' and so salu'tary was the ef- 
fect of that first troop's arrival in '73, 
thcit the very next year the main body 
of the N.W.M.P., the original corps 



had brought with them originally, and 
the .scanty outfits thoy retained bo 
camo worn and soiled. At almost 
every stream tho column crossed, men 
would siijash in and wash tlieir clothes, 
sitting around in blankets while the 
clothing dried. Somotimos tho columri 
was short of grub, but when: the, bufr 
I'alo country was reached. thls'shOriag'e 
was obviated. 

Reach Fort Garry 
Tho men wore pretty well trail worn 
and many oC tho horses were badly 
used up wlion the column reached Fort 
Garry. Hero the party encountered tho 
original corps, which had been sent 
out the year bofoi-e. These men joined 
tho column v/hen it left Fort Garry (the 
site oi: t'le present metropolis of Man- 
itoba. Winnipeg., bringing tlie strong'th 
of the force up to 3.'i0. Tho party wound 
wound its way through Portage la 
PriLlrle, tho last aettlement on .tho 
frontier, and disappeared in the jilaina 
sweeping to the westward. The terri- 
fic neighing of horses and the other 
hundred and one concerted sounds pe- 
culiar to a column In motion died out 
and the North West Mounted Police 
had entered the country which it was 
to rule with tho might of right, with 
favor to none and with. Justice to all. 

The trek from Portage to HoOpup,: 
tho first objective of the column, was 
marked by more hardship and some 
adventures, It was In' this country 
that the force was first introduced to 
the Indians in largo numbers, but the 
Rcdmen made no attempt to attack tho 
column. Hoopup was a notorious 
whisky post, situated about tiiirty 
miles diFitant from tho iiresent site of 
McLiOOd, ..Vlberta. When tho force 
reached this place, they found business 
flourishing. The American flag was 
flying from the flag, pole, ;uk1 tho pest 
v.-as liiliablted by a fine lot oC despera- 
dos, most of them wanted for one 
crimr; c- another on the American side. 
These renegades plied ;ui excellent 
trade with tho Indians, trading wortli- 
less so-eallod whisi^y for vaiuaule pelts 
and shooting down all objectors. They 
wore a law unto. ■ themselves, and, for 
the most part, they were a- law unto 
tho Indians. 

Witli tlie arrival of the jNIounted Pol- 
ice, tlio killing of Indians ceased al- 
;nost Instantly. . Tho wh.isky traders 
lay back in silence to r-tr.c up the new- 
comers and get an idea of tho hand 
they hold. This jierlod ot restful ])eace 
w.i.s broken into by one Slim Jim. a 
gentleman of no mean attanments witli 
hand artillery, and who had aotiuircd 
a Tjlood red reputation as .a horse thief, 
fancy rustler, whisky trader;- and gen- 
eral, all-round bad man. ysilm f61t th it 
he .owQd;-lt. to' his /reputation ..to start 
something by way'-sof ^showing tin -t 
tend6rfeet what they ; had stacked mi 
against.

A Special Detail 

lit was diri'lng his second winter in 
tho force that Nash ran into an odd 
experience, which remains clearly In 
his mind yet. He was stationed then 
at Qu'Appelle, and when word camo 
that an Indian had shot his squaw, and 
taken to the north, Nash and another 
constable were sent after him. They 
took dog trains and started on the 
Indian's trail, but ho had got a good 
start on them, and Instead of rounding 
him up, as thoy expected, in a day or 
so, thoy -were camping on his trail for 
four days before they finally landed 
him. By the time thoy had taken him 
they wore short of grub, not only for 
themselves but. for the dogs as well. 
The b.annock they had brought with 
them was pretty well out and they 
went on quarter rations. Tho days 
that followed wore hard for tho dogs 
and tlio tliroo men. but thoy were with- 
in twelve milea of their destination, 
when warmth and good grub- were al- 
most within their grasp, they ran into 
a blizzard that threatened to wipe them 
out. The two oonatables, knowing that 
they could 'not!hopo'/to":malte: the post, 
headed, double -.^quick for 'an Indian 
dead-lodge;/ a 'short distance away. 
They 'mado this -hut In tho nick ot 
time, for'-as they. ' huddled Inside, tho 
sheets of swirling snow closed in out- 
side and out off, with driving, stinging 
ja-vellris, all ohanco'. of' progress. 

The two constables, with their prls- 
oneri were hardly settled inside the 
dead lodge when the 'Indian began to 
act in a most .uriuaual manner. He 
suddenly struggled loose, and made to 
dive out into the howling storm. Tho 
constables dragged him batik, but ho 
howled like a demon, and wrestled so 
strongly with them, that they were 
all but done up trying to hold him 
down. Tho actions of the savage In- 
timated to Nash and his pal that the 
Indian objected to remaining in a dead 
lodge ■ with the deaii. pcoupants, and, 
as rilght canio .on. tliey tried to 



thoir hands full trying to prevent gen- 
eral difficulties. Mr. Nash has seen 
more than once, small parties of thiev- 
ing Sioux captured and murdered bj 
Blackfeot, while tho police wore power 
less ito interfere. The pisoplo at Qu'Ap- 
polio knew, through Blackfeot couriers, 
that there was trouble on on the Little 
Big Horn, but one summer afternoon. 
Blackfeot runners who had been out 
scouting, as usual. In the Sioux coun- 
try, came Into Qu'Appelle with the 
startling information that there had 
boon a tremoiidous battle, and that the 
whole Unltod .States army had boon 
wiped out. The Sioux, under Sitting 
Bull, had won a. great victory, and 
wore fleeing north. 

Sitting Bull in Canada 

This news startled the littio settle- 
ment at Qu'AppoHo. ;uid the small pol- 
ice detachment began jireparatlons for 
wlnutever might ensue. Truo enough, 
a day or two later. Hitting Bull, the 
Sioux chief, led his people Into Ca.-ia- 
dlan territory to escape the vengeance 
of the United .States government. Little 
by little, the iioople at QirAppello 
learned the detail-! of the fight which 
has gone down into history as the ter- 
rible Custer massacre, vhon General 
Custer jiiid all his force wore murdered 
and tortured and scalped by the Slonx. 

Sitting Bull and his warriors mado 
a camp at Wood Mountain, some dis- 
tance from Qu'Appelle. and just over 
the boundary. They were no sooner 
settled In their lodges than the little 
detachment of Canadian police rode 
Into their camp, very quietly and se- 
dately, brushed past the lodge polos 
dripping with hardly dried sculps, and 
informed the surly old chief that if lie 
intondod to sojourn in Canada, _he 
would have to behave himself. The 
old chief replied to this defiantly, and 
for a time it looked as though tho 
handful of rod-coated police would not 
gat away allvo, for; the blood lust was 
still' strong • In Sitting 3uirs people. 
But" the police kept their nerve, jaun- 
tily Informed Sitting Bull that he had 
better forget his prowess and bo. a good 
Indian, and withdrew. A's tho littio 
detachment rode out of tho camp, tho 
eyes of the wholo niurderous band -ivoro 
on them. Tho tension w;is liigh; a 
single word from Sitting Bull woulil 
have been tho end. But Sitting Hull 
had been bluffed by the red-coats, and 
tho pollcb went off unmolested. Time 
and again. Rafter - that, when Sitting 
Bull showed A tendency to tear loose. 



In the provincial building, here, started 
at once on tho trail of Beardy to bring 
him In. Policeman Davis, by the way, 
waa one of the detachment stationed at 
Wood Mountain when Sitting Bull and 
his mon sougTit refugo there. Horcli- 
mer's detachment, witli an Iiiterproter 
accompanying, started at once for Duck 
Lake, where they learned that Beardy 
and Ills band were camped hi tho vi- 
cinity of ,an abandoned log .shack, two 
or threo miles distant, and that Beardy 
threatened to kill tho iwlico If they 
came near him. This was the informa- 
tion Herchmor wanted. He dismount- 
ed his, men and left the liorsos under 
guard at Duck Lake, so as not to bo 
oncumborod with ithem at Bcnrdy's 
camp.:' .Then the detachment set out 
on-foot to- beard Beardy. They found 
the , ^larid co.mped, as i.tney _ had bfsen 
told, around an abandoned J log house. 
Tho Indians saw theiyppUoesComlng as 
soon as thoy were wlthiii' sight of tho 
camp, ar,J the moment tho detachment 
was within rilio range, the Crees start- 
ed firing. The bullets whistled just 
about a foot above tho head.g of the 
police, and tho firing kept up constant- 
ly during, tho •whole time tho dotach- 
ment was moving on tho camp. Horch- 
mor and hi.'! men did not once stop, 
however. Had tiioy faltor^'d, or show."! 
any alarm, it is more than likely that 
Beardy's men would have potted them 
as thoy ran. Tho Crees woro very 
nasty; thtsy wanted to kill the police, 
yet they h.-;idn't the nerve to shoot low 
enough while the red-coRtod, silent 
mon came at tliein so steadily and 
fearlessly. 

Herchmor and his men marched 
right into the mid.st of Boardy's camp, 
to a point where some of tho head mon 
woro gathered. Tliun, through tho In- 
terpreter,, they, asliod for Bearily. Tho 
head mon replied , that "Beardy was not 
there, 'but- that'. they ^ would, take tho 
white, chief's- message to hlih. There- 
upon Herchmer sent word . to Beardy 
■tliat.he must give himself up at once, 
and without any monkey business, ;is 
they must talce him riglit back with 
them. Beardy sent back tlie reply that 
ho was In the log cabin In tho centre 
of the camp, that if t!i(! white chief 
wanted hlni, ho and his men would 
have to take him. Beardy advised the 
police not to try It, however, saying 
tlnit it might prove very unhealthy. 
Without a word 1-Icrchmer turned to- 
wards the cabin, and strodO off, his 
command falling in behind him. 



Next forenoon. Nash loaded his 
buokboard and started for Freeman's 
place.

Rival Indian Nations 

When the police force had .straight- 
ened out the Indian iiopuliilloii, tliey 
found that tliero were the two main 
peoples, the Crees and tin; Iil:ic'la'i'':t. 
Tlio latler Includrd the Pirgans, tin? 
Blood.s, and other trllm.H, .-ind bi'iddcs 
these tlicrc weri! the .Stoneys, who were 
In reiillty Caiiiidian .Sioux. The Crc.is 
were more or h.'ss frienilly to tho. 
white men at thl;! time, but llie Black- 
feet were to be fi?;ired, and it was be- 
ciiiise of this fear that all tlie lludsons' 
fi.-iy Company forts, with few oxcoi)- 
tinns, were l)ulit en the northerly >nnU 
of tlu^ Nortli Sa.-;kalchewan. Tho 
Blackfeot had a nasty haliit of swoop- 
ing .s-iiilcliMily down in w;ir parties on 
;iny settlemontH on the soutlierly side 
of the river which marlted the boiind- 
.'iry of their country and the border 
of the Cree country. i''ort ('iirleton 
was one of the <'XCeptlons to the rule. 
This fort was built on the soutlierly 
side of the rivor, /md when ;\]r. Nash 
first saw It, he says its iiallsades were 
lltfrally riddled with BlacUfc-ot bullets. 
It had been attacked again and again, 
and Its occupants were In a state of 
constant anxiety. 

It WHS In '77, while Naah was still on 
duty at Qu'Appelle, thp.t stirring times 
beg.-m in the Little Big Horn country 
in Wyoming, across the Unltod States 
boundary. Tho Slonic were In rebel •• 
Hon,' and were murdering settlers right 
and left. The Blackfeat wore always 
at war with the Slouxi and iirior to 
this period, whenr;,th§;rfSjoux woro in 
tlio habit of makirigi'prodtitory raids 
Into Blaokfcet territory, tho police liad 



tho police rodo into his camp, and bluf- 
fed him back into' good be'havlour. On 
more than -one occasion thO' danger 
point was very high, . and. .the, Sioux 
woro on the vergo^ipf * sweeping over 
the country, but by^itaot -and nerve, tho 
police hold them, in check until , --the 
tlmo v/hen they were taken- back .into 
their ov/n country. 

Tho First Commander 

During the major portion of this 
time, the police were In command of 
Col. French, thiUr ori.ginal commander, 
lie was a fino figure of an officer, 
about thirly years of age, e[rii:ii.'nt, 
steel-nerved, .ami a line dlsciplluarlan. 
Tlie men adored liini, and ills, spirit 
was the spirit of the force. Tho unl- 
fonn of the force; ;it tills time was 
slightly dlffer.iit from the uniform 
in use at jjri'-si-iil.

The Taking of Boardy 

The moment the police started for 
tho log, cabin the Indians began shoot- 
ing from thoir tepoos. Horelinior ;inii 
his mon never even troubled to turn 
around; Thoy didn't know what min- 
ute the Crees would ^galn a little, ncrvo 
and V begin shooting to* kill, , but' they 
were bluffing it out and, nonchallentlv 
as if they wero out for an afternoon 
stroll,-the police marched-to the cabin 
door, ancl called loudly .upon Bcardy to 
come out. A shot.' point-blank from a' 
chlnl'c^ in the door,, was the;- reply, -but 
fortunately the ohargo reached i)one of 
tho police^ and tho next moment.-, tho 
door was, broken In, Beardy was seized 
and soundly ouffod, the shackles were 
placed on him, ;ind he w-as led back to 
the big lodge wliere tho head men 
were. All of the iiriiicipal head men 
v.-ere arresti'd, ;uid having rounded up 
till- tribi,. and w.iriied tlioin to cut out 
the 1(1, ding liuslncss, the police march- 
ed away. Beardy was taken to Prince 
Albert and imprisoned. ■ 

In 18S0, having attained to the rank 
of a ser:.'-,^ant, and with the. earmarks 
of ."e!-\-i( (' upon him, M"r..Naah ri^tlred 
ii-om tlKi iKiUce, and took up a farm 
near Battleford. His farm was nine 
miles out from the fort, and his nearest 
neighbor, tv.'o miles awa.v, was a 
Kwede, named Marney I'-reeman, who 
had living with him an ,.\ meri'aii 
K(iuawniaii. named Adam Bo.vIr;, and 
Ills S(iua-w. 'I'here were oilier squaw- 
iiien In the counlr.v around. and 
through rrleiiilly Indians the old timers 
knew, ;iK early as ISS.'i, that a day of 
i-C('koiiln.g '.vas eomiiig wlien the whlto 
man would havi; to fight It out 5'iUi 
the Iiidl.-uis and half-breeil.s. The 
months passed willKJut any .startling 
develoinneiits, howevi.'r, until ISSG. 
Prior, 111 that, there had been some 
Ivinilile ill other parts of the c:ountry, 
but It did not extend to gen(!i-al pro- 
portions.

When till--- news was rec'-jlvod, many 
of tin; more iu-r,'i)iis si.-ttlers moved In 
to the fort at once. The sfiuawman 
lioyli;, and his wife, left l-'j-eemun's, and 
went to llu! fort and advised, ]''reeinan 
to do llkovvlso. However, both Nasli 
and Freemen woro did-, Indlari' fighters, 
and they made up betwOen them to 
Btlckii!:. out. . , . One f afternoon us thoy 
ro.dd out of, Battleto?d togother, they 
■pplffeoted Unolr:, jilah^ was to got 

tdfeethor all, 'll|lP)KBUpplios, aiid bring 
them : to vFreerjian's :house, then thoy 
Woro to barrldado'the houso, and pre- 
pare it for a slogo if trouble started. 



wheeled his fast little team and started 
back for tho fort, with bullets whist- 
ling over his head, and cutting up tho 
pralrlo all around hini. It . was a close 
chase to -the point where the war- 
whoops had hoped to cut Nash off. 
However, ho beat them to It, and got 
clear away with nothing worse than 
a few close shaves. Tht> people In tho 
fort saw him coming with his bronchos 
on the lope, and they were ready for 
tho news when he arrived. A party 
was made up at onco, tho buglers 
sounding the assembly, which was a 
signal to bring all those outside into 
the fort.: -Guided by Nash, tho party 
who. is stllllat: the. head of the liouse, 
returned : to' l^eemaii's, but the Indian's 
had lefts--;, Freeman was found lying on 
his •baok j dead. ; He was riddled by 
bullets, and an Indian arrow was dri- 
ven alrnost through his body at the 
chest. Beside him was his collie dog, 
wounded to tho death, but still faith- 
ful, and it was only after much coaxing 
that the dog would allow the rescue 
party to approach the body.' An exa-; 
mlnatlon of the surroundings showed 
that Freeman had boon greasing his 
backboard preparatory to going in to 
Battleford when ho w.as shot down. 
Tho Indians had hidden in the stable 
and fired tlirough a chink in tho logs. 
Tho arrow was evidently shot into tho 
body by some bloodthirsty fiend. 
■ T.iking Freeman's body with them, 
iae party returned to the fort, and pre- 
par.atlons for war wore mado at onco. 
'i'hat night Nash was sworn in «<.s a 
scout and guide, and that night ho 
entered upon one of tho most thrilling 
chapters of his career. 

Only a few months prior to this, Mr. 
Nash was married, and Mrs. Nash, 
who Is still at the head of his house- 
hold hero in V.<ctoria, passed through 
the thrilling period that followed. Her 
first baby was born in the midst of the 
rebellion, when she and scores of oth- 
er settlers, were huddled together in 
ihe barracks stiuare at tho fort. After- 
wards Mrs. Nash went east, travelling 
by wagon for 200 miles over the plains, 
and taking her three-months old baby 
with her. ,; The country they; passed 
through was still infested with reiie- 
gado Indians and breeds although the 
Rebellion was ovor and the party was 
In danger almost all the way. 

Indian Looters 
Freeman's death occurred in Jlarch, 
1385. That Incident and others more 
or loss slmlllar, marked the beginning 
of the Rebellion. Tho next day tho In- 
dians began looting the stores and 
houses of the town of Battleford, keep- 
ing to the south side of tho Battle riv- 
er, out of range of tho rifles at the fort. 
The Crees tho Stoneys and half breeds 
attached to both tribes ran riot all 
over the country, burning homesteads, 
looting, stores, and driving off cattle. 
Every nig'it tho people at the fort saw 
tho sky-line lurid and red with tho re- 
flection rrom burning homesteads and 
a few nights .after the Rebellion began 
the Nash's saw their little, homo go up 
in smoke, surrounded .by the reflections 
(It tlieir nelghborp':,^houaes."- . 

Superintendent- Morrls .was in' ohargo 
o£,the fort at- this time. Factor McKay, 
of ' tho Hudson'is Bay. Co., and . his 1 mon 
had.s taken refuge in the police fort. 
Morris was crltiolsqd afterwards, by 
people who had little -or /no idea of tho 
circumstances, for not sending his men 
out to try and put a stop to tho mau- 
raudlngs of tlie Indians. This with tlie 
small force he had, and with the ne- 
cessity for retaining a guard for tho 
women and children In the fort, was 
out of the (lUcHllon. 

Uiion being, liircd as scout and guide, 
on the night of the JiKcover.v of Free- 
man's body, Nasli undertooic to sujiply 
his own horses ;uid from that time on, 
for twenty- eight consecutlvo nights, 
he left the fort ;it dusk and rodo out 
into the Indian country, taking his 
life in Ills hands and meeting with so 
many liai'- -lireadth escapes that ho lia.s 
forgotten many of them. He kojit the 
police at th(.' fort informed of tlie In- 
dian's movenients. !'"r:LUk Smart was 
a.iiothor scout employed at the fort, 
and he ;ind Nash often worked togeth- 
er. Thoy had l>een doing good work, 
when, one bright night, they took tho 
trail as usual, and had not travelled 
a inlle from tho fort, when they saw 
a single Indian, with a gunny saclt 
over his shoulder, criming :"vom a set- 
tler's house. Both scouts spun-ed up 
their horses to head the red man off. 
and he, seeing them coming, droiiiied 
tho sack, and ran for a cut bank on 
the slioro of tho river. Nash and Smart 
slopped when they came to tho sack, 
and Nash swooped It up to the horn of 
Ills saddle. It was filled Avlth jewelry 
and othQr.r.-valuablei', loot, and ho do- 
ciacd to 'caciila'SitJuhtir there was tlmo 
to take It in 'to the fort. 

Both scouts woro too wise to follow 
tho Indian over the cut bank. Thoy 
know that ho would b(> waiting below 
the bank for them to come up on tho 
run, w.'uni he 0(011(1 pick them off 
handily with his \'vlneheslcr. Both 
men had boon in the habit of visiting 
an nbandonod ranch farther the 
river, where there wore man.y hens. 
Here,;the two mon could get a feed of 
8B^Si,:'and eggs were a big attraction. 
Smart started' off for this ranch, wlillo 
Nash turned in tho other direotlon and 
was ,gione until daylight. Ho'had hardly 
arrived back at tho fort, wheri a .third 
scout, who had been out in another 



ovor, Nash mot this Indian, and tho 
red man expressed deep' sorrow that ho 
liad shot Smart, as Smart had been, a 
friend of his prior to tho uprising. 
Then tho Indian gave Nash tho com- 
forting, :>s3urance that ho, the Indian, 
thought it was Nash he was shooting 
at. 

Relief Arrives 

Very soon after this. Colonel Otter, 
In command of a division of three or 
four hundred eastern troops, sent out 
to put down tho uprising, arrived at 
Battleford. Tho Indians, under tho 
shrewd old chief. Poundm.aker, had 
been massing for some days at Cut 
Knife Hill, and Otter took his men out 
at once to engage them. Nash, on tho 
day of the battle, was sent fifteen 
miles in the direction of Duck Lake., It 
had been rumored' that, the Indians -anfl 
half-breeds under jXiOuis..RieU'V'b'>>d''de- '. - ■ 
feated MIddleton's':men,and(.'weret com- 
ing to relnforce.'fiPoundmaker.'i-iN'ash 
could get no lnformatlon'cof:;thl8i.' and 
when',;ho returned to vthe ifort. Otter's 
menS'VCoro-, In 'orderly ■ retreat, from'.Cut 
Knife,' naving failecl to dislodge Pound- ' 
maker. The troops had been drawn 
up on the plain before th% hill where 
tho Indians, in superior numbers, were i 
entrenched. Tho white men lost',cpnr-r..: 
slderable in killed and wounded;>i"'a)n'd', " - 
Nash, on his return, was Just in^^lmo'' 
to assist in the burial. ; , 

That night Poundmaker aiid his peo- 
ple hit the trail, and Nash' was dis- 
patched to follow them up and find 
whither they were bound. He trailed 
them all night, over a spoor as plain 
as a city street. Uttered with discarded 
loot and broken travels. Following on 
in this manner, Nash suddenly saw 
outrunners from Poundmaker's forces. « 
ahead of him. He wheeled and cut for .> 
the fort, reaching it just in time. It 
developed that Poundmaker had head- 
ed to join RIol at Duck Lake, but that 
a few miles out ho had met runnels ' , 
from Ricl's forces bringing the news ■ 
that Rlel had been defeated and cap- 
tured and that tho jig was up. Next 
day Poundmaker surrendered. , 

Guerilla warfare was carried on for 
a long tlmo after this, although tho , 
Rebellion was over and the leaders ex- 
ecuted. Nash con^nued for jrnany, 
years as guide and scout, assisting in 
tho chnse after Big Bear, working wlth'j ■ 
tho well-known scout Charlie Ross,>and ^ ■ 
atforwards mooting Buffalo BUI in 
Winnipeg. After peace came to stay, ' . 
Nash became Indian instruotocat Bat- .'..•; 
tleford, and then Indian sssntr' Later /, ■ 
he did contracting work-in the-: Crow's ^ 
Nest Pass. : -..'VVJien . the Avar iv/lth-,',South 
Africa broke out" the' old fever, got 'into 
his blood andj as^. Lieutenant, 'he^, went 
there,;: but.vlnv, Africa: ho -contracted a 
dlsoaso which" nearly killed him."* ' He 
came back to Victoria to be operated 
on, and in the course of six operations 
has imd seven ribs removed. Ho Is 
now much bettor and .despite his years, 
ho looks hale and hearty. t'-

with good baskets of grilse and a few spring 
.salmon, when their boats have not been ice- 
bound. I suppose it is .'ill the fault of the 
comet; at least that is where T shall lay the 
blame if I find the fish will not bite at the 
opening of the season for trout the ilatterv^nd 
of next month. The heavy snowfall has 'also 
been responsible lor the deaths of several 
large panthers (all panthers arc large panthers 
after thej' are shot. J ne\ cr heard of anyone 
shooting a small panther, thuugh I suppose 
that it does sometimes ha])]K'n). 

The specimen on vicAv for the last few days 
in town certainly was a very fine spceimeu 
and will make a handsome trophy when set up. 

I take it all back. The fishy duck is no 
longer a fishy duck, and T was niistak'cn in 
thinking that the majority of those slain were 
merely killed for the lust of slaughter and the 
carcases left to rot as useless carrion.

The commodities' for 
barter and sale comprised colored limbo (cali- 
co), blankets, shirts, bra.ss wire, salt, etc., all 
carefully packed in a wagon drawn by si.xteen 
o.xen, the staff incliKling a native driver and 
leader. The expedition ieft soon, after sunrise 
in the month of May, the beginning of the win- 
ter season in these parts. The oxen were out- 
spanned about eleven o'clock, then came lunch, 
or a late breakfast. By 3.30 the jotn-ney was 
resumed, men and beasts alike refreshed, and 
the heat of the forenoon avoided. Four hours 
later tfie team was outspanncd for the day, 



and as Salisbury had not yet been leftv far be- 
hind no attempt was made to look ^fbf/gahie. 

We sleptvcomfortably^tinc)2 
on, turriingtbut at three b'clbblc 'next morning 
for the final stage to the' trading station, which 
was reached- about seven o'clock. Camp was 
niadc at ;to great distance from the kraals, the 
station being a group of three huts, one usctl 
as the store, another for dining, and the third 

ifb.r^leeping. Our boys, of whom there were 
Half/aVdozen, had also a couple of kias (huts) 

:fbi^4tlfemselyes not far off, 
" '';^i*:Hie'iiews of the arrival of the wagon soon 
spread, and Gwindi, robed in a red blanket, 
promptly appeared, a boy following with a 
goat and milk and eggs as a present to the 
trader. Business cannot be begun till a cere- 
monial visit has betMi paid by the induiia, and 
tne "bucket," as thcyme^alie.fmeasure'Xoften an 
old paraffin tin), has bceiv mspected and pass- 
ed ,35 .of fair size. The trader acknowledged, 
the courtesy of the indtina by presenting him '■ 
in return with a blanket ; thereupon the natives 
were at liberty to bring forward their goods. 
The trader was well known at the kraals, his 
Tiame there being Chinyarcri (say, "a quiet 
man"), indicating that he had found favor in 
the eyes of the natives. , A motley crowd of 
from thirty to fifty natives, men, women, and 
children, now pushed forward. Some of the. 
men were evidently the oldest of the tribe, but" 
their dignity was not improved by their dress, 
often enoug!i the remains of a sliirt, perhajis 

> the ragged coat of a policeman, which in the 
c\'es of the wearer ])laced him on a piane above 
his fellows. A piece of well-worn limbo some- 
times does . duty as.,full dress with , the men, 
Avhilc the tnarried|<wonieii are bare to the 
waist. The.clfildircni all expectant of sugar, 
who invariably'- accd'riipany their parents to 
trading stations, arc mostly naked, or pcrad- 
venture adorned with a tiny apron which a dot- 
ing mother has worked with beads. All were 
curious as to the nature of the trader's goods 
and to ascertain if money was to be paid over 
in •exchange, or if barter . was j:oybe .the only, 
method bf ' doiiig busiiiess.' "S^vei^al loaded 
bullocks were next seen approaching the sta- 
tion; there could be little doubt their owners 
wanted cash for such quantities of mealies, lor 
was not the time at hand when the hut tax 
and the levy for each wife, after the first, had 
to be paid to the authorities? The natives are 
bornjiigglers, and much heated argument in 

> the -('ernaculariApreccdes the adjustment "of 
prices. Even then each completed ti-ahsactibn 
has to be followed .by a bonsala, (a present), 
wdiich, however, is invariably of small value. 
A needle and thread often suffices, but if the 
business done warrants it, a box of matches, or 
even a couple of tablespoonfuls of salt, may be 
thrown in. The natives have rarely any money 
to pay for their purchases, but . trade wdth 

. ineaUes ' and rapoko, the latter a; -ver-jgi^small 
grain; Mealies are boiight by thT tracler's 
tin, which nmy probably h^ve a capacity of, 
^'"^y- .35lh. ; limbo is sold by "the stretchj" so 
the shorter the extended arms of the seller the 
less cloth goes to the purchaser. Salt is always 
eagerly asked for, the native process of ex- 
tracting it from wood ashes being e.xcecdinglv 
tedious. Business is carried on till sundown, 
and Jf .an early start is. -to . be made the follow- 
ing morning' the hour for retiring is not un-. 
duly delayed. . . 

The natives are very fond of fresh iricat. 
and, as they are not allowed to have firearnjs, 
the arrival of white mei; is welcomed, and they 
:ire speedily informed of the prospects of sport 
in the vicinity. The law jircvents the selling 
of such meat, but there are no restrictions on 
presenting the natives with as. much game as 
the sportsman likes." A good .shot has, there- 
fore, a warm reception in the kraals, and a 
string of boys is ever ready to accompany him- 
and i^arlake of his hospitality. So popular was 
.^Ir. Seloiis witli the natives and so renowned 
his powers with the rifle that many of them 
j)aid him the compliment of calling themselves 
l.iy his nanip. by which they are still known. 

W e were off before sunrise the third day 
with a .30.3 and two boys from Gwindi's krafl 
who had the reputation of being excecllcnt 
tracker.s. The boys had seen buck the prev- 
ious day. and so wo were led to the foot-of a 
line of kopj-s, Avherc the spoor of sable ante- 
lope was evident. The antelopes themselves 
^ve mill,! not then see, hut prosentlv the 
u])raise(l hand of one of the boys ind'icated 
that his eyes were better than ours'on the veldt 
The top of the kopje reached, we foniul our- 
selves on a plateau, with two sable antelopes 
iu sight 150 yards off among the trees. The 
yell of glee which followed the result of our 
first shot will -not 'roiadily be forgotten, and 
if wc had not interfered the boys would have 
l)lunged their assagais into the dead buck..; 
Dogs fall frequent victims of an infuriatQ'd 
sable, and even native hunters have -bfeert' 
known to succumb to its horns, Iiencc per- 
haps the desire of the boys to drive their 
weapons into its body. Sable horns arc sold 
in Durban at £1 per pair; the skin is used as 
reins for o.xen, for- which it seems better adapt- 
ed than any other hides. A boy was sent for 
help to. skin: and -remove the meat, the carcass 

..being., citt \Up;'j^itd/j.C3rried back on polos. Only 
a'niindqtiarter-waS-'-^^^^^^^ so there war, 

much much rejoicing in the kraal, the induna 
sending u]) a big pot of native beer. This 
beverage demands an acquimd lasLc to ciijov 
it, but is certainly good for thirst. 

The klii)springer ("rock-leai)er") is the 
chamois of Africa, and is therefore nuich es- 
teemed'by sportsmen. A very handsome little 
buck it IS, most at home on:^lJ[ic>;jnQunt^!ps^^i^ 
making light of rocky prccipiccS'*.^'M|^jH(jSj*tiifer'^' 
untrained would seem utterly iitipbsijible. 
Wert' it not for their habit of looking" 'found 
at their hunters when they think they have 



leaped intq4|a|et3rh^the sportsman would have 
a very popn'cHafice' of bagging a kilpspringer. 
Our opportunit}' came, but.alas!. we did not 
rise to the occasion; indeed, blunder suc- 
ceeded blunder. The boys took us to a neck, 
and there, not more than too yards off, there 
was one perched on the top of a boulder. 
We made a bad miss, on which the beast 
wen|; off, -and then the unexpected happened 
Unwilling to at opce acknowledge defeat, we 
followed up, crossed a donga, and got half- 
way up a kopjei;fwheii^ii:a leopard;Vi^ 
sprang f roiVi ' the^^^ imdierg^rbwth, ■' killed bui" kilp- 
springer, and carried it off bodily to the top of 
a flat rock. The longing for the leopard's 
skin was intense; we had already i)icti!rcd it 
at home and received the congratulations ot 
our friends! The range was about 300 }.ards, 
but, though only the head- and cars ^vere v-is- 
ible, success Avas within reach. Careful 
aim was taken, but the leopard nioycd:Pf^*unr 
touched, leaving its prey behind. Still, all \Vas' 
not even yet lost, for as 'we told the boys to 
descend for the kilpsjiringer (whose neck had 
been broken) they took the precaution to first 
roll down a stone. Unknown to us, the leopard 
there lay concealed, so the stone sent it off 
once more. \\'c raised the rifle, pressed the 
trigger, only to find that the cartridges had 
given,put. The intense disappointment on 
ascertaining why the rifle seemed to miss fire 
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can be better imagined than described. Being 
a nocturnal animal, the leopard is rarely met 
with by day, except b\' accident, ^^'e ,had 
seen it iu its characteristic position— it had 
been about to carry off 'a carcass to a "lar- 
der," probably on a tree, for future use. These 
larders often sting vileIy;{;fot' -the leopard has 
no objection to high meat; though, curiously 
enough, it declines to eat anv not of its own 
killing. The skin of a, Jeojiard is one of the 
most valued of trophies, .so the loss still rankles 
in our mind, for that was our first arid last 
chance at the "tiger'' oi the Boers. 

Wq ha<l other encounters with sable, in one 
of which the hunter almost became the hunted. 
Out in the early niorning there was nothing to 
be seen, but long grass saved them. When we 
came on a patch of mah'obbhobo our tracker 
savv' sable, but we Ibnly 'hca^ starnpede 
before we couldmakeii Uiem climbed 
to the summit of i kbpje,''whcre- by arid bye we 
jjickcd out a solitary bull on the top of the 
opposite koijjc. Down we went, and care- 
fully stalked him, getting within fifty, yards. 
Hit in the neck, he made a charge at us, on 
which the boys, shouting "I^ook out, boss!" 
sought safety in a tree. There was no such 
retreat for us — moreover, our reputation de- 
manded another course— rso wc fired two more 
shots, and "the bfeaist fell only ten yards off. 
The three bullets had rdl entered the neck— • 
rather" an .unusual experience. Tiie boys Avere 
new very brayc,-eycn [indulging in a dance as 
sin expfessibii bt^'by at 'the happy result. 

'J'he same evening wc had some luck Avith 
a bush pig. which had been playing haA'OC Avith 
the mealies of the natives. Those beasts give 
good sport, showing not a little fight, for ihcy 
are ((uite courageous animals, though tlic}- can 
make excellent §peed, for a short distance. 
They arc rarely sgeu .in the day time, and ev- 
en at night are seldom shot. As avc; were re- 
turning to cimp Avithont any success there 
Avas a rustle in the undergrowth, so we stood 
still. There, thirty (ir forty yards off, Avas a 
sow, with only part nf the Ixnlv exposed. She 
bolted like a. flash of li.<,duning, vet surely at 
that distance she ccnild not ha\-e escajied 
scatheless! Then the boar ajipeared on the 
scene, but he paid no toll, though the litter of 
five Avere, not so, fortunate. We.foUp^ved the 
spoor of the "soAA', and .soon found her-dcad, the 
bullet having passed through the hc£}.rt, ;, The 
two piggies which fell made a Avolconic Jtddi-- 
tion to the larder, their flesh tasting.'jilce' tiir-' 
key: \ 

Xext to the kijispringer baboons are per- 
li;il)s tlie favorite jirey of the leopard, and the 
monkeys resent its attentions accordingly. 
Baboons are gcnerall}- only too numerous, lie- 
ing the greatest nuisance the natives have to 
contend-against.; : Crops arc much destroyed 
by; these' mischicA'^^o'us animals, Avho well 
knowing the helplessness of the owners, de-^ 
clinc to be driven far off Avhen feeding on cul- 
tivated ground. The arriA'al of Avhitc men is 
alwavs turned to account Avhenevcr po.ssible, 
but the necessary shooting down of these 
creatures affords no ])leasure. They are ex- 
ceedi.igly human in many of their ways, i)ar- 
ticularly when they cover their faces with their 
hands on the approach (jf a boy to administer 
the coup de grace. So much da^raage^^itygs'^^^^^^ 
ing done to growing crops by;1'b'4bb''d!S(i'.''''t)iiat 
the government allowed 6s. 6d. per liead for 
them, but recently that bountj'- has bceii Avitli- 
dravvn. The passing sportsman can ahvays 



v.eanv^the; gratitude of a dcraal ■ by . devoting an 

■ hc/ur of two Avhere baboons have become par- 
ticularly troublesome. 

We had the good fortune to bag a Avatcr- 
buck, an antelope which has been Avell des- 
cribed as an African aristocrat. Had we been 
more alert several might have fallen ; but there 
is always an objection to killing more bucks 
than can be turned to account, especially Avhen 
the flesh is coarse. We weiit put Avith a boy 
about 5.30 a.m., and Averc soon ■reAvarded with 
the sight to tAVO koodoo on the, opposite side 
of a stream, but as- they had fitst seen us they 
both escaped. A duykcr, hoAvever, came in. 
our Avay, and Avas hung up on a tree to await 
our return. Then the spoor of Avaterbuck 
caught our tracker's e3-c, and avc followed it 
for about three miles, the freshly cropped 
grass also indicating the animal's ;Htie;of;fec.d. .' 
Near a stream ,Avith dense bush on the batiks 
\ye luiexpectedly sa.AA' a.;herd;pf about tAvcnty- 
fiVe brily about thirty yairds"bff. Wc Averc so 
surprised that avc scarcely realised our luck, 
and so succeeded in bringing only one down. 
These bucks have the vitality as Avell as the 
Avarincss of red deer, .so there is ahvays the 
danger of inflicting a non-fatal wound. 

Our last success Avas witii reedbuck. The 
bov put up a ewe in the evening, but though 
the bullet got home Ave sawr no,more - of o""" 
quarry that .^^eA^ening. Haif 'sati' brntr later a 
buck Avas secured, but the,hpur being late, it 
yvas left bat'tiil'tbe-fbllbAvin^^^^^ On our 

return it Avas found' Avherc left, and there, too, 
was the carcass of^the ewe, not twenty yards 
off. The boys were astonished at the double; 
find; but the two buck may not have been a 
jKiir, for llie nature of the ground Avas such, 
there being much cover of reeds, tliat the ani- 
mals might Avcll have been unaware of each 
other's proximitj'. . ' . 

As the Avagon was returning with grain ad- 
• vantage Avas taken of it to ride back to Salis- 
bury. And thus closed, though no records had 
been made or, great trophies secured, one of 
the most pleasant sporting Avecks the ordinary 
man can evcr'hope to experience. ■

Intrinsically, of course, fishing today is very 
much Avhat it Avas Avhen Walton Avrote, Avhat 
it was, indeed when Homeri likened the pre- 
datory niethods of Scylla ,tpllie)ibeifaviour of a 
fisherman with^Jprigilrpd-lei^^ bait down 
to the sea frbw the" rocks above.' W still essay- 
to delude fishes Avith a bait and a long rod. 
Sometimes that bait is a highly developed arti- 
ficc'i the delicate imitation of the fragule insect, 
but even so avc have to go far hacl: to antiquity 
to find the pioneei\ It is at least fifteen lum- 
drcd years since .Klian noted that the Mace- 
donians used flies upon the river ■ As.tracus. 
There has, in truth, been no changejuyiessen- 
tials, but only developments. ■'V\''heVc^^^^^^ 
change has been is in the mind of the angli;r,vin! 
the .spirit in Avhich he hpproaches his pastim'e,''. 
and" in the way of a man with a fish. It seems 
certain that Greece took no account of fishing 
as a s])ort. 'IMie most vivid fishing scene pvc- 
servcd to ns in its literature, the twenty-first 
Idyll of 'J'heocritus, describes the dream-cap- 
ture^ of a huge golden fish, andft;he fisheiman 
displays very proper emotiotiis "bf hope and 
fear and delight; but it must be owned that he 
displays them not because the fish is huge, 
but because it is golden. Egypt, it mav be, 
fislu!d for sport to some extent; Cleopatra, at 
any rate, has the credit of ideas on the subject. 
And Imperial Rome may Avell have plied the 
rod for occasional diversion. But avc have lit- 
/, tie clue,. tp. the mental attitude of the ancients 
,';tOAviirds the art, and small knoAvlcdgc even of 
•'i'lnediaeval ojiinion. Not till late in the fifteenth 
' ccntiii'v do wc get definite cvidenc<i of the fact 
that fishing Avas then, and presumably had 
long been, a ])astime Avorthy of atteiition. With 
the "Treatyse of Fysshyngc" begins, so to 
speak, the modern era, and from 1496 Ave can 
trace changes and developments. 

Love for the sport, Avhilc it has grcatljr in- 
creased, has not altered in. kind. It is still the 
angler's modest belief that he is^asgpodiipeace- 

■ able man, a very honest' t'naii, arid riot-without 
mental (jualities beyond the common, all as 
part and parcel of hie haractcr as angler.

life]ne43 noF'm^ dull or prudifcihjor-imiserr 
ly. Indeed, we might be much hanpicr-^and^ 
richer— if we learned to recognize all we could - 
''do'Without.'' Human nature, when all is said 
and done, is not lacking in "grit." Most peo- 
ple can meet trouble with a fortitude dei:-crv- 
ing of real admiration. The very people \vhoin 
the world , in general has been accustomed to 
regard as moral -weaklings, sometimes rise to 
thc^btcasion and;face;anfa 
misfortune with wonaerliill.pluck. • 

It is with regard to the everyday: tiroubles 
of life, the pin-pricks of existence, that so' 
many of us lamentably fail. There are; .all' 
sorts and conditions of small annoyances suit-, 
able to the tastes and temperaments of every- 
body. There arc the daily trials of inadequate 
means, which arc responsiblt; for so much dis- 
content and heart-burning cnyy among all 
classes. None of us— except.' periljaps the mil- 
lionaires' — have got as much money as we 
would like to have. ' We are all "hard up," -in. 
the sense that we want a good many things 
we cannot afford to buy. And wo resent- hav-. 
ing to practice forced economy v ery snucH.'. 
And as economizing presses more liardlv upon 
women, who have most of the "doing without" 
to contrive, they are quite naturally more apt 
to grumble and Avory than men. 

TJncongcniai- Surroundings press hard upon 
many of us.5/.Tfefdaily^^ of being.Avith 

people who Bore us 'has .been the experience 
of most of us at one itijne or another. Wc all 
like lo be appreciated, 'even if wc don't de- 
serve it. The least vain among us can do with 
a fair share of appreciation. 

To the sensitive and highly strung, uncon- 
.i^enial surroundings may and can make life 
very miserable. It is certainly xruc that peo- 
ple can rise superior -to their environment if 
they like, but it is often very hard to remem- 
ber the "far horizon" when troubles are mul- 
tiple and very sharp. " 

Of course there are people who' positively 
revel in, their worries, and are' ;hevei* happv 
without a grievance of some sort. Very often 
they arc fortune's favorites, so far as wealth 
and position, health, and brains are concerned 
— and yet they are not satisfied. A minor an- 
noyance or some petty imaginary worry is 
quite sufficient not only to spoil their own 
happiness, but to convert them'into wet blan- 
kets for the discomfort of their friends. The 
delinquencies of the _ servants, an uudusted 
mantel shelf will provide a subject for conver- 
sation calculated to bore to distraction every- 
body with whom they come in contact. 

If only people -would realize that llic rest 
of the world cannot stop to ccnsidcr their 
grievances, thai incessant talk about their 
trials and troubles entails unpopularitv in 
time, they would start upon a cure at once. 
Wc all dread the woman who spends half ar. 
hour on a detailed repoilt of some imagined 
Blight, some fancied ailment or trivial misfor- 



tune. It is a selfish Avorld, and the happiest 
people are>thd§<fAvh6: realijje the fa,ct and act 
accordingly?' 'if Voir can't '.talk cheerfully,' 
don't talk at all. 'if you have a trouble, seek 
for the remedy, and if that is not immediately 
forthcoming, I'x-ar your burden cheerfully and 
keep it to yourself. And remember that other 
people have their troubles, too; on that point 
there can be no shadow of doubt. And don't 
forget that in every trou])le you may possibly 
have ten blessings. Cultivate the spirit of 
compromise, and be content with what you 
have; otherwise wc go through life never 
quite happ)% ahvays intending lo he happy- 
somedav — somewhere. .'\nd, alas! such is life.

Old uak too, Avill never flout, bine and 
white Nankin china, silver or coi)i)er, lustre 
wall, Ijits rif good jicwter, or the .gleaming old 
cop])er mugs, And Jugs once to be bought 
anywhere for the price of the metal, but noAV 
promoted to the- shelves of the dealer in an- 
tiques. Old samplers too, look Avell with old 
oak, 

1 sometimes Avonder how owners of old 
Jacobean and Queen Anne furniture some forty 
or fifty years ago managed to replace (if they 
were unluck}' enough to have a sense of fit- 
ness) old hangings, chair sea's, loose covers,

The principal of substitution is the foun- 
dation and bed-rock of many a book of 

■ "Household Hints" of home-made ]nxsents and 
the like, ail appealing to the passion for sub- 
stitution. 

For a passion it becomes Avith some women, 
who no sooner see an inoffending Avoodcn shoe 
intended for some peasant foot Avhen they 
journeyed abroad, or some material designed, 
say, for bath towels, than it is innnediately, in 
imagination perverted from its proper Avalk in 
life into a receptacle for a duster, or a new in- 
vention in fancy Avork. 

One of the most depraved instances I have 
met with in the course of long obserA'ation Avas 
ill a small and crowded country pa-lor.

She is 
therefore driven to resort to expedients and 
siabstitittion. 

Also, by the Ava;v, she knows that the habit 
saA'es an immense amount of fuss and trouble.

tained by .King Eclwnrd VII. The late 
president of the United States is a 
man who can do many ihings well, and 
always remembers the .command, 
"Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 
do It with all thy. might" .-He may do 
wrong, he may make, mistakes, but he 
never shirks and he never delays. Ho 
is very unlike ' the King of ' England, 
who seldom offends any one, yet there 
is woriv In the world for Edward the 
Peacemaker, and for Theodora Roose- 
velt, the man who openly attaclis what 
he believes to be evil. ?

cussing tho naval bllli but nothing very 
Important has~been said. ' 

This Is Paardebur^ Day.- It Is ten 
years' since Canadldri;,voliinteers proved 
themselves worthy of a ' place In the 
ranks of ;the; bravest of Britain's sol- 
diers. The story of the ibattle you will 
find In. this morning's Colonist, and its 
lessons will be taught by the speakers 
who will address the men ana boys 
who will today parade In honor of 
those who fell at Moddcr River, and 
of tile victory gained tiicre. The hatred 
between IJrltlsh and Boer is dying out, 
and In a few months the son of Eng- 
land's king win open tho South African 
Iiarliament, wdilch rejiresents the peo- 
ple of the great British Confederacy 
that has taken the place of the Dutch 
and English colonies whose enmities 
and jealousies iirevented progress. The 
premipr chosen to lead this parliament 
is one of the bravest of the Boer offi- 
cers. General Botha. 

Boys and girl.s who will be asked to 
trace tlie railroad .systems of Britisli 
Coluinl)la will Sfioii iiave a long taslc 
to perform. Across the mountains and 
tlirough the valeys in all directions the 
surveyors have gone, and very soon 
gangs of ni(>n will follow them. Already 
a great part of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic between Edmonton and Prince F^u- 
pert Is In course of construction. The 
Canadian Northern is coining down 
throu.gh the Eraser River Valley, and 
across the Island. The C.P.R. is build- 
ing ilj) tlie Columbia \-alle.v to Revel- 
stoke. The Great Northern is prepar- 
I iiig to build over the Hope Mountain 
and into tlie Similkameeii and Okana- 
gan, and now comes new.s that the 
('.P.R. is ready to buUd a road Into 
the same rich territory. The railroad 
companies have great faith in the fu- 
ture of this province when they are 
ready to spend so much money in 
opening it up. 

The far northern Islands ot Orkney 
and Shetland sent the last memlier to 
the English parliament. The election 
there took place a wtiole week after tho 
last one in any other part of Great 
Britain. These small but rugged and 
independent islands were long ago 
conquered by Norsemen, In 1231 tho 
Scottish earls of Angus and Stratherno 
went to live on the land> as tenants of 
j tho Danish khig. "When James III of 
I Scotland married the Danish princes.?, 
Margaret, the Islands were given in 
pledge that her dowry would be paid. 
It was not, however, till James IV., 
who was afterwards the first Stuart 
I king of England, married another Dan- 
1 Isli princess, that Scotland gained those 
j groups.

Is tho Orliney Islands. 

Pennsylvnnla was founded by Wil- 
liam Penii, who bought it from the In- 
dians. Peuii was a Quaiicr, and like 
all who belonged to that scudety. be- 
lleveii that ;var Is wron.g. lie would 
not Lake the land from the ancient 
owiK.'i-.-i, savages though tiiey were. 
The state has become rich and pros- 
lierous. riiiladeliiliia was Its capital, 
and for many years its drali-coated 
merchants refr.'iiiied from taking ]iart 
in the battles fought b.\' the other col- 
onies or the Englisli. On Us northern 
border, liowevei. Fort Du Queue was 
built, and after the Seven Years \V:w 
was over, receiv.-^d the name of the 
great war minister, I'itt. Oil and < o;il 
and iron clianged llic llttio fort into the 
populous and bn.sy city of Pittsburg. 
The '.vorkmen who toiled in Us mines. 
Us oil works, Us foundries, and its 
steel factories, havA not kept the faith 
of " the ■. founders of the state. 'I'liev 
have made Pennsylvania tflc centre of 
the great lal)or struggle which has 
gone on in tho United .JI^fpH for many 
years. They have often forcod the 
masters co give them what they be- 
lieved to be their rights, but they .and 
their wives a)jd children have suffered 



much ill the strikes, ' which was their 
weapon for fighting' their employers. 
Too olten t jrrlble crimes were com- 
nilttod by the men, who believed them- 
selves to be unjustly treated. Last 
week there was rioting and bloodshed 
In Philadelphia itself. Th.e employees 
of one of the electric steel car eom- 
puiilcs struck for higher wages, and 
tried to iirovent other men from run- 
ning tho cars. The police v.'ere called 
out, and some soldiers joined thein. 
But tills didn't prevent tho crowds 
from stopping the cars and in some 
cases destroying them, and injuring 
tlic men who had taken their jjlaocs. 
Among those injured by tho rioters 
were tliroe bo.vs who were very severe- 
ly wounded. If tiie citizens did not be- 
lieve that the men arc unjustly treated 
It doea not seem likely that la the 
heart of a great city these dlstu.-bancos 
would bo allowed. 

One of the saddaSlvOf bignts was 
scon in the Imperial House, of Com- 
mons when Joseph Chaniberlatn todk 
tho oath required of "members. ^This 
great statesman Is the head of what is 
called the Unionist Party in Great Bri- 
tain. It 'was he, more than any one 
else, who believed that the time had 
come when the great colonies should 
be drawn closer to the mother country 
In what Is called Imperial Federation, 
lie believed liiat In the British Empire 
there are all things that a nation 
needs. He th.iuglit that Great Britain 
should allow all products of her own 
colonics to coiiio in free, and tluit tlie 
colonies should allow all liritlsh manu- 
factures to be admitted free of duty. 
So that there Hlioiild be this Free Trtide 
within the lOinplre, duties should be 
levied on all foreign goods, yiv. Ciiain- 
berliiin wrote and siioke witii great 
eloqueiiee and force in favor ot tliis 
lilan. He told the Englisli people ot 
the greatness and the riches of Cana- 
da, .\ustralla, Africa and New Zealand, 
or what are called the overseas domin- 
ions. He had many and ^•ery bitter 
opponents, for when he began to teacli 
this new doctrine few ICngUshmen be- 
lieved the peo|)le of the great mauu- 
faeturiiig cities could live It they did 
not buy their food wherever they could 
get it cheapest. The last election 
showed that a great change has iaken 
place In tho opinions of Englishmen 
about the tariff nn^ thn meetings, call- 
ed imperial conferijhces, about which 
we have . read .latel j!,»^llowi.that Britons 
are growing tolluriflwstanoirieia'ch^ other 
better. lJUt the''8ttotigi«,'M'an',>vho was 
not' kf raid to stand'; Valone;- -aha teach 
Vhat',ihe believed to'c^b ••the.'truth, has 
Ibst'hts power..' ThOT'.brkln'has weak- 
ened, and the oncoivlgoroiis body Is a 
wreck. Friends and 'enemies stood 
silent and sorrowfiil as the once groat 
niiwi took his place' aihohg them. "What 
is good of his work will stand, but oth- 
ers must carry It oiu If, in the time 
to come, tho Empire, of Great Britain 
shall grow stronger- and more united, 
Joseph Cliamberlahi's name will have 
an honored place ' iii; the long and 
sjilendld roll'' o£f|Bngl|^a^i^^ statesmen.

Instead of cold 
grey ice-burgs, and never-ending wastes 
ot snow, their. ast9nlshed jgaze V'wo.uld 
oiien. upon a rblazavbf color;' ..for Kore 
the sun streams'^ down from;;thb vivid 
turquolso-blue of .;t)iej slty .tfpoi) emerald 
slopes, and groves '^ofi-flgsofihd; oHves, 
turning the ripened fruit o'h tWe orange 
trees into balls of goldi 

The boys and girls .who' frolic in tho 
wide plana, or market place, or take 
their noonday siestas /under a shelter- 
ing palm, are as' gaily ''uttlred as the 
flowers In their fragrant gardens. , The 
national costump iftf cthe.^^. Spaniards,' 
wliich varleia ,ih'i'dlffe#eht?^ro'VInces',' i.3, 
perliap.s more'- 'RVcturfes^iip., than" ;that 
of any other cou'ntoS&In'.-Aragon, the 
elder boys and v'nJifthlX^i^ear I'.short vel- 
vet breeches,- slashed-'b'n'the outer side 
to show their snow white knickerr 
bockers beneath, and their foja, or 
saah, la a thing of beauty. In Valencl;-. 
they wear wide cotton drawers to the 
knee, short Jackets, sandals and gait- 
ers, with turbans of gaudy handker- 
chiefs instead of wide aombrcros. or 
pork-pio hats, the soft lolt folds of 
which they use as a receptacle for any 
odds and ends they may want to carry 
about with them. The Andalusiaiis af- 
I'ect short black jackets and strijied 
woollen trousers, with .•I'crimsoi; sasii, 
often ot the richest silk, arranged in 
four toldr, around the waist. 

All Spanish girls have beautiful hair, 
and when they arc small, thi.'i is so 
tightly plaited that It Is difficult for 
them to shut their eyes. In the peas- 
ant class, their luxuriant tres«es are 
set off by bright silk or cotton 'ker- 
chiefs, which they wear tied lightly

over tlicm. with the ends luinging be- 
hind. A small soft shawl of orner.?ld 
green or flaming rod or. yellow is pin- 
ned across tholr shoulders, and whether 
their gnudy skirts aro ot flannel or 
cotton, tho sandelled feet p6opIng In 
and out beneath them are clothed In 



elaborately embroidered stockings. In 
tho- 'upper;? classes; the handkerchiefs 
are discarded , for, velos — coQuettlsh llt- 
tl-j head-dresses that arc often dccor- 
utod with some matural flower — or 
the graceful mantilla, a laoo . scarf 
that makes even a plain girl Into a 
picture. 

The boys and girls in Spain are born 
with beautiful manners. The most 
ragged llttio beggar playing In the 
roadway will bid you "Adios" — "Go hi 
God's keeping" — with perfect polite- 
ness, oven tlioiigli you lu'.ve nothing to 
give hi in; and It yon were to offer 
lilm broken bread, which Is considered 
an Insult by the poorest Spaniard, 'he 
will refuse it with gentle dignity, in 
spite of tiio wounded pride that makes 
him tl.'ish to tho roots of his closely 
crojiped hair. His little sisters, how- 
ever, aro brought up to give way to 
lilni in everytlilng. 

The babies In Spain aro delightful 
little creatures, with deep, lustrous 
eyes like tlio darkest of purple pansies. 
Until recent years they were most un- 
comfortably clotlied, in roll upon roll 
of yellow flannel,, until they, looked like 
mummies, and could be propped lip 
straight against, a wall,, when their 
mothers w.ero too busy. to. nurse them. 
The peasants are wiser now than they 
used to be, but there' are still many 
who do not wash tholr babies heads 
until they ore two years old, "lest evil 
should befall them." 

Peasant children brought up at home 
learn llttio, for In most small towns 
and villages tho schoo's are very jioor. 
While the girls do a little cooking 
and sewing, tho iioys run about in 
liai)py ignorance, helping tholr father 
to iirune !iis olive trees and jilough his 
field, or. If he bo •> fisherman, going 
out with him In hir boat and learning 
to use tlic trawl or drift nets. When 
crojis are poor, or the sea refuses to 
yield him its treasures ,the hot-temp- 
ered Spaniard will beat his children 
unmercifully, though ..at .other times 
thoy are spoilt and petted; iind'humor- 
ed In eveiy way. 

In spite of this, Spanish children aro 
most lovable; they liavo a strong sense 
of honor, and aro e-\tremely generous. 

It Is well for the peasant children 
that Nature jirovldes them with such 
beautiful playgrounds out of doors, for 



These may be of ebony or Ivory, deck- 
ed with bunches of ribbon, or just two 
pieces ot slate whlen the small boys 
click toguihei'. AH Spaniards dance by 
Instinct, and dancing and singing form 
part of almost all tho games ot .Span- 
ish clilldren. "With the upper classes 
the cotillion is very popular, also a 
species of mazurka, and tho rigodon, 
a variation of our own ciuadrilles. 

A strange d.anee takes place three 
times a year In Seville Cathedral — or 
did, at least, until <iuito recently. A. 
number of boys, in quaint costumes 
consisting of sliort trousers to the 
knee, jackets slung from one shoulder, 
and Jaunty hats shaped like tarn o' 
shaiiters and decorated v.dtli eagles' 
feathers, advance slowly up the aisle 
of t!;e cathedral until they reach the 
iiigli altar, clicking tiieir castanets, and 
swinging, their lithe young bodies in 
curious rhythm, according to the In- 
structions of tho priests. After some 
tirno they retire backwards, still danc- 
ing, down the nave. 

No ono has ever been able to explain 
the origin of this dance, nor what it 
signifies. Many years a.go, objections 
wero -raised to its continuance, and the 
boys wero taken before a great arcli- 
blshop, who listened gravely to the 
citizens' objections and then docreeil 
that tho dance should be abolished 
"when the costumes of tho dancers 
were worn out." This, as we are told 
by an Englishman wlio has v/itncssed 
tho dance, does not seem likely ever 
to happen, for as fast as one part 
shows signs of wear, it is patched so 
skilfully that the garment in question 
has a new lease of life. On the feast 
ot Corpus, the dresses aro red, and on 
the day of the virgin blue and white, 
which is something like our tennis, 
tliougli rncciuets are not used. All 
Spaniards gamble, and on l.'air days 
quite small children toddle up to the 
roulette table to stake a ploza for two 
sweet biscuits. In many ..villages there 
Is only one fair In :each year; .and the 
shopping for the whole twelve months 
must take place then. 

The bull tight is the great divei-sion 
of rich and poor alike. It Is difficult 
for us to understand tho fasclimtion 
It has for tender women and gentle 
girls who would bo qui.e certain to

their houses are rough and opmfort- 
Irss, with only one small window "to 
lot In the light. The floor Is usually 
of baked earth, and of furniture there 
Is frequently none. Even beds an; 
often dispensed witli, ;ind If the little 
ones arc alIow(.'d to sleep on an empt.y 
sack in a barn or outhouso they think 
the.v iirc very fortunate. A small black 
])ig or two, to say nothing of dogs and 
cats, and i)urhaps a tame fox or a 
chattering, greedy, magpie, share their 
home and their meals v.lth thorn. 

The common food of tho very poor 
Is known as potnge, and is tlie "pot- 
I)Otaje" of Biblical hlstor.v. A measure 
of oil and salt, seasoned with red pep- 
|.er is thrown Into a brown jar, lialf 
full of haricot beans, piit.itoes, or some 
.itlier vegetable. The jar Is filled up 
with water, and its contents are allow- 
ed to simmer on the fire until It forms 
a thick soup, when It is jioured into an 
0|ien dish. The whole family llien sit 
rinind in a wide circle, and the potaje 
is 0,-iteii with bread, each in turn lad- 
ling out a iiorlion with the oni> big 
wooden sponn. Tlii> potaje may bo 
followed by an olla — a i^avorry stow of 
gu.afs flesh and bacon, ml.xed wllii 
iilghly seasoned oil. In Andalusia a 
dish ot snails is c;;nsldered • a great 
delicacy, Init tiiesc are expensive. 

The cooking is clone liy moans of 
horiiillas. two small liol..'s In the little 
hearth shelf that Is to bo see'ii in 
every cottage In Spain. Tiies" .are 
about one foot deep and six inches 
wide. Wlion the glowing chari:ual at 
tho iiottom is fanned into a flame, it 
serves to ho-at tlie eartlienware pots 
above then, which contain savory 
stews or jiotaje. The Iry garlic and 
bright rod capsicums luinglng against 
the wall are added to give them flavor. 
Melons and pomegranates, luscious 
black figs, and purple grapes cost very 
little in .Spain, nnd, In season, oran.ges 
are within roach of everyone. 

On feast-days the children take tholr 
food In btiskots, nnd jilcnlo by tho 
roadside or In the open fields, dancing 
gaily to the tune of tho guitar, ; and 
marking time with their castanets. 



step out of ;.thelr way rather than In- 
jure the humblest of creeping Insects. 
But to Spanish people no festival 
would be complete without a bull fight. 
Originally the bull was Intended solely 
and simply as a moans of displaying 
the splendid horsemanship ot the wan- 
dering Arabs. Later on, Spanish gen • 
tlonicii went into the arena, armed 
only wUli short sjiears. soma four feet 
long, In order to prove their courage. 
Tlie toreros, or bull fighters, arc now 
the idols of the iioinilace. 

In Sout'.i'urii Spain, tlie children look- 
forward from year to year to the Gal- 
lumbo — a v<>-..v old ceremony which. In 
some provinces, Is still kept up. At 
the fall of iiiglit, the streets are lit 
with charcoal and wood fires, and a 
savage young bull is led through them 
witli only a I bin rope as a lialte'-. 
Hundreds of nieii and ])oyn crowd 
round and poke him, springing to one 
side with all the aglUty they can mus- 
ter when .the ybiihg creature turns to 
rend them, Ii is 'a riskv sport, and 
men are often iKjuVed, but the spice of 
danger, seems only -to 'add to their 
Iili-asurc, and small girls and their 
mothers look on from the balconies 
and cry "bra\ o!" 

You could not live in Spain witliout 
hearing a great deal about the Cig.-ir- 
reras — girls from twelve years old and 
njiwards who crowd, to the number of 
some two thousand, into ono building 
where they siieiid their days in malvlng 
cigars, Tliey are high spirited and 
very noisy, but many of them are 
most devout, and never let a fiesta, or 
feast-day, pass without placing their 
jioor lUile lighted candles liefore the 
altar of their I'avoritJ saints. Girls 
wdio go out to service are frequently 
accompanied by a mother or elder sis- 
ter, nnd aro quite content with a tiny 
bedroom which has only just room for 
a small wooden bedstead and their 
bundle of clothes. Black, coffee, stow- 
ed snails, fried eggs and bread, seem 
to thorn sumptuous fare, and they are 
so obliging, and willing that it Is n- do- 
light to bo served by; thora, : 



wero sitting with our mother, when 
a loud ring, at tho door, to which she 
replied, disclosed a boy from a poor 
family near by. 

"Oh, Mrs. caricton," ho cried, "will 
you take my kitty'.' Mother says there 
aro so many of 'em I must throw this 
fellow in the pond," and ho pulled from 
under his ragged jacket a lean, half- 
grown, black .kitten. 

There wore already three fine cats 
in our home, but tho appeul In tho 
boy's face, where dirt and tears were 
freely intorminglod,, was too much for 
my tender-'liearted mother, and she 
brought into the sitting-room the for- 
lorn kitten. AVithout a sign of fear 
lie loolvod from one to another, ovi- 
I dently expecting to find a triend. Tlicn 
■ lie began to wash himself. Each dirty, 
paw was carefully cleaned and thu 
matted fui- on back and sides was bit- 
ten and pulled into shape. A saucer of 
milk diverted him, and ho lapped and 
puiTod, then returned to his toilet, un- 
til ho was satisfied and seemed to say 
"Now, I am tit for refined company," 
and deliberately walked to each one, 
loudly purring for approval. 

The next day no ono molested him 
in his walks about the place, and he 
made no effort to return to his home 
just across the way. He caught a 
mouse and patiently watched for rats 
in tho barn. From tliat time on he 
hunted diligently, but his toilet \vas 
his constant care. Cleanliness was 
to bo had if not godliness. Tlie latter 
was tor humans. So he grew up. The 
lean sides filled out. The black fur 
grew glossy, and In a year he was 
magnificent with his fifteen pounds of 
' weight. ■ 

Cats differ in character as do people. 
Cato was above reproach. No tempta- 
tion could make him steal his food. If 
left alone with beefsteak or liver, of 
which he was especially fond, he would 
utter tho most pleading meows, so 
loud that wo always knew that Cato 
was tempted. ]3ut not even the allure- 
ment of fish or cream could cause his 
lull. 

Years went by. Our gentle mother 
had iKissed on to that other country. 
We children were grown, and the old 
home was sold. Cato was loft to me, 
and I took him to my new home miles 
awav. He was apparently happy, and 
soon cleared the place of rats and mice, 
and of other cats, all of wdioni he des- 
Iiised. About six months later he fail- 
ed to come when I called hlni in after 
supper. After more than a month had 
passed I learned that he had gono 
back to the old home and was hunting 
there. The newcomers ^^saldj^;that he 
was wdld and accepted n'olfobai; When 
winter camo they captured :hlm. In the 
barn and brought him" to me. When 
once more Inside the house his joy In 
the recognition of home and sympathy 
was pathetic. . He, seemed almost to 
talk, his little. meow8?'came so fast. He 
•cuddled his head ih rhy; neck and gent- 
ly nipped . mie :;ih ; his. Joy. Ho never 
strayed again;: Fifteen years had pas- 
sed, and; m'agalflcent Cato was glow- 
ing feeb'le. f'.rHe was still careful of 
lilraself,'. a'ria\^^wouid still wash his fur 
when he'rie'arly fell over from weak- 
ness. . He had a nice basicet by tho 
kitchen stove, In which he was tender- 
ly placOd each night, and from which 
he purred his greetings each morning. 

One morning it was silent when I 
entered. Cato was there, but his pur- 
ring had ceased forever. ."Only a cat!" 
you sav. Yes, but avpepfeot. life! What 
"more can we huniatis" shOW with all 
our high ideals'.'

The concluding service of the Jubilee 
Commemoration of the Church in Britisli Co- 
himbia was held in St. Paul's Cathedral last 
Monday morning, and was followed by a meet- 
ing at the Manson House in the afternoon. At 
both the service and the meeting one could 
not help being struck by the numbers of pco- 
who A^ere-p and it is perhaps, legiti- 

rtiate to draw the conclusion that the appeal of 
the far west for help to enable it to train its 
own clergy, and to face squarely the enormous 
. task with which it has to cope, has fired the 
imagination and stirred the hearts of Church 
people at home. The romantic story of the 
past fifty years of Church work in BritisI^ Co- 
lumbia, which was brought vividly before us 
at thej beginning of the ^Jubilee, ..celebration. ? 
twelve';iTibiiths ago, has ndt b^ti ^toldjin^vaih. 
The Mother church (for its honor's sake) must 
see to it that the scheme which^t is asked to 
support is crowned with full success. The task 
that it is asked to do is to provide a total sum 
of £30,000 for the building and equipping of 
St. Mark's Theological College, which will be 
affiliated to the University of British Colum- 
bia. At present the committee of' the fund are 
concentrating all their efforts on obtaining the 
first ^12,000, so that the college may make an 
early 'start. ■ 'Excellent progress has been made 
during the past year. Nearly a'quarter of this 
amount ha.« been collected, and it is hoped that 
the greatness of the project will so appeal to 
the generosity of churchpcoplc at home, that 
the remainder of the first instalment will be 
recei'^e.d .during the next few mouths. 

The Service, 

The special thanksgiving service on Mon- 
day was splendidly organized and rendered, 
and the Bishop of London's sermon, together 
with the stately act of worship, will not easily 
be forgotten by the great congregation that 
was gathered beneath the Dome of St. Paul's. 
The hymn during the procession was, "To 
Thee and to Thy Christ, 6 God, we sing, we 
ever sing." ' After the cross-bearer and choir, 
came, respective!}-, the Minor Canons, the 
Commemoration Committee, the Commissaries 
of tife Bishops in British Columbia, the vScc- 
retary of the S.P.C.K., and the British - and 
Foreign Bible Society, the I-^rcbendaries of the 
Cathedral, and finally the Bishop of London, 
'preceded by a chaplain carrying his staff and 
attended by Bishop I\Iontgomery, Secretary 
of S.P.G., and Canon Alexander. The Bishop 
was at once conducted to the pulpit, and recit- 
ed the Bidding Prayer in which special refer- 
ence was made to the church, the bishops, the 
high officers of state in British Columbia. The 
Lord's Prayer followed, and then the memor- 
able and moving sermon, which is reported be- 
low. At its conclusion the Bishop was con- 
ducted to his throne and the hymn "Great 
Lord of Avisdomy;iife,:and glory" was sung. A 
special Litany wasAltKra recited, followed by 
the Lord's' Prayer,: ' respprtses^,:. collects, the 
Apostles' Creed, and tiie anthem from the 
":\Iessiah," "How beautiful arc the feet." 
Bishop Montgomery read the Lesson (Ecclesi- 
asticus .kHv., I — 15), and then a form of com- 
memoration of benefactors and founders v/as 
recited, which recalled the names and works 
of those who in various ways h£ve served the 
Church in British Columbia. Subsequently the 
Bishops and clergy took their places beiore the 
altar and the alms were collected, the hyn;ns, 
"Ye watchers and ye holy ones" and "Ifoly, 
Holy, Holy," being sung meanwhile. Having 
presented the alms, the Bishop of London re- 
cited a piaycr of Thanksgiving and "Tc Deum" 
was sung . A prayer for the Bishops, clergy, 
people, and province of British Columbia ^fol- 
lowed, and then the Bishop pronounced ".the 
Benediction, bringing to a clo^e.a service which 
was a splendid inspiration to al^who took part 
in it. .U;v ■ ,. -.^ri. 

The BisWop's Sermon 

Few preachers are so well able to say ex- 
actly the right thing on an important occasion 
as the Bishop of London, and he was lavisli in 
his praise of British Columbia as a country, 
and insisted upon its claims both for the 
point of view of the nation and the Church. 

He chose as his text the words, "Buying up 
the opportuiiity"— the marginal rendering of 
Ephesiaris v.'iS. " There was'one thitig, he said', 
which our dear Church of England, with all its 
life-giving sacraments, its splendid history, and 
all that makes loyal Churchmen and Church- 
women love it so devoutly — one tiling it had 
never been. It had never yet been in time. All 
the splendid work they \vcre so proud of in 
East London, the effort of Bishop Blomfield 
in building ten .churches in Bethnal Green, the 
extraordiriary devotion of Bishop Walsham 
How— ^it had all been done under special and 
exceptionjll difficulties which ^vcre quite un- 
necessary, because it had been done fifty years 
too late. 

They all admired the work which Principal 
Lloyd is doing on this side of the "Rockies" 
with his forty catcchists, holding the fort for 
the Church until the main army can come up; 
but what was the difficulty they found when 
they wanted to begiiViWO)fk?^,They..,we^^ 
v/ayG fifty years too late.' The sites required for 
churches were already occupied, and had to be 
bought back at enormous cost; yet fifty years 
before the Church could have had these sites 
for nothing. The Church in the United .Slates 
was 170 years too late. It Iiad l.iecn to liini a 
great inspiration to see tlic massed Bisho])s, 
priests, and laity of the Sister Church of the 
United States on the occasion of his visit,- but 
why was that Church fourth or fifth in'num- 
bers compared with other communions? Why 
had they to make up so great a leeway? Be- 
cause for 170 years, owing to a false theory of 
Church and State, we had not given the United 
States Bishops. 



Now, it was the peculiar interest of their 
commemoration of the Church in British Co- 
lumbia that for the first time the Church of 
England was in time. That had been due to 
the munificence of Baroness Burdett Coutts 
and other benefactors, which allowed the per- 
sonnel of the Church of England to start upon 
this work fifty years ago. ^hey had come to 
know that the real living system is to send out 
the men first to prepare the ground, before 
building churches. The old system of build- 
ing the churches first and then expecting the 
people to come to them was a mistake. Now- 
adays, they sent forth the apostolic men, first 
to gather:the people together and make them 
want a ;church. The reason why the Church 
..lia.cl been'jn time in British Columbia Avas that 
"'Bishop Hills— all honor to his name— and 
Bishop Sillitoe, the much-loved Bishop rJ. New 
AVestminstcr — they and their clergy had climb- 
ed the mountain and penetrated the forest, and 
by their personal work made the people i-eddy 
and desirous of welcoming the great advance 
which was now being inaugurated. So in their 
thanksgivings at this commemoration they re- 
called that their record in regard to British Co- 
lumbia was not one to be ashamed of. The one 
clergyman that Bishop Hills had with him was 
expanded to 89, and the people were ready to 
welcome the OKI Church from which so many 
of them had come,_if only the Old Church will 
respond to their desires. 

It was possible that.some who were listen- 
ing to him knew very little about the work of 
the Church in British Columiba. If such there 
were, he hoped that he could make them realize 
what a glorious country it was, It had been 
called the "garden of tlic world." and it fully 
justified that description. For physical reasons 
tliat delightful land had been held back from 
enjoyment by the human race; but now that 
the railway by incredible and , romantic exer- 
tions had been" taken' over 4he ' Rocky Moun- 
tains, it haci been made more easily accessible. 
There was not the slightest doubt that, putting 
British Columbia with the great Northwest of 
Canada, We were about to create in the next 
fifty or one hundred years one of the greatest 
nations that has ever existed in the world. 
When he thought of what that nation of 100 
millions would mean to . the world— a nation 
more numerous by 20 millions than the Unit- 
ed States— that v/ould look back from the 
Rockies towards Europe by four or five great 
routes, and, on the other hand, across to wdiat 
we call the East, holding a position so com- 
manding, he felt that the whole future of the 
world, its Christiani/.ation, its happiness, would 
depend upon the character of the nation of .too 
millions, that would hold the balance of power 
in the v.'brld. , 

It was to settle wdicther that i^ew'i nation 
was to be Christian that they werefmet'in St. 
Paul's Cathedral. He could not conceive that 
anyone would remain v unstirred by such a 
thought. 

It would be a cruel thing if that new nation 
wqre not British. Every other nation in the 
world would .willingly give its right hand for 
the charice of having a British Columbia 
among its possessions. Then again, how could 
thc}- possibly overrate its strategical position 
from the Christian point of view. Its influ- 
ence upon the evangelization of Japan and 
China, standing as it docs at the parting of the 
wa3'S, could not fail to he immense. It was 
hardly possible to conceive a subject of greater 
national importance, and' of more, importance 
to the' Church, than this commemoration.' ' ' 

What could they do? That was the ques- 
tion they would naturally ask as practical peo- 
ple. The first thing was to stir up people from 
one end of England to the oliier to go and oc- 
cupy that glorious land for England. Half our 
difficulties at home come from overcrov/ding, 
over-population. Pie would like to be able to 
take a great ,sjice' of our masses of people and 
transport tlierh to a free, liappy, healthy life in 
that sjDlendid region beyond the Rockies, where 
they might bring up strong, vigorous children. 
In this connection tiic Bishop referred to thc 
matter of letters of commendation being given 
by the clergy to emigrants, so that their 
Church life might go on as soon as they ar- 
rived at their new homes. It was, he said, a 
crying disgrace that thc clergy of this coun- 
try did not take more trouble to send such a 
letter with everyone who left .their parishes ^to 
settle in such places as Canada. The clergy 
ought to regard it as a point of duty to see that 
every intending settler was so provided. 

He appealed to them earnestly to provide 
what was needed for thc work in British Co- 
lumbia. What would thc people there think 
if the Church at home turned a deaf ear to 
them? • And of living agents, the very best 
should be spared j they must encourage their 
best sons arid daughters, the best vicars, the 
best curates, to go out and' help to build the 
Church of the future. In regard to St. Mark's 
College he reminded them that it was not a 
case of ])ressing their views and projects upon 
a reluctant State. Far from it; the State wel- 
comed the idea :wul looked forvvii.rd to thc Col- 
lege being a religious influence in thc Univer- 
sity,. ,;;^e,C0Mld ,not imagine anyone who ha.d 
macie.a. fortfine in British Columbia doing a 
bctteYfthing than coming forward with a sub- 
stantia!! "gift to aid this work. Surely there 
v\'cre some in I\nglr.nd wlio would cfunc for- 
ward with a great thank-offering that day! 
They hatl their ciiancc now. It was now or 
ne\'cr. Jf they did not rise to the opportunit}-, 
then, one iiundred years hence, perhaps, the old 
story of East London, ^nd so many other 
places, would be once more repeated. Once 
more thc Church of England woidd be too 
late. So he trusted they would take to heart 
the Apostolic motto, "Buying it up," and rise 
to the opportunity now. And then across the 
plains of sunset land would pass a message of 



hope and of love which would cheer the hearts 
of those strong-limbed, sons of the hon^.cland 
building up a new kingdom across the Rocky , 
Mountains; and when the great sunset came at 
last it would glow updn a land. prosperous and 
happy, Christian and Clnirch.^ 

Meeting at thfi P/IansiohvHquse 

In the afternoon,v'a\5prendidTga'therihg of 
friends and supporters'' of the^'moy gath- 
ered in the Egyptian Hall of the Mansion 
House— a replica of the great meeting of last 
year with which the Jubilee Commemoration 
began. Alderman Sir Joseph Savory, Bart., 
presided, and there were seven other speakers, 
the first three dealing with "The call from the 
West," and the others speaking to the two 
resolutions. 

Sir Joseph Savory's speech was brief, but 
there was no . mis taking the sympathy \vith 
which he regarded the object~df 'the meeting, 
arid his concluding words, in'which he spoke of 
the interest of the great city of London in .such 
work as they were gathered to promote, will be 
welcomed not least by citizens of the Far 
West. They were met, he said, to put a cop- 
ing-stone to the memorable meeting held at thc 
Mansion House last year. British Columbia 
was one of the newest and most beautiful gems 
of this great Empire of ours! It was fifty-two " 
years since British Columbia became a Crown 
colony,^ and a year later that devoted man 
Bishop Hill (applause) was consecrated its 
first l.Hshop, and went out to what was then a 
w-ild and desolate country determined to do his 
best for the Church of England. The object 
of the commemoration was to create a perman- 
ent memorial Of' tlie jubilee- of- the-Church, in 
British 'Columbia, arid he thought there could 
not be a better proposition than that of build- 
ing a college, in which young men could be 
suitably trained and equipped for thc work of 
the ministry out there. At this moment they 
were offered a splendid opportunity for the 
establishment of such a college. The Legisla- 
ture of British Columbia had determined to 
found, a University, and had devoted two jnil- 
lion acres of la'iid to. its endowment, and tlie 
College of St. Mark would be affiliated to this 
University, and as an affiliated college woidd 
be entitled to a grant of the land allocated to 
the University; so that the site Avas provided. 
Much had already been done in thc way of 
creating interest and raising funds since last 
year's meeting, and they hoped that much more 
would result from thejr meeting that afterr 
noon,' It gave him much pleastire to lake the 
chair on that occasion, and on behalf of the 
Corporation of the City of I^ondon to show 
that it took a deep interest in the welfare of 
Christianity and thc endeavors to promote the 
well-being of the . Church of England in the 
distant colony^ of^^tBntishivxGpIi^ '(A^^v 
plause.) • • 

The Hon. J. H. Turner, Agent-General for 
British Columbia, has. been Minister of Agri- 
culture!'a,nd:Pre'mier,of^,the colony, and is one 
of; the •old pioneers, iiis; connection with it go- 
ing 'batk^. to?, !t^^ when it was hardly.. ,. 
thoiight 'of as a country for settlers, and \vhe.n 
its vast resources were unknown except to a 
few hardy ad\-cnturous spirits like himself. He 
is full of enthusiasm for thc country of his 
adoption, and for the work of the Church there. 
He sketched at length the immense develop- 
ment that had taken place in the last few years, 
the opening up of thc country by the railways, 
the discovery of its -iresourccs, the influx of 
' thousands of settlers, the springing up of cities, 
and thc magnificent promise of the future, 
pointing out the immense opportunity that lay 
before tiie Church, if only she Avould rise to 
her responsiliility. They were proud of the 
population of British Columbia, for it was a 
remarkably fine population imbued with tlio 
spirit of progress in the best sense of the word. 
Tliey seemed to get there -the very best . type 
of isettlcrs. Speaking of what other Christio'n 
bodies were doing, he said that what in Eng- 
land are called the "free churches" arc con- 
siderably alive to tlic situation. Thc IMethorl- 
ist.s had already established a college', he be- 
lieved it was a very successful one; and he un- 
derstood that the Presbyterians were making 
much headway in the same direction. There- 
fore the subject of what the .old Mother" 
Church of England .was doing was one that 
ought to be taken tip, energetically by everyone 
who had her interests at heart here at Home. 
The building endowment of a first-class college 
such as they proposed was one of the best 
things tliat could be done from the point ot 
view of the welfare of the Ciuu"cli of ICngland, 
and it was exactly the thin.g that would appeal 
to the people ol British Columbia. He was 
bound to say that the people of the colony were 
the most liberal people in the world in helping 
any good cause, and they were prepared to do 
their utmost. They numbered today about 
three hundred thousand and were all workers. 
There were hardly any wealthy people among 
them, so that it was almost imi)0ssil)le for them 
to raise the capital sum of ,£30,000 rec|uired to 
eslaldish thc College, i)ut if that sum for the 
building and endowment could be raised here, 
he,.belieyed,.there would be no difficulty at all 
as'to the'fiitiire maintenance of thc institution. 
The people would subscribe liberally to it. 
This, he declared, was the psychological mo- 
ment for assistance from the old country. lie 
knew it was a considerable stur. to ask h)r, iuit 
if it could be raised they would find tliat tlie 
'pcnple themselves would find whate\'er else 
was necessary. And those who contributed 
to this object would have their reward in the 
great results that would flow from tlieir ef- 
fort, and in realizing that they were creating 
another of those bonds of love and brother- 
hood which tie togetlier the different i)arts of 
our widespread Eni[)ire. (Applause.) 

The Rev. Ganon Beanlands, lately Canon 



Residentiary and Rector of Victoria Cathe- 
dral, followed, and spoke with the authority of 
twenty-five years' service for the Church in 
British Columbia. He first of all pajid a 'Wi^rm:'. 
tribute to the Hon. J. H. Turner, and then'' re- 
ferred to the high5place,.-which education held 
in the minds'' of thbsc T^^ for the gov- 

ernment of British Columbia. Twenty years 
ago, when he first investigated the statistics of 
education in the province, he found, to his great 
surprise, that one-third of the total revenue 
was being devoted to the education of the chil- 
dren. That was a striking fact. Jt;sh(^^ed^t^a|| 
from the beginning real pains had been talceri to' 
ensure that the people sliould be an educated 
people. In the most remote settlements, wher- 
ever a handful of children could be gathei ed to- 
gether, there thc Government would build a 
.school-house and supply a teacher and every 
requisite to en.'iure that the children should not 
be brought up illiterate. They could well un- 
derstand what an effort it ,hajig:l^eeii-i;.f0r. the ■ 
Church to provide religious iristfuctid^^^^^^ 
same people.' .During his- t\^,enty-fiv6^ 
in the diocese he had kriowii 'what a heroic 
struggle it had been, quarter by quarter , and 
year by year, for the Bishops and clergy and 
laity alike, to ])rovide for the ministrations in 
those scattered settlements. He had heard," 
and at one time to some extent shared, some 
objections to the creation of a theological col- 
lege in a place so far from the centres of theo- 
logical learning as British Columbia. If he be- 
lieved that' the effect' would be to cut them off 
from home education and from touch with the 
I\lother Church, he would be thc last to advo- 
cate such a scheme. But he did not believe it. 
Thank God, the influence of the Mother Coun- 
try, in theology, as in every other department 
of life, was paramount still in her wide domin- 
ion.'-. (Applause.) He was quit,*^ sure that the 
Theological College; "wrould be a memorial, and 
evidence of the sy'rripathy of the Motherland, 
and would help them in British Columbia to 
build up a ministry that would never forget the 
mother that bare them, and gave them suck/. 
(Applause.) 

The Rev. W. G. Boyd was the last- of the 
three speakers on "the call of the West;" He 
has been for some years past chaplain to /the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, has volunteered for 
service in Alberta, and will shortly, leave to 
take up his work there. He has lately spent 
some time in Northwestern Canada, and has 
made himself acquainted with some of the most 
pressing problems confronting the Church in 
that region. It seemed to him, he said, that 
the immigration to those parts constituted one 
of the biggest of Imperial issues. There was 
nothing like it anywhere else in the world.. . A 
great English-speaking nation was bursting 
into vigorous and progressive life before our 
eyes. It was impossible to conceive the rapid- 
ity with which it is taking place, or the im- 
mensity of the country. It involves an area 
equal to the whole of Central Europe. Into it 
was being' poured a vast flood of immigration, 
forming a nation with British institutions and 
modern- civilization;K;-/Jt;^^ to be the 

biggest factor in the "British-Empire. Undoubt- 
edly Canada would one day wield an influence 
in the world as great and, perhaps, greater 
than an}' European State. It was on account 
of the vast size of things in Canada, and of tlie 
great issues involved, that we were bound to 
listen to such an-v^^app^ was now being 
made. ' ,. ['^'^i.- : 

It was our own people ,\vHoi.'\vere asking for 
help ; a country into which the' best of our peo- 
ple were pouring. Bishop after Bishop in Can- 
ada is constantly receiving letters from the 
scattered settlers asking for ministrations, and 
tlic Church is doing its best. There is no lack 
of devotion and zeal and hard work in her 
ranks. But with a population increasing so 
rapidly, and scattered over such an immense 
area, it -was .impossiblc to- expect- the vGhurc 
there 'with hardly any endowments of lahd'or 
buildings to be able to grapple with the prob- 
lems single-handed. It would be a scandal if 
thc Church at home, with its immense wealth 
due to the generosity of our ancestor's, with 
its endowments of everj' kind, threw U[)on the 
Church in Canada the reproach that it was not 
supplying the needs of all the settlers who were 
pouririg into the country from our. own shores. 
Many.'of them believed tliat the Church of the 
English, to ^ive it its old name, had a special 
part to play in the making of an English-speak- 
ing people. In the early days of the making of 
England, the Church was the force which knit 
together the various nations of which it was 
conqxTsed. Thc same work had to be done in 
Canada. Here the Church had made for purity 
in government, for refinement and culture, for 
stability in social life, and those who loved her 
believed that the Anglican Church in Canada 
might do a sirriilar work in tliat land. • ' ' 

' I'he Bishop of Kingston, in moving the first 
resolution, claimed to have at least an indirect 
connection with British. Columbia, for two of 
thc first men to go out and start work in the 
Far West, Bishop Hills and Bishop Sheep- 
slianks, were trained as curates by his father at 
Leeds Parish Church. The appeal which came 
to them in -connection with this College, he 
said, was an appeal for initial help. "Give us 
this College, and we will make it self-support- 
ing. We have plenty of good stuff from which 
we can make our clergymen." That was the 
gist of the matter. And our response ought to 
he (|uiel< and generous, lie commended this 
gre.'it cause tn their prayers, their synqiathy, 
their alms, and to their efforts to create an 
inter(;st in wider circles. They must let other 
])eople khovr of the task which all ought to 
ta-l<e in hand. 

The resolution was as follows: 
"That in view of thc great aiid increasing 
spiritual needs of British Columbia, it is im- 
portant, that thc earnest and self-denying ef- 



forts of the Church in that province should be 
aided and strengthened by an organization in 
England, on a liroad and liberal basis ; and 

■ that, in order to effect this, the organization 
formed to carry out the Jubilee Commemor- 
ation of the Church in British Columbia "'.bCj 
made permanent, the societies already existing' 
at home on behalf of ti>e various dioceses be- 
ing invited to unite in it, preserving, if desired, 
their separate individuality." 

In the absence of Mr. Harry Phillips it was 
briefly seconded by Canon .Rhodes Bristow, 

iarid'^carried unanimously. 



VLADIVOSTOK 

The great Siberian port of Vladivostok 
was the centre of history a few years ago. 
Since then it has made peaceful progress. An 
Austrian engineer who recently went to Si- 
beria with machinery, gives an entertaining ac- 
count of the city, wdiich he had leisure to ex- 
amine during the three weeks occupied hi" 
passing his machinery through the customs. 
The buildings are imposing, he says, but tiie 
streets are dreadful. Chinese form a large 
part of thc population, and Koreans have made 
" ahother\;largeAalie^ The ordinary Chi- 

iiese coblies,' we 'are told, are the dirtiest, smell- 
iest individuals one could possibly meet, .in J it 
is always advisable to ])ass o nthc windward 
side of them. Thc loads they carry arc de- 
scribed as marvelous. A small wooden 
frame like a chair is strapped on their backs. 
On this they pile cargo, till they are half hid- 
ilen in furniture, sacks of flour and wood. 
Every day one catches sight of a' piano or a 
wardrobe , sagging along the street on the 
backs of half a dozen coolies. A lady shopping 
in Vladi-vostok always hires a Chinaman to 
carry her parcels. English is hardly known in 
the city. German is far the commonest of for- 
eign languages. Foreigners are present in 
hundreds, including Chinese, Koreans, Japan- 
ese, Germans, English, French, Americans, 
Italians, and even a fevv natives of India. A 
day in the streets provides plenty of occupa- 
tio nfor the eyes. Every two our of three men 
are in uniform. Not only the military and 
naval, but also all government employees, 
heads of departments, down to messengers, 
students, schoolboys, professors, school teach- 
ers, even school girls wear uniforms. The 
military element is always in evidence. Regi- 
ments marching'.Kthrbugh the streets sing as 
they go, eacH 'man'/vbearing his tuneful part. 
Soldiers are ever3^here; on guard at banks, 
bustoms-house, postdffice and other import- 
ant offices. The city has its "Block," where 
fashionable folk parade in the afternoons, and 
another institution that made the Australian 
think of his own country was the public holi- 
day. There were five holida.ys in the three 
weeks during which he was in. VIaidvostok.- 



OPPRESSION OF WAGE-EARNERS 

The systematic cheating^iand^despoiling of 
its employees by a San Eran'ciscb''firm of con- 
cently in a very shocking and startling man- 
tractors was brought under public notice re- 
ncr. An employee of the firm, an ignorant 
laborer named Cunningham, walked into the 
office of a firm of contractors in stone and ce- 
ment, and, being refused payment of wages 
which he had earned, he shot the book-keeper 
of the firm, a youngj'womaninam 
line Brasch. The'serisafilri':^^^^^^ 
currence, however, was exceeded by that 
wdiich existed when the methods of this ancl 
other" contracting firms "vvere brought into the 
fierce light of publicity. It was shown that 
laborers were employed at $2.00 a day, and 
that there was but one pay day in each month. 
A negotiable bank check for half the amount 
;;due.bnlyt.-'yv.as'g^^ to each worker, antedated 
iwo moiitliS. /The result of this was that the 
laborers, having no other resources, .were com- 
pelled to discount their checks with brokers. 
It is suspected that thc employers shared with 
the brokers the amount of the commission, but 
this is strenuously denied. This condition of 
affairs, bad as it was, was made gorse by the 
flourishing in full bloom of the pernicious 
"truck system." Men who worked in the quar- 
ries were boarded and lodged in establish- 
ments owned by the firm. 1 They were:Vbyerr 
charged for their accornmpdatibri af'^th^se 
places, but if any complaint was made the man 
who complained was told that if he did not 
keep quiet be would have to wait still longer 
for his money. This is what appears to have 
happened to Cunninghani. The coroner's jury 
in its verdict attributed thc murder to the pay 
check system, and denounced in unmeasured 
terms the methods of the firm.. n'The news- 
papers and politicians view with brie another 
in demanding the passage of labor laws pro- 
hibiting the grinding down of laborers in this- 
manner. As most of the unskilled laborers are 
foreigners they are peculiarly at ihe mercy of 
unscrupulous employers under the existing 
laws, or rather lack of Liavs. Cunningham re- 
mained in hiding for two days after the mur- 
der, but when a fellow laborer was charged 
with thc crime he came forward to give him- 
self up to justice. It is characteristic of Am- 
erican conditions that he first called at a riev/.s- 
paper office and made a statement of his case.
